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FOREWORD. 


This  publication  contains  the  fiftieth  annual  report  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  and  shows  the  condition  of  our  public  schools 
together  with  such  educational  progress  as  was  made  during  the  last 
school  year. 

Lkgislative  Retrospect. 

It  really  seems  that  we  have  reached  an  important  mile-post  in  the 
history  of  JMaryland's  system  of  Public  Schools.  Our  State  has  been 
in  the  public  school  business  a  half-century.  The  Constitutional  Con- 
vention of  1866  made  ready  for  the  school  law  which  soon  followed ; 
and  there  is  practical  unanimity  of  opinion  that  our  people  took  an 
advanced  position,  at  the  very  birtli  of  the  system,  for  fostering  the 
interests  of  public  education  by  providing  wise  laws  for  its  adminis- 
tration. School  house  doors  have  been  open  alike  to  the  children  of 
the  high  and  the  low,  the  rich  and  the  poor,  the  white  and  the  black. 

Believing  that  the  public  school  is  both  the  best  vehicle  for  the 
dissemination  of  such  knowledge  "as  ripens  into  an  enlightened  self- 
interest  and  is  rarely  dissociated  from  moral  virtue ' '  and  also  the  most 
effective  social  organization  in  American  life,  our  people  have  been 
loyal  and  ever  ready  to  defend  it,  generous  in  extending  financial  aid 
by  allowing  themselves  to  be  taxed  for  its  support  and  obviously  will- 
ing to  transfer  from  the  home  to  the  school  all  duties  and  obligations 
wdiich  pertain  to  the  child's  training  and  education.  However,  having 
taken  this  position  at  the  beginning,  they  seemed  to  assmue  that  they 
had  discharged  fully  and  faithfully  their  obligation  to  the  school,  and 
that  it  was  up  to  the  teacher  and  the  school  officials  to  do  the  rest. 
For  fifty  years  people  have  been  content  with  such  schools  as  naturally 
result  where  there  is  no  effective  co-operation  between  the  home  and 
the  school  and  an  absence  of  socializing  influences  which  alone  make 
the  school  a  real  center  of  community  activity.  Prior  to  the  agitation 
for  a  State  system  of  highways,  the  entire  State  tax  was  levied  for 
seliools ;  in  1904  the  General  Assembly  passed  without  a  single  amend- 
ment, a  meritorious  educational  bill,  which  the  school  people  prepared ; 
a  fairly  ready  response  on  the  part  of  the  State  has  followed  in  all 
devices  submitted  for  school  l)etterment,  and  a  good  public  spirit  has 
always  been  manifest  when  school  policies  have  been  considered. 

With  all  these  favoring  circumstances  we  found  at  the  end  of  the 
first  half-century  of  the  existence  of  a  system  of  free  schools  in  Mary- 
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land,  that  of  tin.'  wliiti.'  elementary  teachers  ftotal  '.WH'i)  in  the  counties 
ol"  the  State,  one-third  possessed  h'ss  intelh-etual  education  tlian  that 
given  in  our  high  schools ;  that  at  least  one-third  had  entered  the  teach- 
ing sphere  without  any  professional  training;;  that  another  third  liad 
jnucli  less  traininj^  tiian  is  afforded  in  our  noi-iual  schools  (the  percent- 
ages affecting  coior(;d  teachers  were  slightly  more  favorable)  ;  that 
fourteen  per  cent  of  the  voting  population  were  illiterates;  that  thirty 
per  cent  of  the  population  between  the  ages  of  6  and  18,  and  twenty- 
three  per  cent  Ijetween  6  and  14  were  not  enrolled,  and  that  of  those 
enrolled  in  the  one-teacher  rural  schools,  thirty-six  per  cent  were 
absent  each  school  day.  We  had  a  course  of  study  burdened  with 
traditional  ideas  and  poorly  carried  out;  we  had  a  plan  of  apportion- 
ing State  school  revenues  based  absolutely  on  the  number  of  children 
between  the  ages  of  5  and  20  whether  in  school  or  not ;  we  had  a  plan 
of  appointing  school  officials  which  invited  ])artisan  control  of  the 
schools. 

The  School  Survey. 

Two  years  ago  it  was  determined  by  the  people  of  the  State, 
through  their  legally  appointed  representatives  in  the  Legislature,  to 
make  a  thorough  examination  of  the  school  system  and  its  work.  A 
commission  was  appointed,  experts  in  educational  investigation  were 
employed,  and  after  searching  efficiencj'  tests  had  been  made  on  a  com- 
prehensive scale,  a  report  of  their  findings  together  with  recommenda- 
tions for  remedying  the  existing  defects,  was  submitted  to  the  Governor 
of  ^Maryland  in  January,  1916.  And  even  if  it  had  been  premeditated, 
perliaps  nothing  could  have  happened  which  Avould  have  made  a  more 
notable  landmark  for  the  ending  of  a  half-century  of  public  .school 
work  in  ^Maryland  than  the  report  of  the  Commission  and  the  new 
school  law  wliicli  embodied  its  recommendations. 

The  New  Law. 

The  above  recital  of  unsatisfactory  school  conditions  is  but  a  partial 
review  of  the  general  indictment  against  the  public  school  situation 
as  it  was  found  to  exist  by  the  Survey  Commission  and  its  expert 
advisers.  How  readj"  and  willing  our  people  were  to  know  the  condi- 
tions and  improve  them  as  hastily  as  was  feasible  is  reflected  by  the 
action  of  the  General  Asseml^ly  in  enacting  into  law.  within  two 
months  after  the  report  was  made  to  the  Governor  of  the  State,  practi- 
cally all  the  recommendations  which  the  Commission's  report  con- 
tained. With  such  a  constituency  at  his  back  and  with  a  public 
opinion  which  stands,  unequivocally  for  wholesome  school  achievement, 
what  school  official  or  teacher  can  content  himself  with  feeble  efforts  in 
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doing  ordinary  work?  Certainly  nothing  could  furnish  stronger 
inspiration  for  better  work  in  administration,  supervision,  or  teaching 
than  this  recent  exhibition  of  interest  in  the  public  schools  has  done. 

Outstanding  Provisions. 

It  is  not  out  of  place,  in  connection  with  this  statement,  to  mention 
some  of  the  Ijig  features  of  the  new  school  law.  so  that  the  provisions 
may  be  better  understood  and  their  possDiilities  for  larger  usefulness 
of  public  school  instruction  duly  appreciated. 

Compulsory  School  Attendance. 

AVe  do  not  put  it  too  strongly  when  we  state  that  the  provision, 
which  requires  all  children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  thirteen 
years  to  attend  school  regularly  during  the  entire  school  year,  is  the 
most  vital  feature  of  the  law.  We  can  hardly  estimate  the  advantages 
to  society  which  will  result  from  the  operation  of  this  law,  or  the  bene- 
fit which  will  come  to  the  State  as  such  in  possessing  a  citizenship 
whose  minimum  knowledge  and  training  comprises  at  least  six  full 
years  of  education  in  the  common  school  subjects.  Even  more  than 
this  is  guaranteed,  since  for  two  years  after  the  age  of  thirteen  has 
been  reached,  one  hundred  days'  attendance  each  year  is  required,  giv- 
ing full  opportunity  to  finish  the  work  of  the  elementary  school. 

To  make  the  law  effective,  an  attendance  officer  is  provided  for 
each  county  of  the  State  at  a  minimum  salary  of  six  hundred  dollars, 
the  State  paying  half  of  this  officer's  salary  up  to  twelve  hundred  dol- 
lars. Let  no  one  fall  into  the  error  of  thinking  that  this  position  is 
unimportant  and  can  be  filled  by  anyone  who  happens  to  be  a  likable 
citizen.  Back  of  continuous  absence  from  school  lies  some  social  prob- 
lem which  ought  to  be  studied  and  remedied,  since  school  absenteeism 
is  only  one  of  its  attendant  evils.  Each  county,  through  the  generosity 
of  the  State,  is  given  a  favorable  chance  to  link  up  with  specific  work 
of  the  attendance  officer  this  social  service  work,  so  inviting  to  one 
who  has  both  the  vision  and  the  special  training  to  meet  its  demands. 
The  salary  of  this  official  is  more  than  that  received  by  our  best  ele- 
mentary teachers  and  was  meant  to  be  large  enough  to  command  the 
services  of  the  type  of  person  who  can  both  appreciate  the  opportuni- 
ties the  work  offers  and  can  meet  the  duties  intelligently.  Such  a  posi- 
tion is  710^  a  political  job  to  be  given  out  as  a  reward  for  party  fealty, 
but  a  professional  position  vital  in  its  relations  to  public  welfare ;  and 
it  should  not  be  filled  by  any  other  than  one  who  is  capable  of  perform- 
ing the  several  duties  of  the  office.  The  law  designates  tlie  person  who 
fills  this  position  a  "professional  assistant"  to  the  county  superin- 
tendent.   It  requires  that  the  appointee  shall  give  his  or  her  entire 
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tiiiu;  undor  di  feet  ion  of  tlio  county  superintendent,  to  tlie  duties  of  the 
l)osition. 

Ar)h:QTjATK  School  Supervision. 

We  would  iiiiiue  as  next  in  importance  in  possible  school  develop- 
iin'iit  under  the  provisions  of  the  new  law,  the  appointment  of  a  super- 
visor of  primary  grades  in  each  county  which  has  as  many  {is  a  hun- 
<lred  teachers.  Whatever  may  have  heen  the  contributiiif;  causes  to 
the  poor  quality  of  school  instruction  in  Maryland,  it  is  safe  to  assert 
that  the  absence  of  close  and  expert  supervision  of  the  teacher's  work 
has  been  a  leading  one.  "When  we  think  that  the  State  spends  five 
million  dollars  annually  for  its  public  schools,  the  cost  of  supervising 
tliis  large  ex])cnditure  has  been  ridiculously  small.  No  business  con- 
cern could  survive  if  it  were  to  follow  the  practice  which  obtained  in 
^Maryland  prior  to  June  1st  of  the  present  year  as  regards  the  cost  of 
administering  and  supervising  its  schools.  It  matters  not  how  high 
the  position  we  fill,  or  conscientious  we  may  feel  in  regard  to  its  work, 
we  need  supervision ;  and  the  more  checks  there  are  on  our  work,  the 
T)etter  the  quality.  This  single  feature  of  the  law  will,  uo  doubt, 
greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  school  work,  and  if  such  a  result  does 
not  follow,  it  will  be  on  account  of  weakness  in  the  individual  super- 
visors. The  principle  of  supervision  is  firmly  established  by  nation- 
wide practices  not  only  in  educational  administration  but  in  the  large 
hard-headed  money-making  commercial  enterprises  as  well.  School 
supervision  is  not  on  trial  in  ^laryland,  but  this  State  has  her  school 
officers  and  teachers  on  trial,  giving  them  an  opportunity  to  measure 
up  to  their  possibilities  through  school  supervision.  The  technical 
qualifications  which  the  law  prescribes  for  the  supervisor  are  most 
rigid,  and  demand  both  accurate  scholarship  and  high-grade  pro- 
fessional ability.  It  is  out  of  the  question  for  teachers  to  come  into 
frequent  contact  with  such  professional  advisers  witliout  getting  both 
help  and  inspiration.  Guided  by  such  hands,  it  is  hoped  that  teachers 
may  catch  a  larger  \dsion  of  their  work,  and,  that  those  w'ho  have  been 
artisans  may  become  artists. 

High  Schools. 

All  that  has  heen  said  above  regarding  the  desirability  of  super- 
vision applies  no  less  to  the  high  school  than  to  the  elementary  school : 
indeed,  the  nature  of  our  secondary  organization  makes  rather  close 
■oversight  of  our  high  schools  almost  imperative,  if  their  work  is  to  be 
■of  uniform  merit. 

High  schools  are  more  expensive  than  elementary  schools,  both  in 
instruction  and  equipment.  High  school  teachers  must  make  prepara- 
tion in  method  at  least  as  thorough  as  that  of  the  elementary  teacher. 
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and  must  eontiDue  their  studies  for  a  ranch  longer  period.  High 
schools  need  carefully  selected  school  libraries,  valuable  apparatus  for 
science  teaching,  expensive  equipment  for  commercial  courses,  for 
manual  training,  and  for  household  economics ;  the}'  ought  to  be  liber- 
ally equipped  with  charts  and  maps,  and  ought  to  possess  at  least  one 
musical  instrument.  Except  in  our  larger  schools,  classes  are  smaller 
than  in  the  elementary  schools ;  and  a  high  school  teacher  in  the  larger 
schools  cannot  efficiently  handle  so  many  pupils  in  a  class  as  can  the 
elementary  teachers.  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  high  school  main- 
tenance is  a  much  heavier  charge  on  the  several  counties  than  is  ele- 
mentary education,  and  that  no  county,  no  matter  how  desirous  it  may 
have  been  to  establish  high  schools,  has  enough  of  them  to  justify  the 
employment  of  a  supervisor.  Moreover,  since  the  State  subsidizes 
liberally  these  schools,  it  seems  simply  good  business  practice  as  well 
as  proper  professional  procedure  that  the  State  should  assure  itself 
that  its  generous  aid  is  procuring  the  maintenance  of  reasonable 
standards  of  instruction  and  equipment.  This  assurance  the  new  law 
endeavors  to  provide  for  in  the  State  high  school  supervisorship. 

Two  other  provisions  of  the  new  law  relating  to  high  schools  are 
worthy  of  notice.  One  of  the  requirements  for  a  position  in  the 
Approved  List  has  heretofore  been,  for  schools  of  the  First  Group,  an 
enrollment  of  not  less  than  80  pupils,  and  an  enrollment  of  not  less 
than  35  for  schools  of  the  Second  Group.  In  line  with  the  effort  tO' 
bring  children  into  the  elementary  school,  evidenced  by  the  employ- 
ment of  attendance  officers,  an  Approved  High  School  must  hereafter 
show,  to  maintain  its  place  upon  the  Approved  List,  not  only  the  en- 
rollments named  above,  but  an  average  daily  attendance  of  70,  if  it  is- 
of  the  first  group,  or  30,  if  a  second  group  school.  Attendance,  not 
enrollment,  makes  instruction  effective ;  and  this  provision  is  designed 
to  do  for  the  high  school,  most  of  whose  pupils  are  over  the  limit  of 
the  compulsory  attendance  law,  what  that  law  and  the  attendance 
officer  do  for  the  elementary  school.  In  this  way  the  State  endeavors 
to  place  its  aid  where,  liy  keeping  their  children  continuously  in  school, 
the  people  show  that  they  want  that  aid.  The  State,  having  thus  ex- 
tended its  aid  to  more  than  seventy  high  schools,  guaranteed  by  its 
supervision  the  quality  of  tht^  instruction  given  in  the  schools,  and 
approved  the  diplomas  of  their  graduates,  it  woukl  seem  only  rea- 
sonable that  the  name  "high  school"  should  be  limited  to  schools  thus 
approved.  The  new  law,  accordingly,  in  order  to  prin-ent  unsuitably 
housed,  inadequately  equipped,  or  under-staffed  schools  from  claiming 
the  same  rights  as  do  those  which  have  met  the  various  requirements 
of  the  Approved  List,  denies  the  use  of  the  term  "high  school"  to  all 
schools  except  those  whose  use  of  it  the  State  Board  of  Education  has- 
approved  or  shall  approve. 
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Notinj>;'  both  1li<;  rciiiarkjibh*  increase  in  liigli  school  Jittendaiice  and 
the  steady  and  insistent  demand  thronj^hout  tlie  State  for  tlie  furtlier 
dissemination  of  secondary  instruction,  and  facing  the  fact  that  the 
State  is  already  extendin*;  very  lihei'al  aid  to  the  counties  to  assist 
them  in  maintaining*  their  high  sclioois,  our  school  people  may  well 
give  some  thought  to  tlic  future  of  secondary  education  in  Maryland. 
J'erhaps,  now  that  our  high  schools  are  ])ast  the  pioneer  stage  and  are 
('nt<'ring  a  period  of  expansion  and  standardi/.ation,  it  miglit  be  well  to 
consider  some  such  plan  as  is  in  operation  in  Pennsylvania.  This  plan 
for  encouraging  secondary  education  provides  a  third  group  of  high 
schools,  which  carry  only  the  first  and  second  years  of  high  school 
work.  Such  a  scheme  would  make  possi])le,  in  our  smaller  connnunities 
which  cannot  maintain  a  daily  average  attendance  of  thirty  in  the  high 
school  department,  some  secondary  instruction  of  standard  quality, 
and  devoting  a  part  of  the  high  school  aid  appropriation  to  a  third 
group  tlius  added  to  our  present  first  and  second  group  organization, 
would  not  seriously  reduce  the  amounts  now  extended  to  the  latter 
schools.  Before  the  General  Assembly  meets  again,  however,  our 
school  officials  should  carefully  consider  the  question,  remembering 
that  these  third  group  schools  ought  to  l)e  staffed  exactly  as  is  the  case 
in  the  first  and  second  group  schools,  Avith  high  school  teachers  fully 
certificated  and  that  they  would  need,  as  well,  a  small  though  irreduci- 
hle  minimum,  of  lilirary  and  other  equipment. 

Teachers'  Certificates. 

Under  the  old  law  at  least  thirty  different  agencies  were  authorized 
to  issue  teachers'  certificates,  and  the  variety  of  certificates  and  the 
difficulty  experienced  in  locating  the  responsibility  for  them  proved 
very  confusing  to  school  officers,  to  say  the  least.  Most  of  the  teachers 
for  the  elementary  schools  were  examined  and  certificated  by  the 
county  superintendent.  Although  this  plan  permitted  great  variation 
in  standard,  the  procedure  served  as  a  fair  check  upon  the  employing 
agency,  as  long  as  the  district  Board  of  School  Trustees  initiated  the 
selection  of  the  principal  teachers.  AVhen  the  new  law  placed  the 
initiative  in  the  selection  of  teachers  with  the  county  superintendent, 
it  very  properly  made  the  certification  of  teachers  a  State  function. 
All  teachers'  certificates  are  now  issued  by  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  and  are  either  based  upon  the  successful  pursuit  of  pre- 
scribed courses  in  standard  institutions,  or  are  secured  by  passing  a 
uniform  State  examination,  the  questions  for  which  are  prepared  by 
the  State  Superintendent,  and  the  answer  papers  graded  in  his  office. 
It  is  believed  that  a  single  agency,  empowered  and  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  issuing  teachers'  certificates,  will  tend  to  bring  all 
teachers  up  to  a  common  minimum  standard,  and  help  to  protect  the 
service  from  personal  interest  in  the  selection  of  new  teachers. 
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The  new  law  also  provides  a  more  rational  classification  of  certifi- 
cates. Certificates  are  specialized,  —  that  is,  there  are  special  certifi- 
cates requiring  preparation  for  the  particular  kind  of  work  the  holder 
is  doing.  AVhereas,  any  kind  of  certificate  might  be  used  in  any  part 
of  the  system  under  the  old  law,  teachers  are  now  required  to  have 
special  training  for  special  work,  and  the  certificate  indicates  what  the 
holder  is  prepared  to  do. 

Elsewhere  in  this  report  will  be  found  a  more  detailed  description 
of  the  School  Survey  and  a  list  of  the  more  important  changes  made  by 
the  new  law.

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ACTIVITIES  OF  THE 

STATE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 


The  followiiia:  paragraphs,  based  on  the  proceedings  of  the  State 
J3oard  of  Education,  and  showing  the  more  essential  subjects  acted 
upon  at  the  several  meetings  during  the  year  ending  July  31,  1916, 
will  serve  to  give  some  notion  of  the  variety  and  educational  signifi- 
cance of  the  Board's  transactions. 

Normal  Schools. 

Students  who  shall  be  admitted  to  the  State  Normal  Schools  must 
possess  scholarship  equal  to  that  attained  by  completion  of  the  studies 
of  the  ninth-year  grade  of  the  public  school  curriculum.  In  assign- 
ment of  dormitory  rooms,  preference  will  be  given  applicants  who  are 
graduates  of  approved  high  schools  maintaining  a  four-year  course. 
Economy  and  efficiency  demand  that  students  graduate  in  two  years ; 
and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  limit  Normal 
School  scholarships,  in  a  few  years,  to  graduates  of  approved  high 
schools. 

Diplomas  from  standard  Normal  Schools  will  exempt  the  holders 
thereof,  as  teachers  in  elementaiy  schools,  from  further  examinations 
in  subject  matter.  By  a  ruling  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  they 
cannot  be  made  life  certificates,  since  the  new  law  no  longer  makes 
provision  for  such  certificates.  In  other  words,  even  Normal  School 
graduates  will  not  be  immune  from  those  auxiliary  agencies  which  are 
meant  for  professional  growth  and  betterment,  when  requested  by  the 
county  or  State  school  officials  to  avail  themselves  of  these  agencies. 

Owing  to  the  enormous  cost  of  lighting  the  Marjdand  State  Normal 
School  by  electricity,  it  was  determined  that  a  plant  be  installed  in 
connection  with  the  power  house  at  the  school.  The  cost  of  such  an 
electric  plant,  adequate  for  our  purposes,  will  not  exceed  $2000. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  the  appointment  of  a  Treasurer  of  the 
Maryland  State  Normal  School  funds  and  Superintendent  of  Build- 
ings, but  the  position  will  not  be  filled  until  a  new  Principal  shall  have 
been  selected. 

Plans  have  been  adopted  for  a  new  dormitory  building  to  cost 
$25,000  at  the  Frostburg  Normal. 
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For  the  Normal  and  Industrial   School    (for  colored  students) 
located  at  Bowie,  the  following  improvements  were  made : 

1.  A  new  lighting  system. 

2.  An  additional  water  supply. 

3.  Installation  of  bath  tubs,  toilets,  etc.,  in  boys'  dormitory. 

4.  Purchase  of  new  scientific  apparatus,  maps,  and  charts ;  and  . 

5.  Provision  of  rooms  for  sewing  and  study. 

A  new  system  of  keeping  accounts  has  been  adopted  at  this 
institution. 

Construction  of  Laws. 

Under  the  old  law  the  State  Board  of  Education  interpreted  the 
school  laws  and  conducted  hearings  on  controversies  involving  a 
proper  administration  of  the  school  law.  Under  the  new  law  the  State 
Superintendent  acts  for  the  State  Board  in  this  matter. 

In  an  appeal  from  the  principal  of  an  elementaiy  school  in  Prince 
George's  County,  it  was  decided  that  a  County  Board  of  Education  had 
no  right  to  reduce  the  salary  of  a  teacher  after  the  work  of  the  school 
year  had  begun.  When  such  action  is  contemplated,  it  must  be  an  act 
of  the  Board  before  the  end  of  the  scholastic  year,  and  the  person 
affected  must  be  given  notice. 

In  the  same  appeal,  the  State  Board  of  Education  ruled  that  a 
County  Board  of  Education,  through  its  Superintendent,  has  the 
right  to  place  an  assistant  teacher  in  charge  of  the  w^ork  of  any  grade 
which  it  deems  proper,  but  the  County  Board  ought  to  consult  the 
Principal  before  such  action  is  taken. 

Private  Academies  Which  Received  State  Aid  Prior  to 
June  1,  1916. 

]\Ir.  Daniel  Annan,  representing  Allegany  County  Academy,  asked 
the  Board  whether  some  plan  could  be  devised  to  repair  the  loss  of  the 
$800,  which  had  been  received  annually  from  the  State,  inasmuch  as 
the  pupils  of  the  Academy  lessened  to  that  extent  the  necessity  of 
providing  scliool  facilities  in  Cumberland  by  the  county  board  of 
education. 

It  was  tlecided  by  the  Board  that  only  in  cases  where  an  arrange- 
ment would  prove  economical,  could  a  county  board  of  education  pay 
the  salary  of  a  teacher  in  such  a  school ;  and  that  where  it  was  done, 
the  county  board  of  education  sliould  have  authority  to  supervise  work 
done  ])y  such  a  teacher  and  to  name  pupils  who  should  receive  free 
instruction  from  tliat  teacher  to  at  least  a  total  amount  of  tuition  equal 
to  the  payment  made  by  the  county  board.  It  was  the  judgment  of  the

qualifications  ruesckibei)  for  position  of  state 
high  school  supervisor. 

The  State  Supervisor  of  High  Schools  shall  be  an  experienced  and 
competent  educator;  he  shall  be  a  graduate  of  a  standard  college,  or 
the  equivalent;  he  shall  have  had,  in  addition,  two  years  of  special 
academic  and  professional  graduate  preparation  in  a  standard  univers- 
ity, approximately  two-thirds  of  which  was  in  the  study  of  high  school 
methods,  supervision,  and  administration,  and  one-third  in  advanced 
study  of  high  school  subjects;  or  who  shall  have  had  the  equivalent 
in  scholastic  and  professional  preparation.  He  shall  have  had  not  less 
than  seven  years'  experience  in  teaching  and  administration,  for  at 
least  three  of  which  he  shall  have  been  an  approved  teacher  of  at  least 
two  regular  academic  subjects  in  a  standard  high  school,  and  for  at 
least  two  years  of  which  he  shall  have  been  an  approved  principal  of 
a  standard  high  school. 

Principals  of  approved  high  schools  receive  a  minimum  salary  of 
.$1000  or  $1200,  according  as  the  school  may  be  a  first  or  second  group 
school.  These  salaries  automatically  increase  to  $1-300  and  $1500, 
respectively,  by  years  of  experience.  In  reply  to  an  inquirj'  whether 
such  a  person  could  devote,  for  profit,  his  time  and  energies  to  other 
lines  of  work,  it  was  decided  that  principals  of  approved  high  schools 
must  not  engage  in  other  gainful  occupations  during  the  months  the 
schools  are  open. 

It  was  the  decision  of  the  Board  in  answer  to  an  inquiry  made  by 
tlie  Board  of  Education  of  Washington  County,  that  graduates  of  ap- 
proved high  schools  could  not  be  excused  from  a  six  weeks'  summer 
school  course  or  its  equivalent  as  a  minimum  professional  prepara- 
tion, unless  such  students  had  completed  the  teacher-training  work 
Avhich  is  an  elective  high  school  course. 

The  plan  followed  in  awarding  the  Goucher  scholarships  to  ap- 
proved high  school  graduates  is  based  absolutely  on  exceUence  of 
scholarship. 

School  Policies. 

The  State  Superintendent  of  Education  was  directed  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  to  inquire  of  the  General  Education  Board 
whether  it  had  been  its  policy  to  pay  the  salary  of  a  State  Supervisor 
of  Colored  Schools  in  the  several  States  of  the  South,  and  whether  the 
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Oeiieral  Education  Board  would  include  Maryland  in  its  territory-  for 
providing  such  supervision.  As  a  result  of  this  discussion  an  agree- 
ment has  been  reached  wherebj"  the  State  Board  of  Education  of 
JMarjdand  is  to  name  a  white  supervisor  for  the  colored  schools  of  the 
State  and  the  General  Education  Board  is  to  pay  the  salary  and  travel- 
ing expenses  of  such  an  official. 

To  avail  itself  of  the  suggestions  of  the  State  Auditing  Depart- 
ment, the  accounts  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  will  be  audited  by 
the  State  Auditing  Department  instead  of  by  a  Committee  of  the 
Board  itself. 

The  Board  decided  to  ask  the  General  Assembly  not  to  take  from 
the  general  school  fund  an  appropriation  of  $4000  annually  for  the 
schools  of  Garrett  County,  as  had  been  done  for  twenty  years,  believ- 
ing that  such  special  school  appropriations  are  unfair  and  harmful  to 
the  best  interests  of  a  State  school  system. 

A  request  from  the  Education  Committee  of  the  State  Eederation 
of  Women's  Clubs  that  the  State  Board  of  Education  give  its  official 
endorsement  to  a  bulletin  on  school  community  associations  j^repared 
hy  the  Federation,  was  denied  on  the  ground  that  such  official  approval 
might  lead  to  confusion  and  embarrassment  should  any  disputes  arise 
between  such  agencies  and  the  several  legally  constituted  school 
organizations.  The  Board  offered  to  pay  the  cost  of  printing  the  bulle- 
tin, if  instructions  concerning  the  school  attendance  law  were  included. 

The  request  of  the  pastor  and  congregation  of  the  Methodist 
Church  at  Ocean  City,  for  the  use  of  the  auditorium  of  the  new  Ocean 
City  Education  Iniilding  for  Church  services,  was  refused  by  the  Board 
on  the  ground  that  there  Avere  several  church  buildings  in  the  town; 
and  with  no  assurance  as  to  how  long  a  time  the  requested  use  would 
extend,  it  was  deemed  unwise  to  grant  the  use  of  the  auditorium  for 
any  purposes  other  than  those  contemplated  when  the  Legislature 
granted  the  appropriation. 
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THE  SCHOOL  SURVEY  OF  1915. 


As  stated  in  the  foregoing,  two  things  niake  the  school  year  ejidiiig 
July  31,  ]9]6,  stand  out  from  those  that  have  gone  before.  These  are 
the  report  of  the  Survey  Commission,  and  the  revision  of  the  school 
laws. 

The  1935  report  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  contained 
the  following  brief  note  with  reference  to  the  School  Survey  which  was 
then  being  made : 

School  Survey  Commission. 

''Another  agency  the  work  of  which  during  the  year 
of  1915  should  bring  stimulation  and  sound  advice  is  the 
Maryland  School  Survey  Commission.  Dr.  Abraham 
Flexner,  the  educational  expert  of  the  General  Educa- 
tion Board,  and  his  assistant.  Dr.  Frank  P.  Bachman, 
have  made  rather  an  extensive  examination  of  school 
conditions  in  each  county  of  the  State,  and  the  skillful 
manner  in  which  they  did  their  work  has  impressed  both 
State  and  county  school  officials  that  they  are  indeed 
experts  in  measuring  school  efficiency  and  in  suggesting 
methods  and  means  which  will  best  attain  it.  The  report 
of  the  Commission  should  be  read  and  discussed  in  every 
school  community  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  membei*s  of 
the  Legislature  will  find  time  to  give  to  it  the  serious 
thought  it  merits." 

A  more  extended  review  of  the  Survey  Commission's  Report  is  now 
in  order.  After  a  thorough  study  for  a  year  and  a  half  in  which  first- 
hand information  was  collected,  tabulated,  and  analyzed,  the  Commis- 
sion issued  a  report  of  two  hundred  pages  entitled  "Public  Educa- 
tion in  Maryland,"  which  treated  every  feature  of  the  public  school 
system  in  detail  and  presented  recommendations  for  defects  and  weak- 
nesses found.  A  few  copies  are  still  available  at  the  office  of  the  Com- 
mission, Equitable  Building,  Baltimore,  and  at  the  office  of  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  The  report  was  printed  in  large  quantities 
and  widely  distributed,  and  the  General  Assembly  passed  a  bill  em- 
bodying its  recommendations,  which  was  signed  by  the  Governor.  April 
18,  1916. 

The  following  excerpts  from  the  preface,  which  outline  tlie  scope  of 
the  survey,  and  the  introduction  which  briefly  summarizes  the  findings, 
are  of  special  interest  and  deserve  the  permanent  form  which  a  full 
reprint  here  will  give  them.

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Preface. 

"The  Act  of  1914,  Chapter  844,  which  created  our 
commissiou,  contains  the  following  statement  of  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Legislature : 

"It  is  the  desire  of  the  General  Assembly  that  there 
be  made  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  public  school  sys- 
tem of  the  State  of  Maryland,  of  the  State-aided  ele- 
mentary and  secondary  schools  and  the  higher  educa- 
tional institutions  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  with  a  view 
to  correlating  and  co-ordinating  the  different  institutions 
wholly  or  partially  supported  by  State  appropriations. ' ' 

The  Act  also  set  forth  in  its  premises : 

"That  the  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  .  .  . 
call  to  its  assistance  any  expert  help  that  may  be  avail- 
able either  from  public  or  private  foundations. ' ' 

An  appropriation  of  $5,000  was  made  to  carr\'  out  the 
purposes  of  the  Legislature.  As  this  was  clearly  insuf- 
ficient to  conduct  so  extensive  a  survey  as  that  con- 
templated by  the  Act,  it  became  evident  that  the 
Legislature  intended  that  the  commission  should  secure 
the  services  of  one  of  the  great  foundations  now  conduct- 
ing educational  surveys  throughout  the  States.  After 
careful  consideration  the  commission  requested  the  Gen- 
eral Education  Board  to  undertake  the  survey.  The 
Board  consented  to  do  so,  generously  agreeing  at  the 
same  time  to  supplement  the  legislative  appropriation  to 
the  extent  of  .$7,500  or  such  part  thereof  as  might  be 
needed. 

The  Commission  stated  to  the  representatives  of  the 
General  Education  Board  that  it  was  the  Commission's 
opinion  that  the  State  of  Maryland  could  not  afford  at 
the  present  time  to  increase  its  appropriations  for  public 
schools.  The  Commission  therefore  asked  the  General 
Education  Board  not  to  draw  a  plan  for  an  ideal  school 
system  in  Maryland  which  would  be  beyond  the  State's 
resources,  but  rather  to  indicate  whether  or  not  the 
State  of  Maryland  was  getting  the  best  results  from  the 
money  now  expended,  and  if  not,  in  what  manner  the 
same  sum  could  be  expended  to  better  advantage. 

It  should  be  a  source  of  gratification  to  the  people  of 
the  State  that  the  representatives  of  the  Board  have  re- 
ported that  the  present  appropriation,  if  properly  sup- 
plemented by  the  counties,  and  wisely  and  correctly 
applied,  should  give  Marvland  an  excellent  public  school 
system. 

The  report  which  is  now  presented  embodies  a  survey 
of  the  elementary  and  secondary  schools  of  the  counties. 
It  does  not  deal  with  the  schools  of  Baltimore  City.  Nor 
does  it  cover  the  higher  educational  institutions  receiving 
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State  aid.  Tt  is  the  purpose  of  tlie  Commission,  if  con- 
tinued in  office  by  tlie  J.e^'islalun;,  to  conduct  a  survey 
of  these  institutions.  A  study  of  education  in  this  State 
would  not  h(!  comidete  without  such  a  survey.  The 
Act  of  11314  wisely  contemplated  "correlating  and  co- 
ordinating the  different  institutions  wiioUy  or  i)artially 
supported  by  State  appropriations." 

The  evident  object  is  to  provide  a  plan  whereunder  a 
student  will  be  able  to  pass  from  the  lowest  grade  of  pub- 
lic school,  to  and  througli  tlie  liighest  that  Stated-aided 
institutions  offer,  with  the  least  possible  delay  and  at  the 
least  possible  cost  to  the  State.  The  object  has  our  en- 
tire approval. 

The  present  report  of  the  General  Education  Board 
has  the  unqualified  endorsement  of  the  Commission.  It 
is  the  work  of  Mr.  Abraham  Flexner  and  Dr.  Frank  P. 
Bachman,  assisted  in  special  lines  by  Mr.  Jackson  Davis 
and  Mv.  W.  AV.  Theisen.  ]\Ir.  Flexner,  now  one  of  the 
secretaries  of  the  General  Education  Board,  was  formerly 
connected  Avith  the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Teaching ;  he  is  the  author  of  The  Ameri- 
can College,  ]\Iedical  Education  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  Medical  Education  in  Europe,  and  numerous 
papers  dealing  witli  educational  subjects.  Dr.  Bachman 
has  served  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  schools  of 
Cleveland,  and  was  a  member  of  the  staff  of  experts,  who, 
headed  by  Professor  Hanus,  conducted  the  survey  of  the 
schools  of  New  York  City.  He  has  also  taken  an  im- 
portant part  in  similar  investigations  elsewhere.  He 
has  published  books  entitled,  "Problems  in  Elementary 
School  Administration,"  and  "Principles  of  Elementary 
Education;"  his  contributions  to  the  New  York  school 
survey  deal  with  the  elementary  schools  and  the  school 
budget.  Mr.  Davis,  formerly  State  Supervisor  of  Negro 
Rural  Schools  of  Virginia,  is  now  the  Field  Agent  of  the 
General  Education  Board  in  charge  of  its  work  in  Negro 
Education.  i\Ir.  Theisen  is  an  experienced  teacher,  now 
working  in  the  field  of  educational  statistics.  Dr.  Bach- 
man was  in  local  charge  of  the  Maryland  Survey  and 
himself  visited  every  county  in  the  State. 

In  the  course  of  the  survey  Dr.  Bachman  visited  over 
16  per  cent  of  the  white  teachers  and  10  per  cent  of 
the  colored  teachers  of  the  State.  Schools  were  visited 
at  random,  and  for  this  reason  those  visited  were  prob- 
ably typical  of  existing  conditions.  Dr.  Bachman  had 
the  full  co-operation  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  of 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Education,  and  of  the  school 
authorities  throughout  the  State. 

The  Federal  Census  of  1910  ranks  Maryland  among 
the  States  of  the  Union  as  thirty-first  in  point  of 
illiteracy.    If  full  allowance  is  made  for  the  18  per  cent 
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Negro  population  of  the  State,  the  results  are  still  very 
discouraging. 

It  is  a  source  of  congratulation  that  the  remedy  is 
demonstrably  clear  and  comparatively  simple.  The 
needed  corrections  in  the  school  machinery  are  pointed 
out  in  the  report.  These  can  be  promptly  made.  The 
necessary  legislation  to  this  end  is  embraced  in  proposed 
bills  which  will  be  presented  to  the  Legislature. 

Good  schools  cannot  be  made  or  sustained  upon  any 
other  basis  than  intelligence  and  common  sense.  Politi- 
cal conditions  and  questions  vary  in  the  counties;  the 
needs  of  the  schools  are  almost  identical.  They  should 
have  no  relation  whatsoever  to  the  political  problems  of 
a  county. 

We  venture  to  say  that  this  is  the  view  of  all  right- 
thinking  politicians.  We  do  not  believe  that  it  is  their 
aim  or  desire  to  mix  politics  with  education.  It  so  hap- 
pens, however,  that  our  school  laws  recognize  the  ex- 
istence of  political  parties  and  have  been  framed  to 
invite  political  activity. 

The  opportunity  has  come  to  remodel  our  pul^lic 
school  laws.  We  have  the  facts  before  us  together  with 
the  best  expert  advice.  If  this  advice  is  followed,  the 
State  of  Maryland  should  very  soon  be  able  to  wipe  out 
the  blot  of  illiteracy  and  greatly  to  improve  the  type  of 
education  provided  for  the  children  of  the  State.  In 
other  States  the  problem  of  reorganizing  an  educational 
system  is  very  complex  and  very  difficult.  It  is  com- 
paratively simple  in  our  State.  The  Commission  re- 
spectfully submits  herewith  to  the  Legislature  copies  of 
proposed  bills  drafted  in  line  with  its  recommendations. 
We  most  earnestlv  urge  their  passage  by  the  Legislature 
of  1916.

Introduction. 

"The  people  of  Maryland  will  find  some  grounds  for 
gratification  as  they  read  this  volume.  Public  education 
in  Maryland  is  on  the  whole  soundly  organized;  at  the 
head  stands  the  State  Board  of  Education,  acting  through 
the  State  Superintendent  upon  the  local  unit,  Avhich  is  — 
as  it  should  be  —  the  county,  not  the  district  or  the  town- 
ship as  is  the  ease  in  less  well-organized  States.  American 
experience  stamps  this  type  of  State  educational  organi- 
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/atioti  as  the  best  that  can  he  devised,  for  it  allows  at 
one  and  the  same  time  for  local  initiative  aiid  for  eentral 
direction,  hotii  of  which  are  indisj)ensahle.  h'lirther,  the 
State  deals  ^eaierously  with  its  puhlit-  schools  in  the  mat- 
ter of  money.  Some  of  the  counties,  as  we  shall  learn, 
do  less  than  their  duty  in  this  matter,  hut  the  State  has 
been  liberal  —  too  liberal,  indeed,  with  such  counties  as 
have  failed  to  help  themselves.  We  do  not  i>ropose, 
therefore,  any  fundamental  changes  in  the  gejieral  struc- 
ture of  the  public  scliool  system  of  Maryland  nor  do  we 
suggest  that  the  State  increase  at  all  its  approjjriations 
to  the  schools. 

So  far  the  ])eople  of  Maryland  have,  as  we  have  said, 
]"eason  to  be  satisfied.  But  there  are  other  aspects  which 
will  cause  grave  concern.  A  system  of  public  education, 
in  the  main  soundly  conceived,  yields  on  the  whole  ex- 
tremely unsatisfactory  results.  A  few  counties  possess 
good  and  steadily  im])roving  schools;  a  good  school  may 
be  found  here  and  there  in  other  counties.  But  the  large 
majority  of  the  schools  are  poor;  teachers  are.  for  the 
most  part,  poorly  trained :  instruction  is  ineffective  and 
obsolete ;  children  attend  school  witii  disastrous  irregu- 
larity; school  buildings  are  far  too  often  in  unsatisfac- 
tory condition,  school  grounds  frequently  neglected  and 
untidy. 

How^  can  a  fundamentally  sound  system  produce  such 
results? 

There  are,  indeed,  a  good  many  reasons.  The  State 
])Ossess  a  sound  oi'ganization  in  skeleton  or  outline  only. 
Neither  the  State  Department  of  Education  nor  the 
ofifice  of  the  County  Superintendent  is  so  manned  and 
equipped  that  they  are  really  effective  for  the  purposes 
for  which  they  exist.  The  State  Superintendent  is 
charged  with  many  important  duties,  but  he  has  only  a 
single  assistant  to  help  him  in  discharging  them.  The 
County  Superintendency  is  in  even  more  unsatisfactory 
condition.  In  the  first  place,  the  law  does  not  even  re- 
quire the  County  Superintendent  to  be  a  trained  or  ex- 
perienced school  man ;  in  the  second  place,  adequate  pro- 
vision for  skilled  assistance  exists  in  only  one  or  two 
counties.  In  most  counties,  therefore,  an  untrained 
official  without  expert  aid  certificates  teachers,  arranges 
courses  of  study,  supervises  instruction,  and  examines 
for  promotion  pupils  who  attend  school  regularly  or  not, 
as  they  or  their  parents  please. 

Finall}',  the  State's  large  school  fund  is  not  distrib- 
uted so  as  to  accomplish  the  greatest  possible  good.  For 
it  is  distributed  almost  unconditionally.  The  counties 
get  their  quota  whether  they  do  their  educational  duty 
or  not,  with  the  result  that  the  backward  counties  some- 
times do  much  less  than  they  ought  and  some  well-to-do 
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counties  do  much  less  than  they  should.  The  State  fund 
thus  becomes  a  source  of  positive  demoralization.  It 
can  be  converted  into  a  real  help  and  stimulus  only  if 
payment  by  the  State  is  conditioned  upon  the  perform- 
ance of  local  duty. 

In  view  of  these  conditions  it  is  easy  enough  to  under- 
stand why  a  fundamentally  correct  type  of  organization 
produces  unsatisfactoiy  educational  results  in  Mary- 
land. But,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  State  does  not  even 
fare  as  well  with  its  present  organization  as  it  might : 
why  not  ? 

A  few  words  suffice  to  explain.  Public  education  in 
^Maryland  is  "in  politics."  Politics  are  apt  to  prevent 
the  State  Board  from  acting  with  vigor;  to  determine 
the  composition  of  the  county  boards:  to  affect  the 
choice  of  the  county  superintendents;  even  to  enter 
into  the  selection  of  the  one-room  rural  school  teacher. 
Of  course,  there  are  exceptions.  Some  of  the  county 
boards  are  excellent ;  some  schools  are  entirely  free  from 
political  taint.  But,  in  general,  political  and  personal 
considerations  impair  the  vigor,  independence,  thorough- 
ness, and  efficiency  of  the  school  system.  The  public 
does  not  begin  to  realize  the  sei'iousness  of  the  political 
infection  or  the  damage  it  does. 

The  following  chapters  discuss  in  detail  the  situation 
which  has  thus  been  briefly  summarized.  It  is  hoped 
that  legislation  supplementing  and  improving  the  pres- 
ent State  system  may  result.  But  even  should  this  be  the 
case,  public  education  will  continue  to  disappoint,  unless 
higher  ideals  result  in  completely  divorcing  education 
from  politics." 

The  complete  report  included  twelve  chapters,  as  follows :  ]\Iary- 
land  and  Its  Schools  (5  pages)  ;  The  State  Board  of  Education  (14 
pages)  ;  The  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Education  (8  pages)  ; 
The  County  School  Authorities  (12  pages)  ;  The  County  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools  (15  pages)  ;  The  Teachers  (23  pages)  ;  Enrollment  and 
Attendance  (23  pages)  :  Instruction  (22  pages)  ;  Finance  (30  pages)  ; 
Improvements  in  the  State  Organization  (8  pages)  ;  Improvements  m 
the  County  Organization  (8  pages)  ;  Financial  Readjustments  (6 
pages). 

A  brief  description  cannot  give  an  idea  of  the  thoroughness  and 
unprejudiced  ^nd  impersonal  candor  of  the  report.  By  acting  upon 
the  findings  and  recommendations,  and  passing  the  bill  drafted  by  the 
Commission,  embodying  the  recommendations,  the  General  Assembly 
met  its  responsibility  to  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  State  and  brought 
Maryland  and  the  Maryland  school  system  to  the  favorable  attention 
of  the  school  men  and  women  of  the  whole  coimtrv. 
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The  following  excerpt  I'roin  an  article  in  School  (nid  Society,  Feb. 
1,  19J6,  by  Win.  C.  Coleman,  Secretary  to  tbe  Survey  Commission, 
describes  the  methods  used  by  those  making  the  study : 

"The  General  Education  Board  at  on(;e  sent  its  repre- 
sentatives into  the  State.  They  went  into  ever>'  county, 
visiting  the  public  schools,  and  making  a  close  study  of 
conditions.  They  went  without  an\'  preconceived  plan  of' 
reform  to  which  facts  had  to  adjust  themselves.  They 
went  with  an  open  mind,  and  the  .study  was  made  with 
the  best  of  spirit  and  with  a  good  humor  which  invited 
and  obtainecl  a  spirit  of  co-operation.  This  was  a  very 
strong  factor  in  the  ultimate  result.  The  State  Super- 
intendent and  all  of  his  associates,  the  county  superin- 
tendents, teachers  and  all  connected  with  the  schools 
were  very  frank  and  open  in  their  dealings  with  the 
representatives  of  the  General  Education  Board,  who  in 

turn,  gave  thera  their  confidence  and  advice 

The  Survey  Commission  wants  to  empha.size  the  fact  that 
the  General  Education  Board  came  into  the  State  on  its 
invitation  as  helpers,  and  that  it  was  the  good  temper 
and  fairness  displayed  in  conducting  the  survey  as  well 
as  in  phrasing  the  report,  which  gained  the  confidence 
an(i  co-operation  of  the  people  of  our  State.  Nor  was  this 
due  to  any  lack  of  vigor  in  presenting  tlie  point  of  view 
of  those  conducting  the  survey.  It  was  the  result  simply 
of  fair-mindedness  and  willingness  to  listen  to  every  side 
of  the  numerous  questions  raised,  and  to  give  full  weight 
to  local  considerations. ' ' 
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COMMENT  ON  THE  SURVEY  AND  NEW  LAW. 

The  school  survey  and  the  new  law  have  been  widely  and  favorably 
discussed  outside  the  State.  The  quotation  below  from  the  Journal  of 
Education,  Boston,  August  31,  1916,  is  a  fair  sample: 

The  New  Maryland. 

"Maryland  has  made  the  longest  leap  ahead  in  educa- 
tional legislation  that  any  State  has  ever  made  in  one 
year.  It  is  such  an  extensive  and  intensive  reform  that 
we  catch  our  breath  for  fear  that  in  practice  it  will  be  a 
niglitmare  rather  than  a  vision.  If  I\Iaryland  will  accept 
it,  will  live  up  to  it,  she  will  soon  lead  the  Union 
educationally. 

The  Governor  is  to  appoint  all  County  Boards  of  Edu- 
cation without  regard  to  party  polities  and  without  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 

The  State  is  to  pay  one-half  of  the  salaries  of  county 
superintendents  and  all  other  county  school  officers, 
supervisors,  and  special  teachers. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  must  approve  of 
all  county  superintendents,  school  supervisors,  truant 
officers  and  teachers  of  special  subjects. 

The  minimum  salary  of  the  county  superintendent  is 
$1,800.    There  is  to  be  State  certification  of  teachers. 

There  is  a  minimum  school  year  of  nine  months  for 
white  children  and  of  seven  for  colored  children.  There 
is  to  be  compulsory  school  attendance  of  all  children, 
seven  to  thirteen,  during  the  entire  school  year.  The 
State  Superintendent  must  approve  the  plans  of  all 
school  buildings  and  of  all  repairs  costing  more  than 
$300. 

All  teachers  will  be  appointed  by  the  County  Super- 
intendent and  approved  by  the  County  Board  of 
Education. 

There  must  be  a  primary  supervisor  for  each  counts- 
having  more  than  100  teachers  and  a  stenographer  for 
each  county  superintendent. 

These  are  merely  the  high  spots  in  the  law  that  makes 
a  new  Maryland  educationally. ' ' 

The  State  Superintendent  has  received  many  strong  commenda- 
tions of  the  new  law  from  school  men  outside  the  State.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  know  that  our  school  system  is  being  studied  and  our  educational 
progress  carefully  watched. 
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The  letter  reproduced  below  came  in  the  day's  mail  as  this  eopy  is 
sent  to  press.

The  1916  Report  of  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education 
has  a  chapter  on  school  surveys,  prepared  by  Dr.  Edward  F.  Buchner, 
which  discusses  the  Maryland  survey  as  the  leading-  study  of  the  year. 
He  says : 

"Public  Education  in  Maryland,  A  Report  to  the 
Maryland  Educational  Survey  Commission."  by  Abra- 
ham Flexner  and  Frank  P.  Bachman  ( 176  pp. ;  second 
and  later  editions,  230  pp.),  on  l)ehalf  of  the  General 
Education  Board,  presented  to  Gov.  P.  L.  GoldsI)orough, 
December  20,  1915,  makes  distinctive  contributions  to  the 
aim,  method,  and  results  of  State-wide  studies  of  edu- 
cational systems.  The  work  was  undertaken  \n  compli- 
ance with  legislative  action  in  1914,  under  the  directive 
form  of  a  commission  of  three  citizens.  The  field  of  the 
investigation  included  the  elementary  and  the  high 
schools  of  all  the  counties,  and  omitted  Baltimore  City. 
The  original  scope  contemplated  also  a  study  of  the 
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higher  educational  institutions  receiving  State  aid.  The 
method  of  investigation,  differing  from  previous  State 
studies,  involved  chiefly  the  field  labor  of  one  sui-veyor 
who  visited  every  county  during  nearly  five  months, 
selecting  schools  at  random.  It  is  significant  that  this 
study  did  not  make  use  of  the  widely  recognized  tests 
and  scales  which  have  been  employed  in  preceding  sur- 
veys. The  scope  of  the  study  included  the  social  and 
economic  situation  of  the  State,  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation and  State  Superintendent,  the  county  school 
board  and  county  superintendent,  teachers,  enrollment 
and  attendance,  instruction,  and  finance.  It  was  found 
that  "public  education  in  Maryland  is,  on  the  whole, 
soundly  organized"  and  that  "the  State  deals  generously 
with  its  public  schools  in  the  matter  of  money. ' '  It  was 
also  found,  however,  that  many  defects  characterized  the 
system.  "The  large  majority  of  schools  are  poor; 
teachers  are,  for  the  most  part,  poorly  trained ;  instruc- 
tion is  ineffective  and  obsolete;  children  attend  school 
with  disastrous  irregularity ;  school  buildings  are  far  too 
often  in  unsatisfactory  condition,  school  grounds 
neglected  and  untidy."  Special  recommendations,  de- 
signed to  correct  the  system,  and  in  the  future  eliminate 
the  defects  discovered,  were  accordingly  made.  These 
involved  improvements  in  the  State  organization,  in  the 
county  organization,  and  in  financial  readjustments. 

The  presentation  of  the  report  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Maryland  was  accompanied  by  a  group  of  bills 
exhaustively  revising  the  education  system  of  the  State. 
The  bills  were  enacted  into  law  and  became  effective  June 
1,  1916.  Among  the  main  features  of  the  resultant  legis- 
lation it  is  noteworthy  that  the  general  structure  of  the 
public-school  system  of  the  State,  involving  the  State, 
county,  and  district  boards,  remains  practically  as  be- 
fore. The  State  is  not  called  upon  to  provide  for  in- 
creased appropriations.  No  officer,  teacher,  or  employee 
was  legislated  out  of  office  or  otherwise  affected  so  far 
as  limitation  of  tenure,  decrease  of  salary,  or  eligibility 
for  reappointment  is  concerned.  The  legislation,  how- 
ever, seeks  to  make  the  State  board,  by  certain  readjust- 
ments, more  effective,  gives  to  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Schools  greater  authority  and  responsibility,  including 
the  full  responsibility  over  all  professional  matters  per- 
taining to  the  system.  Likewise,  county  boards  will  be 
more  effective  and  a  professional  status  given  to  the 
county  superintendent.  The  staffing  of  the  system  in- 
cludes adequate  assistance  in  both  State  and  county 
departments.  The  financial  readjustment  includes  a  con- 
solidation of  all  State  school  funds  and  a  distribution  of 
public  moneys  after  the  deduction  of  the  fixed  charges 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  general  system.    The  appor- 
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tionni(;iit  of  the  I'unds  to  tlie  counties  will  be  as  follows: 
Two-tlnrds,  according  to  the  total  number  ol;  school 
children  in  the  county  between  the  ages  of  (i  and  14 
years,  and  one-third,  according  to  the  aggregatii  days  of 
school  attendance.  State  aid  to  the  counties  is  made  con- 
ditional upon  the  local  levy  during  a  current  year  of  .'54 
cents  for  every  $100  of  assessable  property.  The  counties 
at  present  below  this  minimum  are  requii-ed  to  increase 
school  levies  at  the  ivite  of  2  cents  a  year  until  the 
minimum  of  ;}4  cents  is  attained.  The  approval  of  the 
eouuty  connnissiojiers  must  be  secured  for  any  levy  over 
40  cents  for  school  purposes. 

The  most  gratifying  feature  of  the  legislation  conse- 
quent upon  the  survey  is  the  compulsory  school  attend- 
ance provisions  that  are  to  go  into  effect.  Earnest  efforts 
had.  l)een  made  in  the  State  since  1902  to  secure  reason- 
able legislation  on  compulsory  school  attendance,  but 
without  success.  The  present  requirement  provides  as 
follows:  Cliildren  7  years  of  age  and  under  1:3  are  to  be 
in  school  the  entire  time  the  schools  are  in  session  unless 
excused  by  proper  authority  for  reasonable  and  legal  rea- 
sons; children  18  and  14  years  of  age  are  to  attend  at 
least  100  days  during  each  school  year,  and  children  15 
and  16  years  of  age,  unless  they  have  completed  the  ele- 
mentary school  course,  are  to  be  in  school  100  days  each 
school  year. 

The  legislation  in  which  the  Maryland  survey  cul- 
minated is  striking.  By  one  bound  the  State  has  leaped 
into  a  truly  professional  status  in  matters  relating  to 
public  education.  A  legislative  welcome  was  extended  to 
the  unanimous  desire  of  the  school  forces,  and  the  sys- 
tem is  to  receive  at  once  the  full  benefit  of  the  educa- 
tional progress  made  in  other  States  during  a  long  period 
of  vears  and  after  numerous  efforts. ' '

NOTEWORTHY  CHANGES  IN  THE  NEW  LAW. 

State  Board  of  Education, 

The  ]nembers  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  are  appointed  by 
the  Governor  who  no  longer  shares  this  responsibility  with  the  Senate. 
There  are  no  restrictions  on  the  selection  except  that  no  member  shall 
be  appointed  who  is  in  any  way  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Board. 

"The  State  Board  of  Education  shall  be  composed  of 
seven  members,  who  shall  be  appointed  from  the  citizens 
of  the  State  by  the  Governor  for  a  term  of  seven  years, 
from  the  first  Monday  in  May  next  succeeding  their  ap- 
pointment, and  they  shall  hold  office  until  their  succes- 
sors qualify.  *  *  *  The  members  of  the  Board  shall 
be  appointed  solely  because  of  their  character  and  fitness, 
but  no  person  shall  be  appointed  to  the  Board  who  is  in 
any  way  subject  to  its  authority,  and  the  Governor  and 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  not  be  mem- 
bers of  this  board  after  the  first  Monday  of  May,  1918. 

*  *  *-  j\^jiy  member  of  the  Board  shall  be  eligible  for 
reappointment  unless  otherwise  disqualified  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section." 

The  function  of  the  State  Board  is  made  legislative.  It  ceases  to 
have  administrative  or  judicial  powers.  The  administration  of  its 
policies  are  left  to  its  executive  officers.  Its  duties  are  more  specifically 
defined.    Among  the  provisions  are : 

"The  State  Board  of  Education  shall,  to  the  best  of 
their  ability,  cause  the  provisions  of  this  article  to  be  car- 
ried into  effect.  They  shall  determine  the  educational 
policies  of  the  State;  they  shall  enact  by-laws  for  the 
administration  of  the  public  school  system.  *      *    * 

The  State  Board  of  Education  shall  exercise,  through 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  his  professional 
assistants,  general  control  and  supervision  over  the  pub- 
lic schools  and  educational  interests  of  the  State ;    *    *  * 

The  State  Board  of  Education  shall  prescribe  with 
and  on  the  advice  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  hygienic,  sanitary  and  pro- 
tective construction  of  school  buildings  and  outhouses. 

#  *     * 

The  State  Board  of  Education  shall  prescribe,  with 
and  on  the  advice  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
rules  and  regulations  for  grading  and  standardizing  all 
public  schools.     *     *     * 
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The  Stato  Board  of  Edufation  sliall  prescribe,  with 
and  on  the  advice  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
courses  of  study  for  the  public  elementary  schools,  the 
public  high  schools,  and  the  State  nonnal  schools.  •   *   * 

The  State  Board  of  Education  shall  prescribe,  with 
and  on  the  advice  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
rules  and  regulations,  also  the  subjects  and  the  stand- 
ards, subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  53,  54  and  55 
of  this  Article,  for  the  certification  of  all  the  teachers  of 
the  State.     *     *     * 

The  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  and 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  be  the  triLStees 
of  the  State  normal  schools,  and  shall  have  power  to 
maintain  and  shall  exercise  general  control  over  these 
schools. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  shall  prescribe,  with 
and  on  the  advice  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
the  rules  and  regulations  for  taking  a  biennial  school 
census.    *     *     * 

The  State  Board  of  Education  shall  prescribe,  with 
and  on  the  advice  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
a  uniform  series  of  forms  or  blanks  for  the  use  of  county 
board  of  education,  school  officials,  and  teachers." 

State  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  selected  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education.  He  is  the  executive  officer  of  the  Board  and  is  given 
increased  responsibilities.  High  qualifications  are  prescribed  for  the 
position. 

"The  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  a  teiin  of 
four  years  and  said  Board  shall  fix  his  salary  and  pay 
same  from  the  appropriation  for  the  expenses  and  main- 
tenance of  the  State  Department  of  Education.  He  shall 
be  an  experienced  and  competent  educator ;  he  shall  be  a 
graduate  of  a  standard  college,  or  the  equivalent,  have 
had  not  less  than  two  years  of  special  academic  and  pro- 
fessional graduate  preparation  in  a  standard  univei'sity. 
or  the  equivalent,  and  not  less  than  seven  yeare'  experi- 
ence in  teaching  and  administration." 

The  State  Superintendent  is  made  the  executive  officer  of  the 
Board  and  his  relation  to  the  Board  more  clearly  defined. 

"The  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  execute 
the  educational  policies  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
He  shall  call  and  conduct  conferences  of  county  school 
boards,  district  school  trustees,  county  superintendents, 
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supervisors,  attendance  officers  and  teachers,  on  matters 
related  to  the  condition,  needs  and  improvement  of  the 
schools.     *     *     * 

The  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  enforce  all 
the  provisions  of  this  Article  and  of  the  enacted  and  pub- 
lished by-laws  of  the  State  Board  of  Education.    *    *    * 

The  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall,  subject  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, pass  upon  all  proposals  for  the  purchase  of  grounds, 
school  sites  or  buildings,  for  the  sale  of  the  same,  and  also 
upon  all  plans  and  specifications  for  the  remodeling  of 
old  school  buildings  or  the  construction  of  new  school 
buildings  costing  three  hundred  dollars.     *     *     * 

The  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  explain  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  school  laws  and  of  the 
enacted  and  published  b.y-laws  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  He  shall  decide,  without  expense  to  the  par- 
ties concerned,  all  controversies  and  disputes,  involving 

the  proper  administration  of  the  public  school  system. 

*  *     * 

The  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  certificate, 
subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education  and  the  provisions  of  Sections  53,  54  and 
55  of  this  Article,  all  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
State.     *     *     * 

The  State  Superintendent  of  Schools,  acting  under 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, shall  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
State  Department  of  Education,  and  shall  have  general 
supervision  of  all  the  professional  and  clerical  assistants 
of  the  Department." 

State  Superintendent  of  Education. 

The  State  Superintendent  is  given  a  more  adequate  staff  of  assist- 
ance to  take  care  of  the  increased  burdens  thrown,  on  his  office.  In 
addition  to  an  assistant  superintendent,  the  law  provides  for  a  super- 
visor of  liigh  schools,  a  supervisor  of  rural  schools,  a  white  supervisor 
of  colored  schools,  and  sueli  other  clerical  and  professional  assistants 
as  the  Board  may  authorize  within  the  limits  of  the  appi'opriation  for 
the  State  Hepartment  of  Education. 

"The  State  Department  of  Education  shall  hereafter 

be  provided  with  the  following  professional  assistants : 

*  *     * 

(1)  An  assistant  State  superintendent  of  schools, 
who  shall  represent  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools 
in  his  absence ;  shall  have  charge  of  the  office  of  the  De- 
partment, the  correspondence,  publications,  recorcis,  re- 
ports, and  educational  and  financial  statistics ;  shall  audit

the  accounts  of  the  county  IkkihIs  of  education,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  l»e  assifjned  to  him  by 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

(2)  A  supervisoi-  of  hi<;h  schools,  who  shall  have 
supervision  of  State-aided  hif^li  schools,  shall  aid  the  in- 
structors ill  all  other  sciiools  above  the  seventh  grade,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to 
him  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

(3)  A  supervisor  of  rural  schools,  who  shall  devote 
his  energies  to  helping  teachers,  su})erintendents  and  in- 
terested citizens  to  formulate  a  program  of  rural  educa- 
tion adapted  to  the  specific  and  general  needs  of  the 
State,  and  who  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  assigned  to  him  by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

(4)  A  white  supervisor  of  colored  schools,  who  shall 
have  supervision  of  all  colored  schools,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

(5)  And  such  other  clerical  and  professional  assist- 
ants and  agents  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation  for 
the  State  Department  of  Education." 

County  Boards  op  Educatiox. 

Members  of  county  boards  of  education  are  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor in  the  same  manner  as  are  the  members  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education. 

"■'County  boards  of  education  shall  be  composed  in  the 
counties  of  Baltimore.  Carroll,  Frederick,  Dorchester, 
Washington  and  ^Montgomery  of  six  members,  and  in 
each  of  the  other  counties  of  three  members,  who  shall  be 
appointed  from  the  citizens  of  the  county  l)y  the  Gover- 
nor for  a  term  of  six  years  from  the  first  Monday  of  ]\Iay 
next  succeeding  their  appointment,  and  they  shall  hold 
office  mitil  their  successors  qualify.  *  *  *  The  mem- 
bers of  the  boards  shall  be  appointed  solely  because  of 
their  character  and  fitness,  but  no  person  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  a  board  who  is  in  any  way  subject  to  its  au- 
thority. *  *  *  Any  member  of  a  county  board  shall 
be  eligible  for  reappointment,  unless  otherwise  disquali- 
fied by  the  provisions  of  this  section." 

There  was  no  change  in  the  manner  of  selecting  the  members  of 
the  local  district  boards  of  school  trustees  and  no  change  in  their 
duties  except  that  the  authority  to  initiate  the  selection  of  the  princi- 
pal teacher  was  transferred  to  the  county  superintendent,  who  must 
be  a  professionally  trained  school  man.  The  district  board  of  school 
trustees  remain  the  local  representatives  of  the  county  Iward.  and

have  the  custody  of  the  school  property,  and  may  file  charges  for  the 
removal  of  the  school  principal,  Imt  the  district  board  is  no  longer 
held  responsible  for  selecting  new  school  principals  or  teachers. 

The  relation  of  the  county  board  of  education  to  the  schools  of  the 
county  is  very  similar  to  the  relation  of  the  State  Board  to  the  State 
system.  The  duties  of  the  county  board  are  made  more  purely  legisla- 
tive, with  the  details  of  school  administration  left  to  its  employed 
executive  officers. 

' '  The  county  ])oard  of  education  shall  to  the  best  of  its 
ability  cause  the  provisions  of  this  Article,  the  by-laws, 
and  the  policies  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  be 
carried  into  effect.  Subject  to  this  Article,  and  to  the  by- 
laws, and  the  policies  of  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
the  county  board  of  Education  shall  determine,  with  and 
on  the  advice  of  the  county  superintendent,  the  educa- 
tional policies  of  the  county  and  shall  prescribe  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  conduct  and  management  of  the 
schools. 

The  county  lioard  of  education  shall  exercise,  through 
its  executive  officers,  the  county  superintendent,  and  his 
professional  assistants,  control  and  supervision  over  the 
public  school  system  of  the  county.     *     *     * 

The  county  board  of  education,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Article,  and  the  by-laws  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  shall,  on  the  written  recommenda- 
tion of  the  county  superintendent,  grade  and  standardize 
all  the  schools  under  their  jurisdiction. 

The  county  board  of  education  shall  appoint,  on  the 
written  recommendation  of  the  county  superintendent, 
all  principals  and  assistant  teachers,  and  fix  tlieir  sala- 
ries.    *     *     - 

The  county  board  of  education,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Article,  the  by-laws,  courses  of  study  and 
policies  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  shall  prescribe, 
on  the  written  recommendation  of  tlie  county  superin- 
tendent, courses  of  study  for  the  schools  under  their 
jurisdiction.     *     *     * 

The  county  ])oard  of  education  shall,  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, cause  to  be  taken,  under  the  direction  of  the  county 
superintendent,  a  l)iennial  school  census  of  the  children 
of  the  county.     *     *     '•* 

The  county  board  of  education,  each  year.  ])eginning 
with  the  year  1916.  shall  prepare,  subject  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  tlie  State  Board  of  Education  and  on 
and  with  the  advice  of  the  county  superintendent,  an 
itemized  and  detailed  school  budget,  sliowing  the  amount 
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of  money  )ieed<*(l  for  ixM-inaiioiit  iniproveineiits  and  re- 
pail's,  and  for  cui'rcnt  repairs,  furniture  for  old  build- 
ings, maintenance  and  support  of  the  sciiools  durinjjj  tlie 
succeeding  school  year,  also  the  estimated  total  amount 
that  will  be  received  from  the  State,  which  shall  be  used 
for  paying  teachers'  salaries  and  purchasing  text-books, 
materials  of  instruction  and  school  supplies;  and  finally 
the  amount  tliat  will  be  needed  to  be  raised  by  local  taxa- 
tion. This  annual  school  budget  shall  be  submitted  in 
writing,  not  less  than  twenty  days  before  the  usual  date 
for  levying  county  taxes,  to  the  board  of  county 
commissioners. ' ' 

Each  county  boai'd  of  education  must  provide  for  at  least  an  an- 
nual audit,  by  approved  accountants,  of  its  business  and  financial 
transtictions. 

"Each  county  board  of  education  shall  hereafter  pro- 
vide for  at  least  an  annual  audit  of  its  business  and 
financial  transactions  and  of  the  accounts  of  its  treasurer 
by  an  accountant  or  accountants,  approved  by  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  the  results  of  this  audit 
shall  be  made  public  by  the  county  board  of  education." 

Teachers,  text-books,  and  teaching  appliances  are  selected  by  the 
county  board  of  education  on  the  recommendation  of  the  county 
superintendent.  The  State  appropriation  for  text-books  was  increased 
and  made  to  include  any  materials  used  in  instruction. 

' '  The  comity  board  of  education  shall  appoint,  on  the 
written  recommendation  of  the  county  superintendent, 
all  principals  and  assistant  teachei-s.  and  fix  their  sala- 
ries.    *     *     * 

The  county  board  of  education  shall  purchase  and  dis- 
tribute, on  the  written  recommendation  of  the  county 
superintendent,  text-books,  supplementary  readei*s,  ma- 
terials of  instruction,  stationery  and  school  supplies, 
school  furniture,  equipment  and  apparatus  needed  by 
the  schools  under  their  jurisdiction. 

***** 

The  Board  of  Public  School  Commissionei's  of  Balti- 
more City  and  each  county  board  of  education  shall 
adopt  and  purchase,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ar- 
ticle, text-books,  supplementary  readers,  materials  of  in- 
struction, stationery  and  school  supplies  for  use  in  the 
public  schools  of  said  city  and  of  the  several  counties  of 
the  State.  When  so  purchased,  the  necessary  text-books, 
supplementary  readers,  materials  of  instruction,  station- 
ery and  school  supplies  shall  be  furnished  free  of  cost  for 
use  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State. ' ' 
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County  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  county  superintendent  is  made  a  professional  officer  and  re- 
quii-ed  to  devote  his  full  time  to  the  duties  of  the  new  office.  While 
no  present  incmnl^eut  is  made  ineligible,  no  new  county  superintend- 
ent can  be  elected  who  has  not  been  specially  trained  for  the  work. 
His  relation  to  the  county  board  is  also  more  clearly  defined. 

"The  county  lioard  of  education  of  each  county  shall 
appoint  during  the  mouth  of  May  a  superintendent  of 
schools  for  a  term  of  four  years,  from  the  first  day  of 
August  next  succeeding  his  appointment,  and  he  shall 
hold  office  until  his  successor  qualifies.  No  person  shall 
be  eligible  for  appoiutment  to  the  office  of  comity  super- 
intendent of  schools  who  does  not  hold  from  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Schools  a  certificate  in  administration 
and  supervision.     *     *     * 

The  county  superintendent  of  schools  shall  devote  his 
entire  time  to  public  school  business  and  shall  receive 
such  compensation  as  the  county  board  of  education  shall 
direct,  provided  that  no  county  superintendent  of  schools 
appointed  to  office  under  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
or  continuing  in  office  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  of  less  than  eighteen 
hundred  ($1,800)  dollars,  and  the  State  of  Marydand 
shall,  as  hoi'einafter  provided,  pay  out  of  the  General 
State  School  Fund  to  the  treasurer  of  tlie  county  board 
of  education,  one-half  of  the  annual  salary  of  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools,  up  to  and  including  an  annual 
salary  of  three  thousand  ($3,000)  dollars.     *     *     * 

The  county  superintendent  of  schools,  as  the  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  county  board  of  education,  shall  see 
that  the  laws  relating  to  the  schools,  the  enacted  and  pub- 
lished 1)y-laws  and  the  policies  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education  and  the  niles  and  regulations  and  the  policies 
of  the  county  l)oard  of  education  are  carried  into  effect. 

The  county  superintendent  of  schools  shall  *  *  * 
decide,  without  expense  to  the  parties  concerned,  all  con- 
troversies and  disputes  involving  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  county  board  of  education  and  the  proper 
administration  of  the  public  school  system  in  the  county, 
and  his  decision  shall  be  final,  except  that  an  appeal  may 
be  had  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  if  taken 
in  writing  within  thirty  days.     *     *     * 

The  county  superintendent  of  schools  shall  recom- 
mend for  condemnation  school  buildings  which  are  un- 
sanitaiy  and  unfit  for  use;  he  shall  recommend  all  re- 
pairs, the  purchase  of  grouiids,  school  sites  and  build- 
ings, or  the  sale  of  the  same,  and  shall  ])i'epare  or  cause 
to  be  prepared  all  plans  and  specifications  for  the  re- 
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modcllinj^  of  old  ])uil(lings.  and  the  oonstruction  of  new 
liuildiii<rs,  suhjoot  to  tlic  provisions  of  Section  20  of  this 
Artich':  and  ho  shall  reconiniend,  in  his  discretion,  to  the 
county  Ijoard  of  education,  an  architect  or  architects  to 
assist  in  the  jircpHration  of  tlie  i)lans  and  specifications 
for  remodellin]L^  old  l)nildinj^s  or  the  construction  of  new 
buildings,  and  shall  sui)ervise  such  remodelling  and  con- 
struction. He  sliall  approve  in  writing  all  contracts  of 
whatever  kind  entered  into  by  the  county  board  of  edu- 
cation, and  no  contract  entered  into  by  the  county  board 
of  education  shall  be  valid  without  the  written  approval 

of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools. 

e     *     *     *     * 

The  county  superintendent  of  schools  shall  nominate, 
for  appointment  by  the  county  board  of  education,  all 
principals  and  all  assistant  teachers,  shall  assign  them  to 
their  positions  in  the  schools,  transfer  them  as  the  needs 
of  the  schools  require,  recommend  them  for  promotion, 
suspend  them  for  cause  and  recommend  them  for 
dismissal.     *     "i=     * 

The  county  superintendent  of  schools,  acting  under 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  county  board  of  educa- 
tion, shall  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
office  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools.  He  shall 
nominate,  for  appointment  by  the  county  board  of  edu- 
cation, all  the  professional,  clerical,  statistical  and 
stenographic  assistants  of  the  office ;  he  shall  recommend 
their  removal  for  immorality,  misconduct  in  office,  in- 
competency, insubordination  or  wilful  neglect  of  duty, 
and  he  shall  see  that  all  regular  appointees  of  the  county 
board  of  education  devote  their  entire  time  to  their 
duties.     *     *'     * 

The  county  superintendent  of  schools  shall  organize 
and  attend  county  and  local  institutes  for  teachers  and 
citizens,  shall  organize  and  direct  the  work  of  reading 
centers  of  the  county.     *     *     * 

The  county  superintendent  shall  visit  the  schools, 
observe  the  management  and  instruction  and  give  sug- 
gestions for  the  improvement  of  the  same." 

Provision  is  niride  for  at  least  one  statistical  clerk  and  one  attend- 
ance officer  in  each  county,  and  all  counties  having  one  hundred  or 
more  elementary  school  teachers  have  a  specially  trained  primary 
grade  supervisor,  and  Avithin  certain  limits  the  State  pays  one-half 
the  salary  of  the  county  superintendent  and  of  his  professional 
assistants. 

"The  office  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools 
shall,  beginning  Avith  the  school  years.  1916-1917.  be  pro- 
vided as  follows  with  professional,  clerical,  statistical  and 
stenographic  assistants:     *     «=     * 
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(1.)  In  each  county  employing  not  less  than  one 
hundred  (100)  teachers,  there  shall  be  appointed  at  least 
one  primary  grade  supervisor,  who  shall  receive  such 
compensation  as  the  county  board  of  education  shall  di- 
rect; provided  that  no  person  shall  be  eligible  for  ap- 
pointment as  a  supervisor  who  does  not  hold  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Education  a  certificate  in 
supervision  as  provided  for  in  Section  55  of  this  Article ; 
nor  shall  the  appointment  of  any  person  by  a  county 
board  of  Education  as  a  supervisor  be  valid  without  the 
written  approval  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
And  provided  further,  that  no  supervisor,  appointed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  or  continued  in  office 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  paid  an  an- 
nual salary  of  less  than  twelve  hundred  ($1,200)  dollars, 
and  the  State  of  Maryland  shall  pay,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, out  of  the  General  State  School  Fund  to  the  treas- 
urer of  the  comity  school  board,  one-half  of  the  annual 
salary  of  one  primary  grade  supervisor  up  to  and  includ- 
ing an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  ($2,000)  dollars. 
County  boards  of  education  are  free  to  employ  as  many 
additional  supervisors  as  in  their  judgment  are  neces- 
sary, but  the  State  shall  not  share  in  the  payment  of 
their  salaries.  Provided  that  in  counties  employing  less 
than  one  hundred  (100)  teachers,  the  county  board  of 
education  may  employ  at  least  one  primary  grade  super- 
visor, subject  to  and  under  the  foregoing  conditions. 
Provided  further,  that  two  counties,  each  employing  less 
than  one  hundred  (100)  teachers  may  join,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  the  em- 
ployment of  at  least  one  primary  grade  supervisor,  sub- 
ject to  and  under  the  foregoing  conditions. 

(2.)  There  shall  be  appointed  in  each  county  at  least 
one  attendance  officer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  compel 
the  regular  attendance  of  children  at  school.  Such  per- 
son shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  county  board 
of  education  shall  direct ;  provided  that  the  appointment 
of  any  person  as  an  attendance  officer  shall  be  invalid 
without  the  written  approval  of  the  State  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools.  And  provided  further,  that  no  attend- 
ance officer,  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion or  continued  in  office  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  of  less  than  six 
hundred  ($600)  dollars,  and  the  State  of  Maryland  sliall 
pay,  as  hereinafter  provided,  out  of  the  General  State 
School  Fund  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  board  of  edu- 
cation, one-half  of  the  annual  salary  of  one  attendance 
officer,  up  to  and  including  an  annual  salary  of  twelve 
hundred  ($1,200)  dollars.  County  boards  of  education 
are  free  to  employ  as  many  additional  attendance  offi- 
cers as  in  their  judgment  are  necessary,  subject  to  the 
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approval  of  tlie  State  Sujx'rintoiident  of  Schools,  but  the 
State  shall  not  sharo  in  the  payment  of  tlieir  salaries. 

(.'{.)  There  shall  be  employed  in  eaeh  coinity  at  least 
one  statistical  and  stenoj<raphic  elerk. 

(4.)  And  such  other  clerical,  statistical  and  steno- 
graphic assistants,  and  such  other  professional  assistants, 
assistant  superintendents,  supervisors,  attendance  offi- 
cers, medical  inspectors  and  school  nurses  as  the  county 
board  of  education  shall  authorize;  provided  that  no  pro- 
fessional assistant  shall  be  appointed  who  does  not  hold 
the  appropi-iate  certificate  issued  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  and  the  appointment  of  no  profes- 
sional assistant  shall  be  valid  without  the  written 
approval  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools." 

School  Support. 

The  State  School  Fund  is  ap})ortion(Ml  jointly  upoii  the  school  cen- 
sus and  attendance,  so  that  the  amount  of  State  aid  varies,  as  it 
should,  with  the  number  of  children  attending  school. 

"After  all  deductions  are  made  ivom  the  General 
State  School  Fund  as  provided  for  in  Section  l;io  of  this 
Article,  the  Comptroller  shall  apportion  on  or  ])efore  the 
last  day  of  September,  the  remainder  of  the  General  State 
School  Fund  of  each  year  to  the  several  counties  and  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  as  follows:  Two-thirds  shall  be  ap- 
portioned on  the  basis  of  the  population  between  the  ages 
of  six  and  fourteen  years  as  given  by  the  latest  available 
biennial  school  census  required  l»y  Sections  21B,  25M  and 
75  of  this  Article ;  provided,  that  the  latest  Federal  Cen- 
sus shall  be  employed  until  the  biennial  school  census  be- 
comes available ;  and  one-third  shall  be  apportioned  upon 
the  basis  of  the  aggregate  days  of  school  attendance  dur- 
ing the  preceding  school  year  as  certified  to  by  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  provided  that  the  attendance 
of  pupils  in  a  State-aided  high  school  shall  not  be  counted 
in  apportioning  the  General  State  School  Fund." 

Counties  are  rc(]uired  to  supplement  the  State  apportionment  for 
schools  with  an  amount  equal  to  a  tax.  levied  and  collected,  of  34  cents 
on  the  hundred  dollars'  valuation.  The  county  board  exercises  its 
choice  in  levying  any  additional  amount  necessary  up  to  40  cents  on 
the  hundred  dollars.  Above  this  amount  the  county  tax  commission- 
ers, as  heretofore,  control  appropriations  for  school  purposes.  In 
raising  the  minimum  amount  of  local  support  required,  only  a  few 
counties  were  affected,  as  most  of  the  counties  were  already  providing 
this  amount.  The  counties  affected  by  this  provision  seemed  to  be 
most  in  need  of  additional  funds  for  their  schools. 
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"The  board  of  county  commissioners  are  hereby  au- 
thorized, empowered,  directed  and  required  to  levy  and 
collect  such  tax  upon  the  assessable  property  of  the 
county  as  will  produce  the  amount  requested  to  be  raised 
by  local  taxation  in  the  annual  budget  of  the  county 
board  of  education.  The  amount  requested  in  the  an- 
nual budget  of  the  county  board  of  education  for  current 
repairs,  furniture  in  old  buildings,  maintenance  and  sup- 
port of  the  schools,  for  the  succeeding  school  year,  and 
to  be  raised  by  local  taxation  shall  not  hereafter  in  any 
year  be  less  than  a  minimum  tax,  levied  and  collected,  of 
34  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  the  as- 
sessable property  in  the  county.  Provided  that  if  in  any 
county  the  tax  levied  and  collected  for  the  school  year 
ending  July  tliirty-first,  1916,  for  current  repairs,  furni- 
ture in  old  Iniildings,  maintenance  and  support  of  the 
schools,  was  less  than  34  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dol- 
lar's ($100)  of  assessable  property  in  the  county,  such 
county  shall  only  be  required  to  increase  its  total  tax 
rate  for  the  schools  annually  by  2  cents  on  each  one  hun- 
dred dollars  ($100)  of  the  assessable  property  in  the 
county,  until  the  tax  levied  and  collected  for  current  re- 
pairs, furniture  in  old  buildings,  maintenance  and  sup- 
port of  the  schools  in  any  one  school  year,  shall  equal 
a  minimum  tax  levied  and  collected  of  34  cents  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  the  assessable  property  of 
the  country.  Provided  further,  that  the  total  amount  re- 
quested for  any  one  school  year  by  the  county  board  of 
education  for  permanent  improvements  and  repairs,  cur- 
rent repairs,  furniture  in  old  buildings,  maintenance  and 
support  of  the  schools  shall  not  exceed  a  tax  levied  and 
collected  of  40  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100) 
of  the  assessable  property  in  the  county,  unless  the  l)oard 
of  county  commissioners  shall  approve  and  sanction  such 
additional  tax.  Provided  also,  that  if  the  total  amount 
requested  for  any  one  school  year  by  the  county  board  of 
education  to  be  raised  by  local  taxation  exceeds  a  tax, 
levied  and  collected  of  40  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dol- 
lars ($100)  of  the  assessable  property,  in  the  county  and 
such  additional  tax  is  not  approved  and  sanctioned  by 
the  board  of  county  commissioners,  the  county  commis- 
sioners shall  indicate  in  writing  what  item  or  items  of  the 
annual  budget  of  the  county  board  of  education  have 
been  denied  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  the  reason  for  the 
denial  in  whole  or  in  part  of  the  respective  items." 

Length  of  School  Term. 

A  term  of  at  least  nine  months  is  recjuired  for  all  wliitc  schools,  and 
the  term  of  all  colored  schools  is  lengthened  to  at  least  seven  months. 
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"Eleinentury  schools  sliall  be  kept  oj)eii  for  not  less 
than  one  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  actual  school  days 
and  for  ten  months  in  each  year,  il"  possible,  and  shall  be 
free  to  all  white  youths,  between  six  and  twenty  years  of 
age. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  board  of  education 
to  establish  one  or  more  public  schools  in  each  election 
district  for  all  colored  youths,  between  six  and  twenty 
years  of  age,  to  which  admission  shall  be  free,  and  which 
shall  be  kept  open  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  forty 
(140)  actual  school  days  or  seven  months  in  each  school 
year;  provided,  that  the  colored  population  of  any  such 
district  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the  county  board  of 
education,  warrant  the  estal)]ishment  of  such  a  school  or 
schools. ' ' 

Compulsory  School  Attendance. 

The  compulsory  school  attendance  law,  which  heretofore  had  ap- 
plied only  to  Baltimore  City  and  two  counties,  was  slightly  modified 
and  made  to  apply  to  all  the  counties  of  the  State.  By  its  provisions, 
children  seven  to  thirteen  years  of  age  must  attend  school  the  full 
term  unless  lawfully  excused.  Children  of  thirteen  and  fourteen  years 
must  attend  at  least  one  hundred  days,  and  the  entire  term  if  not 
regularly  and  lawfully  employed.  Children  fifteen  and  sixteen  who 
have  not  finished  the  elementary  school  must  attend  school  at  least  one 
hundred  days  each  year,  and  the  entire  term  if  not  regularly  and  law- 
fully emploj^ed. 

' '  Every  child,  residing  in  any  county  of  the  State  be- 
ing seven  years  of  age,  and  under  thirteen  years  of  age. 
shall  attend  some  public  school  during  the  entire  period 
of  each  year  that  the  public  schools  of  the  county  are  in 
session ;  unless  it  can  be  shown  to  the  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools  tliat  such  a  child  is  elsewhere  receiv- 
ing regular  and  thorough  instruction  during  such  period 
in  the  studies  usually  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
county  to  children  of  the  same  age ;  provided,  that  the 
superintendent  or  principal  of  any  school,  or  persons 
didy  authorized  by  such  superintendent,  may  excuse 
cases  of  necessary  and  legal  absence  among  such  enrolled 
pupils,  and  provided  further,  that  the  provisions  of  tliis 
section  shall  not  apply  to  children  whose  mental  or 
physical  condition  is  such  as  to  render  the  instruction 
above  described  inexpedient  or  impracticable.  Every 
person  having  under  his  control  a  child  seven  years  of 
age  and  under  thirteen  years  of  age.  shall  cause  such 
child  to  attend  school  or  receive  instruction  as  required 
by  this  section. 

Every  child,  residing  in  any  county  of  the  State,  be- 
ing thirteen  years  of  age  or  fourteen  years  of  age,  shall 
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attend  some  public  school  not  less  than  one  hundred 
days,  as  nearly  consecutive  as  possible,  beginning  not 
later  than  November  first,  during  the  period  of  each  year 
that  the  public  schools  of  the  county  are  in  session,  and 
such  child  shall  attend  some  public  school  the  entire  per- 
iod of  each  year  that  the  public  schools  of  the  county  are 
in  session,  if  not  regularly  and  lawfully  employed  to 
labor  at  home  or  elsewhere,  unless  it  can  be  shown  to  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  that  such  a  child  is  else- 
where receiving  regular  and  thorough  instruction  for 
such  period  in  the  studies  usually  taught  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  county  to  children  of  these  ages ;  provided, 
that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
children  Avhose  mental  and  physical  condition  is  such  as 
to  render  the  instruction  above  described  inexpedient  or 
impracticable.  Every  person  having  under  his  control 
a  child  thirteen  years  of  age  or  fourteen  years  of  age, 
shall  cause  such  child  to  attend  school  or  receive  instruc- 
tion as  required  by  this  section. 

Every  child  residing  in  any  county  of  the  State,  be- 
ing fifteen  years  of  age  or  sixteen  years  of  age,  who  has 
not  completed  the  work  of  the  public  elementary  school, 
shall  attend  some  public  school  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred days,  as  nearly  consecutive  as  possible,  beginning 
not  later  than  November  first,  during  the  period  of  each 
year  the  public  schools  of  the  county  are  in  session ;  and 
such  child  shall  attend  some  public  school  the  entire  per- 
iod of  each  year  the  public  schools  of  the  county  are  in 
session,  if  not  regularly  and  lawfully  employed  to  labor 
at  home  or  elsewhere,  unless  it  can  be  shown  to  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  that  such  child  is  else- 
where receiving  regular  and  thorough  instruction  for 
said  period  in  the  studies  usually  taught  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  county  to  children  of  these  ages ;  provided, 
that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
children  whose  mental  and  physical  condition  is  such  as 
to  render  the  instruction  above  prescribed  inexpedient 
or  impracticable.  Every  person  having  under  his  control 
a  child  fifteen  years  of  age,  or  sixteen  years  of  age,  shall 
cause  such  child  to  attend  school  or  receive  instruction 
as  required  by  this  section. 

Any  person  who  has  a  child  under  his  control  and 
who  fails  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be 
fined  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  each  offense." 

The  State  Normal  Schools. 

The  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  remain  the  trustees 
of  the  State  normal  schools,  and  exercise  general  supervision  over 
them,  including  the  control  of  all  expenditures  of  money,  but  high 
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qualifications  are  ])i'f'8(;rihcd  for  normal  school  principals,  and  the 
principal  in  <'ach  case  is  made  directly  responsible  for  the  conduct  of 
the  school.  He  recommends  for  appointment  all  teachers  and  other 
employees  of  the  school. 

"The  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  and 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  be  the  trustees 
of  the  State  normal  schools,  and  shall  have  power  to 
maintain  and  shall  exercise  p^eneral  control  over  these 

schools. 

«     «     «     «     * 

The  board  of  trustees  shall  exercise  general  super- 
vision of  the  expenditure  of  all  money  appropriated  by 
the  General  Assembly  for  the  erection  of  buildings  or 
additions,  for  repairs,  up-keop,  maintenance  and  support 
of  these  schools,  and  shall  have  control  and  supervision 
of  their  management  and  work.  The  board  of  trustees 
shall  authorize  all  departments  of  instruction  and  all 
positions,  and  shall  fix  the  salaries  and  tenure  of  all 
teachers  and  all  assistants  of  whatever  kind.     *     *     * 

The  board  shall  elect  a  principal  for  each  of  the  State 
normal  schools,  provided  that  no  principal  shall  be 
elected  to  a  white  normal  school  who  is  not  a  graduate 
of  a  standard  college,  or  the  equivalent,  who  has  not  had 
in  addition  not  less  than  two  years  of  special  academic 
and  professional  preparation  in  a  standard  university, 
and  five  years  of  teaching  experience,  two  of  which  have 
been  in  the  training  of  teachers.  *  *  *  The  princi- 
pal shall  nominate  for  appointment  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  and  may  recommend  for  dismissal  by  said 
board,  all  heads  of  departments,  all  teachers,  and  all 
assistants  of  whatever  kind.  He  shall  submit  to  the 
board  of  trustees,  for  adoption,  courses  of  study  and 
plans  of  work,  and  shall  in  every  way  take  the  initiative 
in  working  out  the  policies  of  his  school  and  in  promot- 
ing its  development  and  efficiency." 

Teachers'  Certificates. 

All  teachers'  certificates  are  issued  by  the  State  Superintendent. 
Examinations  for  certificates  are  held  under  his  direction  on  uniform 
questions  prepared  bj'  him.  Teachers'  certificates  heretofore  issued 
remain  valid  for  the  grade  for  which  issued ;  but  all  new  certificates 
are  specialized — that  is,  issued  for  the  particular  kind  of  work  that  the 
holder  is  prepared  to  do.  The  following  outline  shows  the  nevr  classi- 
fication of  certificatps  and  requirements  for  each: 

1.  A  Certificate  in  Acl ministration  and  Supervision, 
valid  for  three  years,  renewable  on  evidence  of  suc- 
cessful experience  and  professional  spirit,  required 
of  county  superintendents. 
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Qualifications : 

a.  Completion  of  a  standard  college  course  or  the 
equivalent  in  scholastic  preparation. 

b.  One  year  of  graduate  work  in  education  at  a 
recognized  university,  including  school  adminis- 
tration, supervision,  and  method  of  teaching,  or 
the  equivalent. 

c.  Two  yeai*s  of  successful  teaching  experience. 

A  certificate  in  Elementary  School  Supervision, 
valid  for  three  years,  renewable  on  evidence  of  suc- 
cessful experience,  required,  of  supervisors  and  as- 
sistant county  superintendents. 

Qualifications : 

a.  Graduation  from  a  two-year  standard  normal 
school,  or  the  equivalent. 

b.  In  addition  to  "a,"  two  full  years  of  work  at  a 
standard  college  (or  the  equivalent)  not  less 
than  one-half  in  academic  branches  related  to 
the  elementary  schools  and  the  other  half  in  ad- 
vanced elementary  school  methods  and  super- 
vision. 

c.  In  lieu  of  "a"  and  "b"  may  be  substituted 
graduation  from  a  standard  college  either  in- 
cluding or  with  the  addition  of  one  full  year  of 
work  in  education  including  elementary  school 
methods  and  supervision. 

d.  Four  years  of  successful  teaching  experience  in 
elementary  schools. 

A  Certificate  in  Supervision  (Special),  valid  for 
three  years,  renewable  on  evidence  of  successful  ex- 
perience and  professional  spirit,  required  of  special 
supervisors  in  physical  training,  music,  fine  and  ap- 
plied arts,  domestic  art  and  science,  manual  or  in- 
dustrial training  or  agriculture. 

Qualifications : 

a.  Completion  of  a  standard  high  school  course  or 
the  equivalent. 

b.  In  addition  to  "a,"  four  j^ears  work  of  college 
grade  (or  the  equivalent),  approximately  one- 
half  in  the  special  branch  or  branches  in  which 
the  certificate  is  issued,  and  including  not  less 
than  three  hundred  recitation  hours  in  the 
theorj^  of  education  and  the  art  of  teaching  and 
supervising  the  subject  or  subjects  in  which  the 
certificate  is  issued. 

c.  Four  years  of  successful  teaching  experience,  in- 
eluding  two  in  the  special  subject  or  subjects  in 
which  the  certificate  is  issued. 
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4.  High  ScJiool  PrincipaVs  certificate,  valid  for  three 
years,  renewable  on  evidence  of  successful  experi- 
ence and  professional  spirit,  required  of  principals 
of  all  State-aided  high  schools  and  schools  rated  as 
high  schools  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  schools. 

Qualifications : 

a.  Completion  of  a  standard  college  course,  or  the 
equivalent  in  scholastic  preparation. 

b.  In  addition  to  "a,"  one  full  year  of  graduate 
"work  at  a  standard  university  (or  the  equiva- 
lent), approximately  one-third  of  which  was  in 
advanced  study  related  to  high  school  branches 
and  approximately  two-thirds  in  education,  in- 
cluding high  school  methods,  supervision  and 
administration. 

c.  Two  years  of  successful  teaching  experience  for 
principals  of  schools  of  the  first  group.  No 
teaching  experience  is  required  of  principals  of 
schools  of  the  second  group. 

5.  High  School  Teacher's  certificates  in  the  regular 
academic  studies,  valid  for  three  years,  renewable 
on  evidence  of  successful  experience  and  profes- 
sional spirit,  required  of  teachers  in  all  State-aided 
high  schools  and  in  all  rated  as  high  schools  by  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Qualifications : 

a.  Completion  of  a  standard  college  course  (or  the 
equivalent),  including  two  years  of  continuous 
study  of  the  two  high  school  branches  in  which 
the  certificate  is  issued. 

b.  As  part  of  "a,"  or  in  addition,  two  hundred 
recitation  hours  of  education,  including  the  aims 
of  secondary  education,  and  the  methods,  obser- 
vation and  practice  teaching  of  high  school 
studies. 

6.  High  School  Teacher's  certificates  in  Special 
Branches,  valid  for  three  years,  renewable  on  evi- 
dence of  successful  experience  and  professional 
spirit.     (Not  issued  before  1919.) 

Qualifications : 

a.  Completion  of  a  standard  four-year  high  school 
course  or  the  equivalent. 

b.  Two  years  of  additional  work  of  a  college  grade, 
approximately  one-third  of  w^hicli  was  in  gen- 
eral academic  subjects  and  approximately  two- 
thirds  in  the  special  branch  or  branches  for 
Avhich  the  certificate  is  issued. 
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c.  Included  in  "b,"  or  in  addition,  two  hundred 
recitation  hours  in  the  theory  of  education  and 
in  the  art  of  teaching  the  specialty. 
Elementary  School  Principars  certificate,  valid  for 
three  years,  renewable  on  evidence  of  successful  ex- 
perience and  professional  spirit,  required  of  princi- 
pals of  all  elementary  schools  having  three  or  more 
teachers  including  the  principal. 

Qualifications : 

a.  Completion  of  a  standard  four  years'  high  school 
course,  or  the  equivalent. 

b.  In  addition  to  "a,"  two  years  of  work  in  a 
standard  normal  school,  or  the  equivalent,  and  a 
full  half  year  of  work,  at  a  recognized  college, 
in  elementary  school  methods,  supervision  and 
administration. 

c.  Three  years  of  successful  teaching  experience. 
Elementary  School  Teacher's  certificate  ©f  the  First 
Grade,  valid  for  three  years  in  elementary  schools, 
renewable  on  evidence  of  successful  experience  and 
professional  spirit. 

Qualifications : 

a.  Completion  of  a  standard  four-year  high  school 
course  or  the  equivalent. 

b.  In  addition  to  "a,"  two  years  of  work  in  a 
standard  normal  school.  May  also  be  obtained 
by  passing  examination  of  equivalent  standard. 

Elementary  School  Teacher's  certificate  of  the  Sec- 
ond Grade,  valid  for  two  years  in  elementary 
schools,  renewable  on  evidence  of  successful  experi- 
ence and  professional  spirit  and  the  completion  of 
at  least  six  weeks  additional  preparation  in  a 
standard  institution.  The  second  and  succeeding 
renewals  are  for  three  years. 

Qualifications : 

a.  Completion  of  a  standard  four-year  high  school 
course  or  the  equivalent. 

b.  At  least  six  weeks  of  professional  preparation 
in  a  standard  normal  school  or  college. 

c.  Examination*  in  Reading,  Spelling,  Penman- 
ship, Arithmetic,  oral  and  written  English, 
Geography,  History  of  the  United  States  and 
Maryland,  Community  Civics,  Hygiene  and 
Sanitation,  Music,  Drawing,  Handwork,  Ele- 
mentary Agriculture,  and  the  theory  and  prac- 
tice of  teaching. 

d.  Applicant  must  be  eighteen  years  of  age.  This 
certificate  is  not  issued  to  the  same  person  a 
second  time  on  examination. 
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10.  Fjhmeniary  Scliool  Teacher's  certificatf  of  the 
Third  (jradc,  valid  for  two  years  in  the  dcniciitarj' 
schools,  issued  to  persons  having  luid  less  prepara- 
tion than  a  standard  hi^h  school  course.  This  cer- 
tificate may  be  renewed  on  the  presentation  of  evi- 
dence of  successful  experience  and  the  completion 
of  not  less  than  six  weeks  of  additional  preparation 
in  a  standard  institution.  The  first  renewal  is  for 
one  yeai"  and  each  renewal  thereafter  is  for  three 
years. 

Qualifications: 

a.  At  least  six  weeks  of  professional  preparation 
in  a  standard  institution. 

b.  Examination*  in  Reading,  Spelling,  Penman- 
ship, Arithmetic,  oral  and  written  English, 
Geography,  History  of  the  United  States  and 
Maryland,  Community  Civics,  Hygiene  and 
Sanitation,  Elementary  Agriculture,  and  the 
theorv^  and  practice  of  teaching. 

c.  Applicant  must  be  eighteen  years  of  age.  This 
certificate  is  not  issued  to  the  same  person  a  sec- 
ond time  on  examination. 

11.  Provisional  certificates  of  the  different  kinds  and 
grade  may  be  issued  in  cases  of  emergency  by  the 
county  superintendents  "with  the  approval  in  each 
case  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools.  A  pro- 
visional certificate  is  valid  only  until  the  next  regu- 
lar examination  and  is  not  renewable  except  by 
special  permission  in  w^riting  from  the  State  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

Features  Unchanged. 

Though  these  changes  in  the  school  laws  are  comprehensive  and 
far-reaching,  there  are  several  important  phases  of  the  school  system 
that  are  not  affected  by  the  new  law.  There  was  no  change  in  the 
general  plan  of  the  State  system  as  a  whole.  The  changes  seek  to 
make  the  present  organization  more  efficient  by  making  it  easier  to 
locate  responsibility  and  at  the  same  time  to  get  a  proper  balance  be- 
tween professional  and  lay  control.  To  this  end  responsibility  is  more 
centered,  and  administrative  and  supervisory  officers  must  be  specially 
trained  for  their  work. 

There  were  no  changes  with  reference  to  colleges  and  high  schools. 
There  was  no  change  in  the  minimum  salaries  required  to  be  paid  to 

*  The  thorough  ma.stery  of  the  subject  as  represented  by  any  standard  elementary 
school  text-book  should  be  sufficient  to  pass  the  examination  in  the  different  subjects. 

The  questions  for  the  next  examination  on  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Teaching  will 
be  covered  by  such  a  book  as  Colgrove's  "The  Teacher  and  the  School,"  published  by  Charles 
Scribner's  Sons,  New  York  City.  To  review  the  subject  of  Elementary  Agriculture  the 
applicant  should  read  such  a  manual  as  "Elementary  Vocational  Agriculture  for  Mary- 
land Schools,"  published  by  the  Maryland  State  College  of  Agriculture,  College  Park,  Md., 
and  some  text  like  Davis'  "Productive  Farming,"  published  by  the  J.  B.  Lippincott  Com- 
pany, Philadelphia.  An  idea  of  the  nature  of  the  examination  in  Handwork  may  be 
obtained  by  reading  such  a  book  as  Dobb's  "Primary  Handwork,"  published  by  the 
MacMillan  Company. 
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teachers,  uor  in  the  total  amouut  of  the  State  appropriation  for 
schools.  There  was  no  change  in  the  duties  of  the  local  district  hoard 
of  school  trustees  except  that  the  power  to  initiate  the  employment  of 
the  local  school  principal  was  transferred  to  the  county  superintendent 
of  schools.  The  district  board  of  school  trustees  may  institute  charges 
against  the  principal  and  may  recommend  his  removal,  but  does  not 
share  officially  in  the  responsibility  for  the  original  selection. 

One  might  naturally  expect  that  any  change  which  requires  more 
from  the  teaching  profession  without  increasing  the  minimum  salaries 
required  by  the  law  would  meet  with  some  opposition  from  the  teach- 
ers. But  it  must  be  said  in  behalf  of  the  teachers  of  Maryland  that 
they  are  meeting  the  responsibility  with  renewed  zeal  and  interest,  and 
as  a  whole  rejoice  in  the  opportunity  for  greater  service.

Seventeen  units  of  work  are  necessary  for  graduation.  Nine  units 
are  required,  as  follows:  Ihiglish  I,  II.  III.  and  IV;  ^Mathematics  I 
and  II;  Science  I:  History  TV:  and  Manual  Training  and  Household 
Economics  I  and  II.  The  other  eight  units  are  elective  with  the  under- 
standing that  at  least  two  units,  including  those  required,  be  elected 
from  each  of  the  following  academic  departments:  English,  Mathe- 
matics. History,  Science  and  Foreign  Language,  except  when  all  of  the 
commercial  subjects  are  elected.  31usic  and  drawing  are  optional  sub- 
jects. One  unit  will  be  allowed  for  the  course  in  manual  training  and 
household  economics.  Tliis  subject  may  be  given  two  double  periods 
a  week  for  first  and  second  years,  or  one  double  period  a  week  through- 
out the  course.

Elections  are  to  be  made  by  classes,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
principal,  and  principals  are  i-autioned  against  permitting  elections 
Avhich  will  multiply  the  number  of  classes  beyond  the  capacity  of  the 
teaching'  force. 

In  schools  where  manual  training  and  household  economics  has  not 
been  elected,  as  one  of  the  vocational  subjects  required  by  law.  sixteen 
units  will  be  accepted  for  graduation. 

Wlien  the  agricultural  course  is  elected,  foreign  languages  may  be 
omitted,  but  four  units  of  science,  including  the  work  in  agriculture 
outlined  elsewhere,  shall  be  required. 

The  Roman  numbers  after  the  subjects  indicate  the  year,  and  sub- 
jects shall  be  pursued  throughout  the  school  year  unless  otherwise 
specified.

Such  com- 
parisons ought  to  prove  both  interesting  and  stimulating  to  school 
officials,  as  the  items  constitute,  so  far  as  they  go,  a  fair  basis  of  .judg- 
ing and  comparing  high  school  expenditures.

Among  Other  interesting  lines  of  inquiry  suggested  by  these  tables, 
it  may  not  be  amiss  to  mention  the  following  as  typical  of  the  sort  of 
study  that  may  be  presented — say,  by  high  school  principals  in  sum- 
mer courses : 
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Ought  the  State  Department  of  Education  to  encourage  the  ap- 
proval of  more  second  f?roup  schools?  or  ought  it  to  decline  to  organize 
any  more  liigh  schools  other  than  first-group  ones,  and  to  require  con- 
solidation of  small  and  expensive  ones?  Or  ought  it  to  erect  a  third 
group  of  schools,  authorized  to  do  only  two  years  of  high  school  work, 
with  somewhat  less  expensive  equipment  than  is  now  required  of  a 
second  gi'oup  school  but  with  the  same  safe-guards  as  to  the  training, 
experience,  professional  attitude,  and  salaries  of  teachers  as  are  now 
required  for  first  and  second  group  teachers?  Are  the  high  schools  of 
a  given  county,  or  those  of  the  State  as  a  whole,  costing  too  much  in 
proportion  to  the  amounts  spent  on  the  elementary  school?  If  so,  at 
what  point  should  a  policj'  of  retrenchment  begin  ? 

Such  questions  as  these — and  these  are  but  a  few  and  merely  sug- 
gestive— are  commended  to  our  administrative  officers,  particularly  to 
our  younger  high  school  principals ;  no  better  training  to  develop  pro- 
fessional-mindedness  can  be  devised  than  concentration  on  the  still  un- 
settled questions  of  public  secondary  education.

The  school  closed  for  the  scholastic  year  with  a  total  of  427  pupils, 
320  in  the  normal  school  and  107  in  its  training  or  practice  school. 
At  the  commencement,  June  8th,  72  received  diplomas,  having  shown 
through  their  practice  teaching,  alnlity  to  teach  and  to  manage  classes 
of  pupils. 

As  yet  it  has  not  been  practicalile  to  place  the  students  under  real 
rural  school  conditions  where  one  teacher  has  to  teach  a  variety  of 
subjects,  plan  the  management  of  seven  classes,  and  at  the  same  time, 
unaided  and  alone,  solve  local  problems.  But  the  need  of  such  practice 
is  by  no  means  so  great  as  ten  years  ago.  The  consolidation  of  schools 
has  begun  and  is  increasing  yearly,  thus  making  the  number  of  princi- 
pals less  and  the  number  of  assistants  larger. 

Of  the  126  new  students  enrolled  in  the  Normal  School  during  the 
year,  66  were  graduates  of  approved  high  schools,  15  had  satisfactorily 
completed  tenth  grade  work,  35  had  satisfied  in  the  ninth  grade,  and 
10  were  admitted  through  examination. 

By  a  ruling  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  all  students  entering 
must  have  the  equivalent  of  a  two  j^ears'  course  at  the  high  school  or 
show  by  examination,  that  they  are  qualified  to  take  up  the  work  of  the 
first  year  class.  The  effect  of  this  ruling  was  to  cut  out  about  60  appli- 
cants. This  deficiency  was  balanced,  however,  by  the  increased  num- 
ber received  from  the  graduating  classes  of  high  schools. 

The  Normal  Schools  should  be  the  keystone  of  the  arch  of  the  pub- 
lic school  system.  Superintendents  and  supervisors  are  necessary  in 
directing,  in  suggesting,  and  in  keeping  the  county  unit  up  to  a  point 
of  recognized  efficiency;  but  the  great  permanent  agency  for  the 
preparation  and  training  of  teachers  is  the  Normal  School.  Too  often 
in  our  school,  stress  is  laid  upon  the  recitation.     If  the  aim  of  the 
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teacher  be  solely  this  then  aim,  not  failure,  is  a  crime.  Just  how  and 
just  what  are  the  dominant  steps  in  progression  ?  The  Normal  School 
does  not  claim  that  all  its  graduates  are  lirst  class  teachers,  but  it  does 
maintain  that  all  its  graduates  do  better  work  in  teaching  and  show 
better  administrative  ability  for  having  pursued  the  Normal  course  in 
training. 

The  eurricnluiii  is  neither  tedious  nor  difficult,  but,  as  a  good  physi- 
cal eondition  and  fair  mental  ability  are  indispensable  factors  in  a 
teacliri-'s  composition,  those  having  the  power  to  appoint  should  see 
tliat  their  appointees  possess  these  requisites. 

The  ino.st  noticeable  improvement  during  the  scliolastic  year  just 
closed  has  been  in  the  health,  conduct,  and  general  bearing  of  the 
student  body.  Fewer  number  of  withdrawals,  fewer  absences  through 
sickness  have  been  recorded.  This  betterment  is  due,  w^e  think,  to 
three  causes :  ( 1 )  the  wise  provision  of  the  dormitory  attachment  to 
the  school,  whereby  the  students  have  regular  liours  for  meals,  recrea- 
tion, sleeping,  and  the  long  tedious  train  ride  is  prevented;  (2)  the 
better  condition  in  the  wa}'  of  clean  air,  light,  ventilation  and  floor 
space  than  those  to  which  the  students  were  subjected;  (3)  the  timely 
attention  given  the  physical  condition  of  the  students  by  Dr.  Mary 
Waters,  a  newly  elected  member  of  the  faculty. 

The  dormitory  system  has  proved  a  most  attractive  innovation  of 
the  school  life.  Newell  Hall,  named  after  the  first  principal  and 
organizer  of  the  school,  has  been  filled  with  boarders  during  the  entire 
year.  The  problem  now  facing  us  is — What  shall  be  done  with  the 
increased  number  of  applicants  now  applying  ? 

The  changes  in  the  curriculum  have  been  few.  An  additional  les- 
son in  biology  has  been  given  the  Junior  classes,  this  subject  being  con- 
sidered an.  intelligent  preparation  for  the  special  study  of  physiology 
and  also  for  psychology. 

A  slight  l)eginning  has  been  made  in  horticulture  and  agriculture. 
The  pupils  of  the  training  school  under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Davis, 
and  the  Senior  classes  under  the  instruction  of  the  head  of  the  Science 
Department,  during  the  spring  cultivated  flowers  and  vegetables  Avhich 
matured  into  small  but  satisfactory  crops. 

To  see  the  children  at  work  digging,  hoeing,  spading,  and  planting 
with  all  the  enthusiasm  and  happiness  of  doing  something  useful  was 
an  interesting  sight  to  all,  and  especially  instructive  to  those  who  rear 
children.  It  was  unfortunate  that  the  summer  holiday  interrupted  the 
youthful  farmers  in  their  work,  and  thus  prevented  their  seeing  its 
good  results.  Our  aim  next  j^ear  will  be  to  further  this  good  begin- 
ning in  gardening. 

The  disappointment  created  last  year  by  the  withdrawal  of  one 
selected  for  the  course  in  Domestic  Science  will  be  removed  upon  the 
announcement  that  Miss  Pearl  Bernhardt,  a  graduate  of  the  Univers- 
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ity  of  Illinois,  lias  been  elected  by  the  Board  to  fill  the  chair  of  House- 
hold Arts  for  the  session  of  1916-1917. 

The  pressing  need  of  the  school  lies  in  the  direction  of — (1)  Re- 
vision of  the  course  of  study.  As  Latin  is  conducive  to  a  knowledge  of 
English  words  and  is  the  basis  of  the  Romance  languages,  the  Princi- 
pal suggests  that  the  study  of  it  be  compulsory  for  one  year  and  elec- 
tive afterwards,  giving  place  to  some  study  in  which  the  student  wishes 
to  specialize. 

The  time  given  to  the  studies  of  geometry  and  book-keeping  is  too 
limited  to  derive  desired  results  in  either.  The  Principal  proposes 
either  to  eliminate  book-keeping  or  place  it  at  the  end  of  the  algebra 
course. 

That  the  lessons  in  hand  training  be  so  extended  as  to  give  the 
student  some  practical  knowledge  of  tools. 

(2)  The  great  need  of  the  school  is  a  Librarian  to  attend  to  the 
care  and  preservation  of  the  books  in  the  library,  to  direct  the  students 
in  their  search  for  material,  and  to  have  charge  of  the  reading  room. 
Much  confusion  and  even  loss  of  property  could  be  avoided  by  employ- 
ing one  whose  special  duty  be  to  see  that  books  are  carefully  used  and 
returned  to  their  proper  places. 

(3)  That  proper  means  of  outdoor  exercise  be  afforded  the 
students.  There  is  plenty  of  acreage  in  the  school  grounds  for  one  to 
tramp  over  but  there  are  no  means  for  pleasurable  exercise  and  recrea- 
tion. We  suggest  that  tennis  courts  be  made  on  the  grounds  adjacent 
to  the  Administration  Building. 

(4)  That  a  sum  of  money  be  appropriated  for  a  course  of  lectures 
to  the  students  on  general  subjects — art,  civic  conditions,  travel,  cur- 
rent events,  literature,  etc. 

During  the  past  year  former  Governor  Warfield,  Mr.  Charles  J. 
Bonaparte.  President  Weld  of  the  State  Normal  School,  Moorehead, 
Minnesota;  Mr.  Herbert  E.  Austin  of  the  Eastern  North  Carolina 
Normal  School,  Mrs.  Laurence  Tumbull,  and  others  have  addressed 
the  students — solely  through  their  interest  in  the  school — in  timely 
and  valuable  talks.  Could  we  be  assured  of  a  list  of  lecturers,  it  would 
add  to  our  pleasant  anticipations  as  well  as  to  our  general  knowledge. 
Nothing  so  lends  to  general  culture  and  ease  of  expression  as  personal 
contact  with  cultivated  people. 

The  coming  year  will  find  us  deprived  of  the  services  of  two  of  our 
teachers— Miss  E.  V.  Ricker  and  Mr.  H.  H.  Mui-phy.  The  latter  will 
go  to  Columbia  LTniversity  for  a  year's  study. 

Miss  E.  V.  Ricker,  whose  resignation  becomes  effective  at  the  close 
of  the  year,  came  to  us  as  a  student  in  1881,  graduated  in  1883  at  the 
head  of  her  class,  entered  upon  her  duties  as  secretary  to  the  Principal 
and  assistant  teacher  the  same  year.  Using  every  vacation  for  the  fur- 
ther study  of  her  favorite  subjects — physiology  and  history — at 
Chautauqua,  Harvard,  and  other  summer  schools,  she  was  promoted  to 
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the  hoad  of  the  Department  of  History  and  made  it  one  of  the  most 
prominent  in  the  school.  The  spirit  of  loyalty,  industry',  and  dii-ect- 
ness,  as  well  as  the  mental  power  that  characterized  her  as  a  student 
grew  with  her  experience  as  a  teacher.  Faithful  in  all  things,  kt-cnly 
sensitive  in  her  consciousness  of  duty,  and  one  of  the  most  valuahlc 
workers  the  Normal  School  has  ever  known,  she  will  be  rememben'd  by 
every  alumna  of  the  school  with  gratitude  and  love.  Her  place  in  the 
school  faculty  was  unique ;  it  will  indeed  be  difficult  to  fill. 

Ou  November  19,  1915,  at  four  o'clock,  the  new  buildings  and 
grounds  of  the  IMaryland  State  Normal  School  were  turned  over  In'  tlie 
Commission  to  the  State  Board  of  Education.  The  dedicatory  exer- 
cises were  simple  in  character  but  beautiful  and  impressive.  Honor- 
able J.  Charles  Linthicum,  Chairman  of  the  Commission,  presided.

My  Deak  Sill: — In  accord  witli  youi-  letter  of  the  12th  inst.,  asking 
for  the  annual  report  of  the  Frostburg  Normal  School,  the  same  for 
inclusion  in  the  Annual  Eeport  of  the  State  Department  of  Education, 
I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  facts. 

History  of  the  School. 

In  1902  the  doors  of  the  State  Normal  School  at  Frostburg  were 
opened  to  students  for  the  first  time.  On  that  first  day,  September  15, 
there  were  enrolled  57  students,  and  the  number  soon  rose  to  94.  At 
the  same  time  143  pupils  were  transferred  to  the  building  by  the  co- 
operation of  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners. 

The  first  principal  was  Mr.  Edmmid  Dandridge  ]\lurdaugh.  He 
was  succeeded,  according  to  the  school  catalog  of  1910,  by  Mr.  Regi- 
nald H.  Ridgely.  A.  if.,  who  in  turn,  by  the  catalog  of  1912-13.  was 
followed  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Edward  V.  Webb,  A.  ]\1..  who  resigned 
from  the  principalship  this  last  July  to  accept  the  higher  service  of 
Superintendent  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Allegany  County. 

In  January.  1913,  a  second  building  was  added  to  the  Normal 
equipment  at  Frostburg.  This  is  our  present  ^Nlodel  School  with  four 
rooms,  and  the  entire  eight  grades,  two  .sections  of  fifteen  each  in  a 
room.  Here  the  Juniors  observe  the  grade  instruction  for  the  entire 
year  one  period  each  day,  and  the  Seniors  get  actual  instruction  in 
practice  teaching  one  period  a,  day  for  twenty  weeks,  m  each  grade 
two  Aveeks,  and  in  all  fundamental  school  subjects.  This  Practice 
Teaching  followed  by  the  critique  and  suggestions  of  the  faculty,  is 
the  keystone  in  the  arch  of  Normal  School  instruction.  Here  the 
theory  of  pedagogy  gets  its  try-out  in  the  .school  of  actual  children. 
And  here  the  Normal  students  realize,  if  they  never  do  before,  the 
real  problems  and  the  intricacy  and  the  difficulty  of  the  process  of 
teaching  the  three  It's,  reading,  writing,  and  .arithmetic.  It  need  not 
be  emphasized  tliat  this  is  a  very  important  function  of  the  Normal 
School  course. 
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And  finally,  the  General  Assembly  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture most  gracionsl.\-  granted  an  appropriation  of  $26,000  for  a  dormi- 
tory and  residence  hall  for  girls.  The  location  of  this  building  is  al- 
ready staked  out,  and  the  excavation  for  the  same  will  soon  begin. 
AVith  this  building,  wliieh  is  to  contain  a  reception  parlor  and  a 
library,  where  the  hooks  will  be  placed  so  kindly  donated  to  the  school 
by  Mrs.  Samuel  A.  Baer.  the  library  of  Dr.  Baer,  so  long  and  kindly 
remembered  as  the  Assistant  Principal  of  this  school,  this  State  Nor- 
mal School  can  serve  the  interests  of  AYestern  Maryland  in  a  much 
greater  degree.

Financial  Statkm knt. 

We  are  now  receiving  annually  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Frost- 
burg Normal  School,  $10,000  from  the  State.  This  year  we  have  twice 
as  many  Seniors  as  last  year.  The  completion  of  the  dormitory  by 
next  fall  will  surely  add  still  further  increases  to  our  alreadx'  rapidly 
increasing-  number  of  students.  And  it  is  not  necessary  to  state  that 
the  dormitory  will  necessitate  an  increase  in  our  annual  appropriation. 

The  chemical  laboratory  is  handicapped  by  the  fact  that  we  have 
only  one  laboratory  table  for  tlie  chemical  laboratory  experiments  for 
a  class  of  thirty-two  students.  This,  of  course,  necessitates  dividing 
the  class  into  two  parts  and  sending  the  class  down  in  two  sections. 
This  also,  of  course,  necessitates  taking  twice  as  much  time  from  the 
class  room  teacher.  A  new  chemical  laboratory  table  like  the  one  we 
already  have  would  therefore  be  desirable  as  well  as  economical.  "When 
this  is  put  in  sojue  chemical  hoods  should  also  be  installed,  as  we  have 
none  at  all  in  the  laboratory  at  present,  and  the  fumes  from  the  ex- 
periments in  Chemistry  occasionally  are  an  inconvenience  and  unless 
most  extraordinary  care  is  exercised  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  of 
Chemistry. 

The  statistics  in  this  report  tell  the  story  of  the  growth  of  the 
school.     We  do  not  believe  there  is  a  school  supported  by  the  State 
that  is  giving  a  greater  dividend  on  the  money  invested. 
The  Spirit  of  titf.  School. 

I  do  not  feel  that  I  would  be  doing  our  faculty  and  the  student 
body  justice  in  closing  without  mentioning  the  splendid  atmosphere 
of  our  school,  borne  in  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  pupils  for  the 
members  of  the  teaching  corps,  and  the  appreciation  of  the  teachers 
for  the  efforts  and  courtesy  of  the  pui)ils  toward  them. 

And  finally,  let  me  express  our  most  hearty  appreciation  of  the  in- 
terest taken  in,  and  the  support  given  our  institution  by  the  members 
of  tlie  State  P>oard  of  Education  and  Dr.  ^l.  Bates  Stephens.

Gentlp:men  : — L  have  the  honor  to  report  that  school  opened  here 
on  the  20th  of  Septemlier.  with  a  capacity  attendance.  The  student 
body  is  encouraging  in  its  attitude  towards  the  ideals  of  the  school  and 
the  type  of  training  for  which  it  stands.  Nearly  all  cheerfully  carry 
their  share  of  the  ^^■ork  and  responsibility. 

The  State  has  generously  increased  the  annual  appropriation  and 
this  has  made  it  possible  to  install,  at  considerable  expense,  modern 
conveniences  in  the  building  for  boys.  The  delay  in  securing  a  larger 
water  supply  has  been  cliieti}'  due  to  the  inability  of  the  contractor  to 
secure  the  soft  coal  for  driving  pur])oses. 

Perhaps  I  may  be  permitted  again  to  urge  the  establishment  here 
of  the  opportunity  to  teach  two  or  three  of  the  most  important  and 
fundamental  trades.  This  will  be  sure  to  increase  largely  the  attend- 
ance and  make  necessary  the  enlargement  of  our  dormitory  accom- 
modations. 

Experience  in  operating  the  farm  indicates  that  more  vegetables 
should  be  raised ;  that  a  larger  portion  of  the  farm  should  l^e  sown  to 
grass  and  allowed  to  rest;  and  tluit  less  corn  and  small  grain  crops 
should  be  grown. 

Tt  is  very  pleasant  to  be  a1)le  to  say  that  our  graduates  have  no 
difficulty  in  securing  positions  and  tilling  them  competently.  It  may 
interest  the  friends  of  the  school  to  know  that  one  county,  through  its 
supervisor,  has  asked  already  for  all  students  graduating  in  the  class 
of  1917.  Thej^  receive  their  training  under  conditions  which  make 
the  transition  from  student  here  to  teacher  in  the  rural  school  a 
normal  and  easy  process  and  they  are  undoubtedly  happier  in  their 
work  than  is  possible  for  many  of  our  city-bred  and  city-trained 
teachers.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR,  H.  H.  MURPHY. 

Ocean  City,  Maryland,  September  12,  1916.

Dear  Sir  : — -A  financial  report  and  a  statement  of  the  work  done  at 
the  State  Snmmer  School  are  herein  presented  to  yon. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  State  Board  the  same  plan 
of  organization  was  followed  as  the  plan  of  the  preceding  year.  The 
plan  was  so  arranged  that  the  correlation  between  theory  and  prac- 
tice would  be  made  clear  to  the  inexperienced  teacher. 

The  following  essentials  were  emphasized : 

1.  A  knowledge  of  the  general  problems  of  administration  which  will 
confront  the  rural  school  teacher. 

2.  A  conception  of  rules  and  plans  of  disciplining  a  group  of  children 
in  such  a  way  as  to  make  the  educational  programs  a  success. 

3.  The  knowledge  of  the  most  scientific  way  of  presenting  the  subject 
matter  to  the  pupil  or  a  supply  of  good  methods  for  the  elementary 
branches. 

4.  An  opportunity  to  observe  an  experienced  teacher  perform  the  task 
of  connecting  "curriculum  and  child"  in  actual  schoolroom  work. 

5.  An  understanding  of  the  principles  which  explain  the  behavior  of 
adults  and  children  in  order  to  be  able  to  utilize  the  natural  powers 
of  child  in  the  teaching  process. 

We  again  found  the  people  of  Ocean  City  willing  to  co-operate  in 
the  plans  for  the  school,  and  the  children  of  the  city  were  organized 
into  an  observation  school  composed  of  the  first  five  elementary  grades. 

The  average  attendance  at  the  school  was  26,  and  not  only  did  the 
work  benefit  the  student  observers  but  the  pupils  of  the  school  showed 
that  they  had  learned  much  by  their  six  weeks'  course. 

The  early  beginning  of  the  school,  on  June  19,  conflicted  with 
commencement  programs  and  teachers'  examinations.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  excuse  some  pupils  for  late  entrance.  Although  the  work  of 
the  first  week  was  thus  interfered  with,  yet  the  average  attendance 
from  the  50  students  enrolled  was  47.4,  or  about  95  per  cent  attend- 
ance.   This  is  one  evidence  of  the  earnest  application  to  their  work. 

In  the  absence  of  "scales"  to  measure  the  efficiency  of  pedagogical 
training,  we  cannot  make  a  definite  statement  of  the  value  of  such  a 
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coui'so  to  these  l)egiiiijers.  Our  observation  of  the  students'  reaction, 
however,  makes  us  bold  enougli  to  declare  the  belief  that  the  State 
Board  has  given  a  eonstructive  contribution  to  these  teachers,  and  thus 
indirectly  to  the  children  of  the  State. 

I  am  thankful  to  you  and  the  State  lioard  for  having  been  per- 
mitted to  be  an  agent  in  this  work.

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TEACHERS'  RETIREMENT  FUND. 

Provisiou  was  made,  in  1902,  for  a  straight-out  annual  pension 
of  $200  to  be  paid  all  teachers,  irrespective  of  financial  ability, 
who,  having  reached  the  age  of  sixty,  had  taught  in  the  schools 
of  the  Sitat«  twenty-five  years,  and  were  disqualified  for  further 
service.  Within  three  years  it  became  evident  that  the  financial 
burden  involved  was  more  than  the  State  could  afford.  The  law- 
was  accordingly  an)ended  to  provide  that  pensions  should  be  paid 
to  those  only  who  were  "without  other  means  of  comfortable 
support.'*'  On  this  basis,  the  sum  required  increased  to  $28,000 
in  1914,  the  total  number  of  teachers  drawing  pensions  being 
161.  The  law  has  been  administered  with  great  care,  but  the 
entire  question  of  teachers'  pensions  needs  to  be  re-studied.  The 
present  provision,  while  relieving  certain  individuals,  cannot  be 
regarded  as  a  final  solution.  There  is  good  reason  to  believe  that 
no  non-contributory  pension  system  on  a  large  scale  is  either  wise 
or  feasible.     [The  Survey  of  1916 — p.  135.] 

The  new  law  makes  only  one  or  two  minor  changes  in  the  sections 
directing  the  establishment  and  administration  of  the  Teachers'  Re- 
tirement Fund:  and,  in  publishing  the  following  list  of  participants 
in  that  fund,  together  with  the  law  regulating  the  composition  of  the 
list,  the  State  Superintendent  wishes  heartily  to  second  the  last  state- 
ment quoted  above  from  the  Survey.  It  is  probable  that  the  present 
list  could,  in  the  interests  of  justice  both  to  the  taxpayer  and  the 
teacher,  undergo  considerable  revision ;  but  the  prime  necessity  is  a 
thoroughgoing  study  of  the  pension  question,  out  of  which  might  rea- 
sonably be  expected  to  emerge  belief,  founded  on  experience  and  prac- 
tice, of  the  necessity  of  introducing  a  contributory  element  into  the 
law,  as  is  now  the  case,  for  instance,  both  in  the  Baltimore  City  and 
the  Baltimore  County  systems.  Such  a  study  the  State  Superintend- 
ent hopes  to  organize  at  the  first  opportunity. 

The  Law  Go\t:rning  Teachers'  Retirement  Fund. 
(Ch.  506,  Acts  of  1916.) 

62.  ^lienever  any  person  in  this  State  has  taught  in  any  of  the 
public  or  normal  schools  thereof  twenty-five  years,  and  has  reached 
the  age  of  sixty  years,  and  his  or  her  record  as  such  teacher  has  been 
without  reproach,  and  by  reason  of  physical  or  mental  disability  or 
infirmity  is  unable  to  teach  longer,  and  who.  moreover,  is  without  the 
means  of  comfortable  support,  such  person  may  lay  his  or  her  case 
before  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools,  supported  by  the  recom- 
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mendatioii  of  the  County  Board  of  Education  of  the  county  in  which 
such  person  lias  last  taught,  and  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools 
shall  proe-eed  to  consider  the  same,  and  if  the  facts  are  found  as  above 
stated  such  person  shall  be  i>laced  on  a  list,  to  be  known  as  the  "Teach- 
ers' Retired  List,"  and  every  person  so  placed  on  this  list  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  a  pension  from  the  State  of  two  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  to  be  paid  quarterly  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  so  long"  as  such  pensioner  is  without  other  means  of  com- 
fortable support,  and  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  may  in  ex- 
traordinary cases  waive  the  age  limit  as  herein  designated.  Provided, 
however,  the  applicant  has  all  the  other  qualifications  as  herein  speci- 
fied. The  Treasurer  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  shall,  on  or  be- 
fore the  last  day  of  September,  December.  March  and  June  of  each 
year,  certify  to  the  C'oinptroller  the  sum  of  money  necessary  for  the 
payment  of  said  pensions  for  the  current  quarter  as  provided  by  this 
section,  and  the  (,'omptroller,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the 
months  of  January,  March,  June  and  October,  issue  his  warrant  on  the 
Treasurer  of  the  State  in  favor  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education  for  the  amount  so  certified.  On  receipt  of  the  warrant  of 
the  Comptroller,  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Maryland  shall  im- 
mediately pay  the  amount  due  on  said  dates  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education.

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THE  1916  SUMMER  COURSES  OF  THE 
JOHNS  HOPKINS  UNIVERSITY. 

Dr.  Edward  F.  Buchner,  Director. 

From  their  beginning  in  1911,  the  Summer  Courses  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  have  held  a  ver.y  close  relation  to  the  educational 
activities  and  needs  of  Maryland.  The  inauguration  of  summer 
instruction  came  in  response,  in  part,  to  the  desire  of  the  head  of  the 
State  system  for  local  opportunities  for  school  officers  and  teachers  to 
secure  special  training.  And  each  succeeding  session  has  received  the 
benefit  of  the  interpretation  of  the  important  pedagogical  needs  of 
State  and  counties  by  their  various  officers.  The  school  survey  of  .1915 
and  the  legislation  consequent  upon  it,  gave  further  interpretation  to 
these  needs.  Indeed,  the  new  school  law  put  new  life  and  meaning 
into  the  work  of  those  pursuing  the  summer  courses.  Necessity  com- 
pelling the  completion  and  announcement  of  tlie  plans  for  the  session 
before  the  enactment  of  the  "school  survey"  bill  into  the  law  which 
went  into  effect  June  1.  1916,  the  University  with  a  mind  to  aid  the 
newer  needs  of  the  revised  system,  added  several  courses  before  the 
opening  of  the  session.  The  sixth  session  was  held  from  July  5  to 
August  15. 

Courses  of  instruction,  of  six  weeks'  duration,  were  given  in  the 
twenty-one  subjects  of  Biology,  Chemistry,  Domestic  Art,  Domestic 
Science,  Economics,  Education,  English  Composition,  English  Litera- 
ture, French,  Geography,  German,  History,  Latin,  Manual  Training, 
Mathematics,  Penmanship,  Physics,  Playground  and  Recreation,  Poli- 
tics, Psychology,  Spanish,  and  in  training  School  Attendance  officers. 
Three  new  departments  of  work  were  added  to  those  made  available  in 
the  session  of  1915. 

Courses  Offered. 

The  range  of  the  work  accomplished  and  especially  the  programs 
of  study  which  the  State  teachers  could,  by  election,  arrange  for 
themselves  are  best  indicated  by  a  list  of  tlie  different  courses.  This 
included:  Botany.  Zoology,  Organic  Chemistry,  Advanced  Inorganic 
Chemistry,  Inorganic  Reactions  and  Inorganic  Preparations,  Quanti- 
tative Analysis,  Household  and  Textile  Chemistiy,  Introduction  to 
General  Chemistry ;  Textiles  and  Clothing,  Elementary  Clothing ;  Ad- 
vanced Cookery,  Elementarj^  Cookery,  Methods  of  Teaching  Domestic 
Science ;  The  Money  Market  and  the  European  War,  Social  Reforms, 
Public  Finance;  The  Administration  of  Secondary  Education,  Ex- 
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])erimental  Education,  Secondary  School  Teaching,  Educational 
Psychology,  The  Theory  aiid  Practice  of  Teaching  in  the  Graininai- 
(iradcs,  Tlu-  Tlicoiy  and  Practice  of  Tcacliing  in  the  Primary  (Jrjidcs. 
The  Teaching  of  English  in  the  Klciiicntaiy  School.  The  Teaching  of 
Arithmetic  and  Ilistorv-  in  the  Elementary  School.  Supervision  of 
Graded  Schools,  Supervision  of  Rural  Schools.  ^lethods  in  the  Rural 
School,  A  Rural  Demonstration  School,  The  Principles  of  Elementary 
Teaching.  School  IManagenient  and  School  Law,  Training  School  At- 
tendance Otiicers  and  Social  Workers;  Description  and  NaiTation. 
Theme-writing,  Elements  of  English  Composition,  English  Grammar, 
Tennyson's  "'Idylls  of  the  King."  Shakespeare's  Tragedies.  History 
of  the  English  Language,  History  of  English  Literature  (1600-1775;  : 
the  P>ench  Theatre  in  the  Seventeenth  Century.  Readings  in  French. 
Elements  of  French;  Physical  and  Economic  Geography;  Swabian 
and  Austrian  Poets  in  the  first  half  of  the  Nineteenth  Century.  Two 
Epochs  in  German  Language  and  Style.  Von  Kleist's  "Werke,''  Read- 
ings in  German,  Elements  of  German ;  Pan-American  Relations. 
American  History  (1848-1877),  American  History-  to  1783,  Europ- 
ean History  since  1815,  Greek  History;  Livy  (Books  21-22),  Virgil's 
"Aeneid;"  Bench  work  in  wood  and  Mechanical  Drawing,  Elemen- 
tary Manual  Training,  Hand-work  for  Teachers  of  Backward  and  De- 
fective Children;  Higher  Algebra,  Theory  of  Functions.  Analytic 
Geometry,  Teachers'  Course  iu  Secondary  Mathematics;  Penmanship 
(including  methods  in  teaching)  ;  Selected  Topics  in  the  ^Mathematical 
Theory  of  Electricity.  Radio-activity.  Wave-motions  (Sound  and 
Light),  Electricity  and  Magnetism,  Teachers'  Course  iu  General 
Physics;  Playground  and  Recreation  (singing-games,  folk-dances  and 
athletic  games)  ;  International  Law,  Municipal  Government:  Experi- 
mental Psychology,  The  Affective  Processes,  Introduction  to  General 
Psychology- ;  Readings  in  Spanish,  Elementary  Spanish. 

The  instruction  given  in  these  seventy-six  courses  was  so  graded  as 
to  provide  directly  for  the  needs  of  teachers  in  the  various  subjects,  in 
light  of  their  previous  training  such  as  that  represented  by  gradua- 
tion from  college,  normal  school  and  high  school,  or  less.  Provision 
was  also  made  to  meet  the  legal  requirements  of  those  pei*sons  who  had 
never  taught  and  desired  the  minimum  preparation  in  pedagogical 
training.  By  proper  selection  of  lines  of  work,  teachers  and  those  in 
training  as  teachers  were  enabled  to  secure  special  knowledge  of  sub- 
ject-matter and  of  method  in  nearly  all  the  branches  appearing  in  the 
elementary  and  secondary  courses  of  study.  The  formal  instruction 
in  the  courses  was  aided  by  the  daily  conference  hours  of  the  members 
of  the  faculty.  These  conference  hours  were  primarily  dedicated  to 
the  summer  students  as  individuals.  At  these  periods  each  person  was 
especially  privileged  to  appear  with  individual  problems  and  difficul- 
ties and  to  seek  freely  all  the  assistance  necessary  to  meet  them.  So 
vitalizing  were  these  periods,  that,  in  a  few  instances,  they  developed 
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into  high!}'  specialized,  though  brief  courses.  So  far  as  possible,  all 
instruction  was  made  concrete.  The  the  laboratories,  museums,  and 
libraries,  were  added  two  demonstration  schools.  Special  efforts  were 
made  to  bring  the  instruction  and  demonstration  to  the  point  where 
they  would  be  of  most  service  to  the  State  system  of  schools.  The  re- 
port of  the  School  Survey  and  the  new  school  law  were  used  by  each 
member  of  the  faculty  as  a  means  of  making  the  work  of  the  summer 
carry  over  into  the  school  system  of  the  year  to  follow.  It  is  no  un- 
favorable comparison  to  ]-ecord  that  the  1916  session  excelled  all 
previous  sessions  in  yielding  evidence,  from  students  and  faculty  alike, 
of  a  most  determined  effort  to  attain  both  a  high  level  of  achievement 
while  the  work  was  in  progress  and  a  definite  transfer  of  its  values  into 
school  situations. 

The  F.\ci:lty. 

The  University  continued  its  policy  of  having  its  summer  faculty 
cx)mprise  representatives  of  other  institutions  and  school  systems  both 
within  and  without  the  State,  and  representatives  of  its  own  depart- 
ments. All  members  of  the  staff  of  35  instructors  and  assistants  (nine 
of  whom  were  women)  joined  most  enthusiastically  in  endeavoring  to 
realize  the  hopes  of  the  University  as  affecting  the  summer  session.

The  labors  of  the  members  of  the  staff  were  ably  seconded  by  the  aid 
rendered  by  the  library  and  laboratory  assistants,  who  facilitated  the 
use  of  the  available  material  of  instruction. 

The  University  and  the  New  ScHOOii  Law. 

Special  mention  .should  be  made  of  several  features  of  the  summer 
Avork  which  indicate  the  extent  to  which  the  University  is  now  pre- 
pared to  cooperate  with  the  State  in  making  both  the  letter  and  the 
spirit  of  the  new  school  law  more  effective.  These  features  are  the 
graduate  instruction,  the  establishment  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  open  to  men  and  women,  the  two  demonstration  schools,  and 
the  special  provision  for  the  training  of  school  attendance  officers. 

Graduate  instruction  in  the  summer  was  introduced  in  the  1915 
session,  under  the  provision  that  it  could  be  offered  in  meeting  the 
requirements  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  The  certificat^ing 
feature  of  the  new  school  law  presents  the  legal  requirement  of  a 
minimum  amount  of  graduate  work  for  a  number  of  the  highest  grades 
of  certificates.  Maryland  teachers  can  now'  find  in  their  home  State 
opportunities  for  qualifying  for  these  certificates. 

Other  certificates  named  in  the  law  mention  college  graduation, 
or  the  equivalent,  as  specific  requirement.  The  new  baccalaureate 
degree,  being  open  to  men  and  women  and  towards  which  summer 
work  is  credited,  brings  to  a  larger  number  of  teachers  a  new  oppor- 
tunity for  promoting  their  academic  and  professional  advancement. 
The  regulation  of  the  matriculation  and  graduation  requirements  of 
the  degree  were  announced  just  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  session, 
thereby  enabling  many  persons  to  elect  courses  with  reference  to  this 
goal,  some  of  whom  also  matriculated  as  candidates. 

The  rural  demonstration  school  of  twenty-three  rural  children, 
under  the  direction  of  Assistant  Superintendent  Lathrop,  assisted  by 
Miss  Bessie  G.  Reiuhold,  again  showed  its  special  value  in  training 
rural  teachers  for  more  efficient  service.  The  marked  recognition  of 
the  place  and  function  of  supervision  in  a  school  system,  found  in  the 
new  school  law,  gave  occasion  for  special  work  in  rural  school  super- 
vision under  Clarence  G.  Cooper,  and  graded  school  supervision  under 
Dr.  Abby  P.  Lelaud  and  Miss  Anna  Brochhausen.  The  latter  course 
Avas  provided  for  at  the  opening  of  the  session  in  response  to  a  special 
demand  on  the  part  of  teachers  in  attendance,  and  chiefly  through  the 
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generous  devotion  of  the  two  instimctors  "wlio  conducted  it.  Through 
the  timely  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  Balti- 
more, who  had  already  extensively  shared  in  the  plans  for  the  session, 
a  Demonstration  Class,  of  the  6-A  grade,  comprising  thirty  boys  and 
girls,  mostly  from  the  city's  vacation  schools,  was  organized  and  made 
available  for  demonstration  purposes.  The  success  of  this  additional 
means  of  giving  a  concrete  basis  to  the  work  of  teaching  was  largely 
due  to  the  admirable  industry  and  cooperation  of  Miss  IMatilda  Srager, 
of  New  York  City,  who  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  class  as  teacher. 

Through  the  generous  cooperation  of  The  Alliance  of  Charitable 
and  Social  Agencies  of  Baltimore  and  the  leadership  of  The  Mary- 
land Children's  Aid  Society,  provision  was  made  for  a  course  of 
instruction  and  extended  field  practice  designed  to  train  persons  to 
whom  might  be  assigned  in  the  several  counties  the  official  duties  of 
school  attendance  officer.  This  is  a  post  created  in  the  new  school  law, 
and  is  well  regarded  as  a  central,  local  factor  in  the  proper  adminis- 
tration of  that  section  of  the  law  which  brings  for  the  first  time  com- 
pulsory school  attendance  into  the  State  system.  Pioneer  work  had 
to  be  undertaken  in  the  effort  to  give  instruction  in  educational  topics 
and  training  in  dealing  with  such  social  situations  as  would  probably 
arise  in  administering  the  school  attendance  feature  of  the  law.  The 
course  given  included,  daily,  a  lecture  followed  by  an  hour's  confer- 
ence and  two  hours  of  field  work  for  training  in  dealing  with  typical 
"cases."  George  L.  Jones  and  Miss  Alda  L.  Armstrong,  of  the  Mary- 
land Children's  Aid  Society,  were  ably  assisted  by  Miss  Theo 
Jacobs,  of  the  Federated  Charities  of  Baltimore,  and  the  following 
lecturers,  each  of  whom  cooperated  generously  in  developing  the  pro- 
gram of  special  topics:  Dr.  George  E.  Barnett,  Dr.  William  Burdick, 
Dr.  C.  Macfie  Campbell,  William  H.  Davenport,  Judge  Frank  I.  Dun- 
can, Roscoe  C.  Edlund.  Supt.  Leon  C.  Faulkner.  Supt.  John  T.  Hersh- 
ner,  Dr.  C.  Hampson  Jones,  Miss  Katharine  A.  Pritchett,  Dr.  James 
W.  Magruder  and  Dr.  George  Walker.  The  enthusiastic  pursuit  of 
the  course  by  a  large  number  of  school  attendance  officers  and  social 
workers  gave  ample  evidence  that  this  piece  of  pioneering  in  train- 
ing this  class  of  educational  officers  for  their  specific  duties  was 
blazing  a  new  trail  in  summer  school  work.  And,  also,  as  in  many 
other  courses,  it  was  the  immediate  needs  of  Maryland  that  were  the 
controlling  factors. 

The  Students. 

The  enrollment  of  students  was  five  hundred  ninety-five,  an  in- 
crease of  forty  per  cent  over  the  attendance  in  1915.  One  hundred 
sixty-three,  or  over  twenty-seven  per  cent,  were  men,  and  four  hundred 
thirty-two,  or  nearly  seventy-three  per  cent,  were  women.  The  num- 
ber of  graduate  students  was  nearly  double  that  of  1915.  Twenty- 
two  per  cent  of  the  students  held  academic  or  professional  degrees, 
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representing  seventy-two  universities,  colleges,  and  normal  schools. 
Ten  per  cent  were  undergraduate  students  in  colleges  seeking  to  ad- 
vance their  standing  or  to  make  up  deficiences  in  their  work.  Over 
seventy-eight  per  cent  of  the  students  included  state,  county,  and  city 
supei-intendents.  professors  in  universities,  colleges,  and  normal 
schools,  principals  and  teachers  in  training  schools,  supervisoi-s  and 
teachers  in  elementary  schools,  both  public  and  private,  attendance 
orticei-s.  and  persons  in  training  for  teaching.  Sixty-six,  or  over  eleven 
per  cent,  attended  the  two  courses  especially  designed  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Maryland  law  specifying  the  minimum  pedagogical 
training  during  six  weeks.  The  marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
educational  officers  and  teachers  may  be  taken  as  evidence  of  the 
quality  of  service  which  the  courses  are  rendering  to  those  who  are 
dealing  with  the  newer  problems  in  education.  Seventeen  other  oc- 
cupations had  representatives  among  the  students  to  the  extent  of  five 
per  cent,  wiiile  six  i^er  cent  were  not  engaged  in  any  vocational  pur- 
suit. The  industry  of  these  students  is  clearly  shown  by  the  election 
of  the  number  of  courses.  One  course  was  pursued  by  sixteen  per 
cent,  two  courses  by  twenty-nine  per  cent,  three  courses  by  forty-nine 
per  cent,  and  four  coui*ses  by  six  per  cent.  As  in  former  years,  each 
course  met  daily,  five  days  a  week  throughout  the  session,  included 
special  preparation,  outside  work,  and  a  final  examination. 

The  geographical  distribution  of  the  students  in  attendance  showed 
again  that  '"the  original  purpose  of  the  University,  in  arranging  op- 
portunities for  summer  study  for  the  benefit  of  those  engaged  in  edu- 
cational work  in  ]\laryland,  is  being  increasingly  realized."  Twenty 
States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  had  representatives  among  the 
students.  Five  hundred,  or  over  eighty-six  per  cent,  however,  were 
representatives  of  ^Maryland.  Three  hundred  seventy-nine,  or  nearly 
sixty-four  per  cent,  represented  the  counties,  and  one  hundred  thirty- 
five,  or  nearly  twenty -three  per  cent,  were  representatives  of  Balti- 
more. For  the  second  time,  every  county  in  Maryland  had  at  least  one 
representative  among  the  student  body ;  one  county,  however,  not  hav- 
ing a  teacher  as  its  single  representative.  Over  fifty-seven  per  cent 
of  those  in  attendance  were  teachers  in  twenty-two  of  the  counties.

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SrKCiAL  Features. 

The  summer  ^vol•k  at  the  I^niversity  has  been  marked  by  a  splendid 
type  of  cooperation,  both  individual  and  institutional,  which  has  con- 
tinued and  widened  from  session  to  session.  The  session  of  1916  was 
marked  by  the  assistance  of  the  Baltimore  Board  of  School  Commis- 
sioners, the  Peabody  Conservatory  of  Music,  the  Children's  Play- 
ground Association  (Inc.")  of  Baltimore  City,  the  Carnegie  Endow- 
ment for  International  Peace,  the  Alliance  of  Charitable  and  Social 
Agencies  and  several  constituent  organizations,  the  Palmer  Penman- 
ship Company,  and  the  Dulany-Vernay  Company.  The  Peabody 
Conservator}'  of  Music,  which  held  its  fifth  session  at  the  same  time, 
opened  its  course  on  the  history  of  music  to  University  students,  and 
provided  special  music  at  the  public  lectures  and  recitals.  The  labors 
of  Mr.  Frederick  R.  Huber.  Director,  and  other  members  of  the  Pea- 
body summer  courses,  resulted  in  many  pleasant  hours,  which  were 
highly  appreciated. 

The  opening  reception  of  the  University  and  the  Conservatory  ses- 
sions was  held  on  Friday,  July  7th.  in  the  Peabody  Art  Gallery,  and 
the  closing  reception  on  Friday.  August  6th,  in  McCoy  Hall.  The  re- 
ception to  the  two  summer  faculties  was  given  by  the  directors  at  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Club.  Wednesday  evening,  July  5th.  The  series  of 
evening  recitals,  lectures,  and  Sunday  afternoon  recitals  was  as 
follows :

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AGRICULTURE  IN  THE  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

By  Professor  J.  E.  Metzger,  Director. 

Seventeen  State-aided  high  schools  maintained  courses  of  instruc- 
tion in  secondary  agriculture  during  the  school  year  of  1915-1916. 
These  courses  range  from  the  general  topic  study  covered  in  one  year 
to  the  extended  course  pursued  throughout  the  four  years.  A  num- 
ber of  high  schools  that  are  not  on  the  State-aided  list  are  offering 
courses  in  agriculture,  ranging  from  one  to  two  years.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  the  agricultural  schools  are  well  distributed 
geographically.  Eleven  of  them  are  in  Western  Shore  localities,  and 
six  of  them  are  in  the  comparatively  smaller  section  of  the  State 
knoAvn  as  the  Eastern  Shore.  However,  only  fourteen  of  the  twenty- 
three  counties  have  schools  offering  this  type  of  work. 

The  enrollment  of  pupils  receiving  instruction  in  agriculture  in 
these  schools  is  464.  This  represents  42  per  cent  of  the  total  enroll- 
ment of  high  school  students  in  these  schools.  It  is  also  an  increase  in 
the  enrollment  over  the  number  reported  for  the  preceding  year  of  32 
per  cent.  With  a  few  exceptions,  the  students  represent  boys  and 
girls  who  live  on  the  farms.  Only  a  few  of  the  number  reported  live 
in  cities,  although  a  number  of  the  schools  are  located  in  large  centers 
of  population.  This  seems  to  be  a  wholesome  growth  in  the  popularity 
and  usefulness  of  these  departments  in  the  high  schools. 

Viewed  from  its  educational  standpoint,  the  controlling  purpose  in 
the  agricultural  work  in  the  high  schools  of  this  State  has  been  liberal 
rather  than  vocational  in  character.  It  has  been  the  aim  to  make  use- 
ful citizens  in  the  community  as  well  as  to  tit  the  boys  for  practical 
work  on  the  farm.  On  account  of  this  two-fold  purpose,  much  stress 
has  been  laid  upon  the  academic  subjects  of  the  course.  The  agricul- 
tural subjects  have  replaced  for  the  most  part  the  Latin  and  modern 
languages  that  are  ordinarily  taught  in  the  academic  high  school.  The 
mathematics  and  general  science  work  in  the  agricultural  course  are 
much  the  same  as  in  the  academic  course,  except  that  they  have  been 
given  a  decided  agricultural  trend.  In  addition  to  the  regular  class 
instruction  and  laboratory  work  of  the  agricultural  department,  there 
is  a  definite  movement  toward  the  development  of  the  home  project 
work.  The  plan  pursued  in  promoting  this  new  phase  of  the  school 
work  has  been  to  require  of  each  student,  in  connection  with  his  course 
in  agriculture,  a  definite  project  to  be  performed  on  his  home  farm. 
This  work  receives  the  joint  supeiwision  of  the  parent  and  the  agricul- 
tural teacher.  Among  the  projects  that  have  been,  inaugurated  are: 
Records  and  accounts  of  farm  activities;  projects  of  a  productive 
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charjiclf'i-  relating  to  fanii  crops,  market  gardening,  live  stock,  dairy- 
ing, unci  poultry. 

This  type  of  higli  school  work  aims  to  do  two  tilings:  First,  to 
give  tlie  l)oy  an  opportunity  to  put  into  pi'actice  the  things  that  he  has 
learned  in  school,  and  thus  to  make  him  a  producer  on  a  limited  scale ; 
and,  second,  to  secure  a  greater  cooperation  and  sympathy  for  this 
type  of  school  work  from  tiie  i:)atrons.  Teachers  and  sdiool  ofjlcrrs 
should  not  atlctnpt  work  of  this  nature  unless  close  supervision  can  he 
given  to  it  during  the  summer  months.  The  important  thing  to  keep 
in  mind  is  not  tiic  numl)er  of  pupils  who  register  for  project  work,  hut 
the  number  who  actually  complete  their  projects.  To  carry  out  this 
type  of  work,  teachers  must  be  emploj'ed  for  the  entire  year.  At  the 
present  time,  onl.y  a  few  schools  can  profitably  undertake  home  projects 
because  their  agricultural  teachers  are  employed  for  the  school  year 
only.  Ill  the  year  just  <-losed,  four  agricultuial  teachers  were  retained 
during  the  summer  months  to  supervise  the  project  work  in  their  re- 
spective schools.  These  men  were  paid  jointly  by  the  local  school 
boards  and  the  Extension  Division  ot:  the  Maryland  State  College  of 
Agriculture.  The  arrangement  has  proved  quite  satisfactory  on  ac- 
count of  the  benefit  derived  b^^  the  boys  from  having  their  work  super- 
vised, and  because  of  the  uniting  of  the  forces  and  the  minimizing  of 
the  dui:)lication  of  the  club  work  that  has  been  inaugurated  in  the 
State. 

~  The  use  of  school  laud  lias  never  been  an  important  part  of  the 
agricultural  activities  in  the  State.  Only  a  few^  schools  maintain  land 
for  instructional  purposes.  Doubtless  much  good  may  be  realized 
from  the  maintenance  of  school  land,  if  it  is  maintained  as  an  out-of- 
door  laboratory:  and  this  is  true  especially  of  schools  located  in 
smaller  cities  of  the  State.  It  goes  without  saying,  however,  that  land 
used  for  this  purpose  is  not  a  commercial  enterprise.  School  laud  is 
rarely,  if  ever,  self-supporting,  and  like  the  home  project  work,  it  re- 
quires the  attention  of  a  competent  supervisor  throughout  the  sum- 
mer months.  No  school  should  ask  its  teacher  to  use  school  land  ex- 
tensively unless  it  is  willing  to  employ  the  instructor  during  the  sum- 
mer months. 

A  number  of  the  schools  hold  exhibits  of  the  agricultural  work 
done  during  the  year.  In  most  instances,  these  exhibits  represent  the 
joint  etforts  of  the  local  agricultural  department  and  the  -Junior  Club 
work  of  the  Extension  Service  of  the  State  College  of  Agriculture. 
For  the  past  two  years,  the  Frederick  County  Fair  Association  has 
conducted  high  school  judging  contests.  About  one-third  of  the  agri- 
cultural high  schools  of  the  State  have  competed  in  these  contests. 
Contests  develop  community  pride  and  a  spirit  of  loyalty  to  the  efforts 
of  the  school.  In  order  that  the  community  may  receive  an  adequate 
knowledge  and  apijreciation  of  the  work  done,  not  only  the  agricul- 
tural, but  all  other  school  activities  should  be  represented. 
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The  following  is  a  comparative  statemeut  of  the  enrollment  and 
activities  of  the  schools  for  the  fiscal  vear : 
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There  is  still  a  notable  shortage  in  many  of  the  schools  of  the  es- 
sential materials  of  instruction.  Only  a  few  of  the  schools  are 
properly  equipped  in  laboratory  desks,  storage  cabinets,  and  bins  for 
supplies.  Much  of  the  material  and  apparatus  needed  may  be  secured 
from  the  local  dealers  and  at  the  county  fair.  The  agricultural  room 
should  look  agricultural  even  to  the  casual  observer.  This  can  be  done 
only  by  liaving  in  a  useable  condition  an  adequate  supply  of  illustra- 
tive material.  It  should  be  a  part  of  the  work  of  each  department  to 
enlarge  the  permanent  exhibit  each  year  through  a  well  planned  sys- 
tem of  collection,  and  by  exchange  with  schools  in  other  localities. 

One  of  the  first  things  that  must  be  recognized  by  teachers  is  that 
the  mere  manipulation  a,nd  the  handling  of  materials  is  not  necessarily 
effective  teaching.  Doubtless  the  subject  has  suffered  much  in  this  re- 
spect in  tlie  past.  Although  materials  and  devices  of  instruction  are 
essential,  their  use  must  be  governed  wholly  from  the  standpoint  of 
their  effect  upon  the  pupil.  If  they  do  not  reveal  a  purpose  and  stimu- 
late thought  and  expression  upon  the  part  of  the  pupil,  they  are  not 
worth  the  time  and  expense  involved. 
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Although  the  science  of  agriculture  is  not  an  exact  science,  it  is  a 
fundamental  science,  one  in  which  even'  well  trained  (citizen  is  intei-- 
ested.  Jf  it  is  to  retain  its  place  in  the  school  cunieulum,  the  same 
high  character  of  class  room  work  that  marks  the  instrm^tion  in  othci- 
suhjects  must  be  maintained.  The  teacher  may  well  trj'  to  emulate 
the  ideals  set  by  Professor  Palmer  in  his  monograph  on  "The  Ideal 
Teacher."  Ilis  ideal  teacher  would  have  an  already  acquired  wealth, 
he  would  be  master  of  the  subject  matter,  and  have  a  large  margin 
beyond  what  he  could  use  in  the  classroom.  He  would  have  an  apti- 
tude for  vicariousness.  To  him  the  matter  would  be  very  clear  from 
the  pupil's  standpoint.  A  third  quality  suggested  is  that  he  slioukl 
have  ability  to  stimulate  life  through  knowledge.  By  the  way  he  uses 
his  fund  of  knowledge  in  the  classroom  he  gives  more  abundant  life  to 
his  pupils.  Lastly,  this  teachei-  is  willing  to  work  and  to  be  forgotten. 
He  is  not  watehijig  the  dial  of  personal  popularity  and  seeking  com- 
mendation so  persistently  as  to  lose  sight  of  his  subject  and  class  in 
the  glare  of  his  own  glory. 
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REPORT  OF  HOME  DEMONSTRATION  WORK.

Home  Ueuionst ration  Extension  work  was  made  possible  by  an  Act 
of  Congress,  May.  1914.  known  as  the  Smith-Lever  Act.  This  Act 
provides  for  a  nation-wide  system  of  instruction  for  the  farming  popu- 
lation in  agriculture  and  home  economics  outside  of  the  schools  and 
colleges.  The  work  is  conducted  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  cooperating  with  the  land  grant  college  of  the  State. 

The  Home  Demonstration  Extension  work  was  begun  in  Mary- 
land, under  its  present  organization.  May  1,  191.5.  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Miss  Katliarine  A.  Pritchett.  The  purpose  of  the  Home 
Demonstration  Extension  ^Movement  is  to  carry  to  the  girls  and  women 
of  the  rural  districts  insti'uction  in  home  economics  and  allied  subjects. 

Ten  counties  are  now  organized,  each  having  a  home  demonstra- 
tion agent.  Of  the  ten  county  agents,  six  have  specialized  in  home 
economics  work,  graduating  from  the  following  colleges:  Columbia 
University,  Cornell  I^niversity,  Nebraska  University.  Oregon  Agricul- 
tural College,  and  Winthrop  College. 

Local  aid  has  been  raised  through  the  county  school  boards,  except 
in  two  instances.  In  one  instance,  j\Ir.  George  Woolford,  President  of 
the  Eastern  Shore  Trust  Company,  having  learned  of  the  nature  of 
the  work  done  in  other  counties,  called  at  the  office  of  the  State  Home 
Demonstration  Agent  and  offered  the  money  in  behalf  of  the  girls  of 
Dorchester  Count}.  In  the  other  instance,  the  Trustees  of  McDonough 
Institute,  Charles  County,  acting  through  Mr.  R.  L.  Mitchell,  raised 
the  money  for  the  county  home  demonstration  agent's  salary. 

In  Cecil  County  the  women  organized  and  sent  forty-five  repre- 
sentatives to  appear  with  the  State  Home  Demonstration  Agent  before 
the  County  Commissioners  and  the  County  School  Board  in  behalf  of 
raising  the  salary  of  a  woman  county  agent. 

In  Montgomery  Comity  representative  bodies  comprised  of  from 
five  to  twenty-five  women  have  appeared  on  three  different  occasions 
before  the  County  Connnissioners  and  the  School  Superintendent  re- 
questing the  county 's  appropriation  for  a  woman  county  agent. 

In  both  counties  this  action  was  due  to  the  work  done  in  women's 
clubs  which  were  organized  and  conducted  by  the  State  Home  Demom 
stration  Agent  and  her  two  assistants,  also  to  movable  schood  demon- 
strations given  during  the  winter  months. 
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Girls'  Work, 

There  ai-c  now  1472  gii'ls  enrolled  into  duhs  for  the  purposes  of 
studying  Ijoiiio  donionstration  work.  About  three  hundred  of  these 
girls  are  pursuing  successfully  three  a<^tivities.  The  remainder  arp 
engaged  in  two  activities.  The  work  lias  attained  a  much  higher 
standard  this  year  owing  to  a  greater  number  of  trained  agents  on 
the  field,  also  experience  gained  from  last  year's  work,  and  instruction 
received  by  the  county  agents  during  the  County  Agents'  Conference 
held  at  C-ollege  Park  ]\Iay  22-27.  li)16.  inclusive.  During  this  confcr- 
e)ice,  practical  demonstrations  were  given  l)y  specialists  from  the 
^Maryland  State  C'ollege.  State's  Relations  Service,  and  the  Bureau  of 
Chemistry  in  gardening.  ])()ultry  work,  breadmaking.  canning,  jelly- 
ing, and  soup  mixtures. 

The  following  activities  have  lieen  pursued  by  the  girls  during 
1916 : 

Gardeninij :  One-tenth  acreage.    l>eets,  Lima  Beans,  and  Peppers, 

or  one-tenth  acre  of  Kafir  corn  for  poultry  feed. 

Canning:  Including   fruits,    vegetables,    soup    mixtures,    Dixie 

Relish,  and  jelly  making. 

>:<ewing:  Sewing  bag,  cup  towels,  holder.s,  club  cap,  club  apron, 

club  dress,  and  simple  underwear. 

Breadmakiiifj :     Pour  batters  and  yeast  dough. 

Poultry:  In  very  elementary  form. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  of  1916  many  girls  in  the  State 
canned  from  850  to  -150  rontainers  compared  with  50  to  150  containers 
canned  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1915.  Lima  Beans,  Detroit 
Beets,  and  Spanish  Peppers  were  the  required  products.  Quality  was 
emphasized;  variety  was  encouraged. 

Gardening  seemed  almost  an  impossibility  in  the  year  of  1915. 
Only  four  gardens  were  reported  in  the  fall.  AVe  are  glad  to  note  a 
very  decided  change  of  feeling  toward  gardening  work.  This  spring 
five  counties  had  fi-om  thirty-five  to  forty  one-tenth-acre  gardens. 

Poultry  work  was  ])egun  this  spring  and  developed  carefully  and 
slowly.  Many  girls  cared  for  their  mother's  mongi-el  flock,  but  four 
girls  had  pure  bred  eggs  and  have  grown  flocks  averaging  from  seven 
to  fourteen  pure  bred  fowls. 

Bread  Avork  has  been  popular  in  several  of  the  counties.  Bread 
work  and  poultry  cookery  could  he  made  a  success  if  we  had  equip- 
ment with  which  to  i)Ut  on  these  two  projects.  AVe  are  encouraging 
mothers  to  open  their  homes  to  the  girls'  clubs  in  order  that  the  girls 
may  use  the  kitchen  as  a  laboratory.  Tlirough  this  we  gain  two 
l)oints;  first,  it  brings  us  in  closer  contact  with  the  home;  second, 
ac(|uaints  the  girls  with  the  farm  kitchen  as  a  workshop. 
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Dorchester  aud  Frederic-k  Counties  have  accomplished  more  far- 
reacliing  results  than  the  other  counties.  In  both  counties  the  number 
enrolled  and  the  number  reporting  for  the  summer  and  fall  months 
have  varied  by  three  to  five  respectively.  Very  systematic  work  was 
carried  on  with  each  club  and  some  tine  community  meetings  were  the 
outgrowth  of  the  girls'  club  work. 

Women's  Work. 

There  are  constant  demands  from  the  women  for  home  economics 
demonstrations.  The  most  popular  demonstrations  are  ''The  Re- 
arrangement and  Equipment  of  a  Farm  Kitchen,*'  including  the  bar- 
rel water  system.  "The  Value  of  Foods  in  Child  Feeding,"  "The 
Value  of  Household  Cleaning  Materials."  During  the  year  nine 
moveable  schools  varying  in  length  from  two  to  four  days  have  been 
held.  ]\Iany  single  demonstrations  have  been  given  at  Farmers'  In- 
stitutes, and  a  short  course  of  one  week  given  before  the  summer 
school  teachers  of  Garrett  County.  In  January  a  short  course  was 
held  at  the  JNIaryland  State  College. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy-three  women  have  organized  for  definite, 
systematic  study.  Frequent  requests  for  study  courses  are  received 
from  women's  clul>s.  We  liave  been  unable  to  meet  these  calls  owing 
to  the  fact  that  since  July  the  State  Home  Demonstration  Agent  has 
had  no  assistants.  Strengthening  the  organization  and  assisting  and 
supervising  county  agent  work  have  fully  occupied  her  time. 

In  each  of  the  ten  counties  organized  the  girls'  club  work  Avas  ex- 
hibited, in  some  instances,  tlie  girls'  products  were  exhibited  at  the 
(Trange  Fair,  others  at  the  County  Fair.  In  several  instances  the  girls 
and  boys  united  and  held  an  exhibit  independent  of  other  organiza- 
tions. Some  of  these  exhibits  displaj^ed  very  creditable  work  which 
has  done  much  to  place  the  work  on  a  substantial  basis. 

The  Girls'  Home  Demonsti-ation  Booth  at  the  ^Maryland  Horticul- 
tural Exhiliition  was  a  great  success.  A  State  prize  was  offered  for 
gardening,  one  for  the  first-year  canning,  and  one  for  the  second-year 
canning.  The  money  for  these  prizes  was  contributed  by  the  Women's 
Federated  Clubs  and  the  Women's  Civic  League,  of  Baltimore. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  ]\Ir.  H.  E.  AVarner  of  the  Baltimore  Sun, 
the  Baltimore  Sun.  and  nuiny  of  the  business  men  of  Baltimore,  three 
pri/t^-winning  girls  from  each  of  the  ten  counties  were  given  a  trip 
to  Baltimore.  Washington  and  Annapolis.  In  each  city  the  girls  were 
entertained  by  mothers  of  the  Women's  Federation,  the  Women's 
Civic  League,  and  the  Alother's  Congress  of  Washington. 

It  is  encouraging  To  note  that  the  prominent  men  of  the  State  are 
becoming  interested  in  the  education  of  the  home  economics  club  girls. 
Through  the  courtesy  of  ]\Ir.  J.  ( 'ollin  Vincent,  acting  in  behalf  of  the 
Chamber  of  Conmierce  of  Baltimore,  an  educational  fund  has  been 
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started.  H'ifty  dollars  is  now  on  interest.  The  jHirpose  of  this  fund 
is  the  higii  or  noi-uial  ediieation  oi"  deserving  club  girls  wiio  otherwise 
eould  not  continue  theii-  edue;ition  beyond  the  grade  school.  A  club 
member  of"  considerable  promise  of  Frederick  County  is  the  recipient 
of  a  loan  of  $75.00  from  the  business  jnen  of  Frederick  City,  which  is 
to  be  used  to  defray  the  expenses  of  a  six  weeks'  course  at  George  Pea- 
body  College.  The  young  lady  in  question  will  study  gardening,  can- 
ning, and  poultry  liusbandry,  and  the  State  and  County  Agent  hope  to 
have  her  as  a  local  assistant  to  the  County  Agent  in  Frederick  County. 
The  work  in  Maryland  has  been  Avell  received.  ]\Iany  of  the  coun- 
ties seem  pleased  with  the  personality  and  ability  of  the  Women  county 
agents.  I  believe  there  is  no  question  as  to  the  future  development 
and  success  of  the  home  demonstration  in  Maryland. 
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ELEMENTARY  VOCATIONAL  AGRICULTURE  FOR 
MARYLAND  SCHOOLS.

Introductory  Statement. 

The  teaching  of  agriculture  in  the  elemeutary  grades  of  the  public 
schools  is  now  looked  upon  as  being  fundamentally  important.  The 
fact  that  the  great  bulk  of  the  pupils  never  get  beyond  the  elementar>' 
grades  emphasizes  this  importance  and  makes  it  necessary  that  tl-e 
agricultural  instruction  be  vocational  in  character  and  be  applicable 
to  the  community  farming  conditions. 

With  a  view  of  meeting  such  a  need  in  the  ^Maryland  schools  the 
State  Department  of  Education,  the  Maryland  Agricultural  College. 
and  the  States'  Relations  Service  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture entered  into  an  agreement  in  the  month  of  October,  1914,  to  make 
a  study  of  the  school  and  agricultural  conditions  of  the  State  and  pre 
pare  a  course  in  elementary  agriculture  based  upon  the  results  of 
such  a  study. 

Plan  of  the  Publication. 

In  the  publication  as  completed  and  published  the  lesson  topics  are 
presented  after  a  monthly  sequence  plan.  It  is  hoped  that  by  present- 
ing the  lessons  in  the  subject  of  agriculture  at  the  time  the  princuples 
in  these  lessons  are  practiced  or  should  be  practiced  on  the  farms  of  a 
community,  two  things  may  be  accomplished;  namely,  the  classroom 
work  may  be  greatly  vitalized  by  having  timely  material  at  hand  for 
practical  work  and  the  things  that  are  best  to  do  on  the  community 
farms  are  taught  at  the  time  they  should  be  done.  Although  tlie  les- 
sons are  developed  quite  fully,  references  are  made  to  the  text  boolcs 
used  in  the  State  and  to  the  ]!)ublications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  ^laryland  Agricultural  Experiment  Station.  The 
attention  of  the  teachers  of  the  State  is  called  to  these  references  as  a 
suitable  reading  course  in  agriculture. 

The  practical  exercises  in  connection  ^^ith  each  lesson  provide  for 
home  observation,  visits  to  observe  special  farm  operations,  community 
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surveys,  aiul  home  orClnl)  ])ro.i('<'ts.  it  is  iii-f^fd  that  tho  teachers  em- 
phasize the  practieal  work.  ;is  this  is  iinportftiit  in  ^iviii^  vitality  to  the 
classroom  instruction. 

In  connection  with  each  k'sson  topie  eon-elation  exercises  are  sug- 
gested. These  are  intended  to  indicate  how  the  teacher  may  take  ad- 
vantage of  tlie  experiences  and  problems  of  the  pupils  in  their  practi- 
cal work  to  give  vitality  to  the  subjects  of  Englisli.  arithinetie,  geogra- 
phy, history,  drawing  and  the  like. 

PUBLISIJIXG  AND  DiSTKIBUI'IXG  TllK  ^1aTI:KIAL. 

The  course  in  elementaiy  vocational  agrieulture  as  descrilied  in 
the  foregoing  includes  work  for  nine  school  months,  September  to 
May.  The  Maryland  Agricultural  College  had  it  published.  Copies 
in  any  quantity  are  available.  County  Boards  of  Education  sliould 
provide  themselves  witli  sufficient  number  to  place  a  copy  in  the  hands 
of  each  pupil  of  the  grades  studying  agriculture.  The  charge  is  a 
nominal  one,  being  the  absolute  cost  of  printing.  Counties  that  have 
not  adopted  a  text-book  should  consider  the  advisability  of  using  this 
course  as  it  is  applicable  to  ^laryland  conditions  and  the  cost  of  the 
publication  as  compared  with  other  texts  is  insigniticant.  3Iany  of  the 
counties  of  the  State  have  adopted  the  w^ork  for  their  schools  and  the 
first  issue  of  10,000  copies  is  practically  exhausted.  Reports  thus  far 
received  from  teachers  indicate  that  it  is  being  used  with  considerable 
success. 
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THE  PUBLIC  ATHLETIC  LEAGUE. 

Reports  op  the  Director  Showing  the  League's  Operations  in  the 
County  Schools  in  1915-1916.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Public  Athletic  Leagiie  herewith  reports  its  activi- 
ties in  connection  with  State-wide  athletics  during  the  school  year 
1915-1916. 

Maryland  undertook  a  program  of  "preparedness"  when  it  es- 
tablished athletics  by  its  appropriation  in  March,  1914 — before  the 
Great  AVar,  for  athletics  are  "the  vigorous,  social  jigliting  plays  of 
youth."  When  James  said  in  1911  there  must  be  "moral  equivalents 
of  war."  the  League  claimed  that  athletics  could  furnish  these 
equivalents  and  secure  the  qualities  that  men  must  have  and  which 
usually  came  from  war.  It  argued  that  war  had  values  for  the  race 
just  as  savagery  or  its  qualities  have  a  place  in  the  life  of  the  boy  of 
nine  years  but  that  it  was  a  passing  stage  in  his  development.  It  be- 
lieved that  the  games  and  contests  of  boys  and  girls  from  10-18  years 
could  stimulate  the  growth  of  the  qualities  that  battles  produce  and 
that  adult  life  could  slougli  off  war  as  the  frog  does  its  tail  in  its. 
development  from  a  tadpole.  There  is  a  fascination  about  athletics 
like  that  of  the  struggle  between  nations  and  one  sees  the  same  hero 
worship,  enthusiasms  and  thrills  without  the  savagery,  intolerance  and 
cruelty''  of  real  war.  This  is  true  because  athletics  glorify  the  physical 
values  of  strength,  force  and  power  and  develop  and  depend  upon  the 
best  trained  bodies.  In  fact,  present  da}'  plans  of  universal  service, 
that  are  wise,  plan  only  for  this  hygienic  training  during  the  school 
life  at  least  to  18  years.  Scientifically  arranged,  physical  education  for 
every  child  based  upon  an  individual  medical  examination  should  be 
the  foundation  of  an  intellectual  education  and  is  the  real  prepared- 
ness the  Nation  must  have.  Athletics  also  call  for  the  heatlien  virtues 
of  courage,  bravery  and  endurance.  Opportunities  are  given  for  the 
development  of  such  qualities  without  the  dangers  to  life  or  the  perils 
of  brutality.     The  boy  learns  the  values  of  discipline,  obedience  and 
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order  moro  easily  and  inoi-M  williiigl.y  at  twflvf  from  the  captain  of 
his  team  or  from  his  r-oach  than  he  may  ever  leai-ii  if  this  education  is 
neglected  during  the  age  of  habit  formation.  The  regard  for  author- 
ity and  the  majesty  of  rules  is  never  again  liki,-  it  is  during  pubescence. 
Beyond  this,  between  twelve  and  eighteen  is  the  golden  time  to  learn 
from  games  and  team  play  allegiance,  patriotism  and  loyalty  to 
loyalty. 

The  Legislature  not  only  renewed  but  also  incieased  its  appro- 
pi-iation  to  $5,000  for  the  next  two  years  so  that  tlirough  your  kind 
cooperation  we  are  planning  for  Avork  for  girls  and  indeed  had  a  badge 
test  for  them  this  year.  The  same  committee  of  county  school  super- 
intendents, Messrs.  Cook.  Gj-imes,  Hollowwy.  I\rorelock.  ^leVey. 
Phillips  and  the  Director  recommended  the  same  events  as  last  year 
for  track  and  field  championships,  substituting  the  Standing  Hop, 
Step  and  Jump  for  the  Two-Standing  Broad  .Tumps.  In  addition  the 
Committee  recommends  the  same  Badge  Test  for  l)oys  as  last  year,  for 
instance,  a  boy  who  jumps  T)  feet  9  inches,  pulls  himself  up  to  his  chin 
4  times,  and  runs  60  yards  in  9  seconds,  will  receive  a  bronze  badge 
signifying  that  he  has  completed  this  test.  In  addition,  for  those  who 
have  won  the  bronze  badge  in  1915.  a  second  grade  test  will  be  given. 
Each  boy  jumps  6  feet  6  inches,  pulls  himself  up  to  his  chin  6  times, 
and,  on  the  day  of  the  meet  runs  100  yards  in  l;}  2-5  seconds,  will 
receive  a  silver  badge. 

The  Committee  al.so  recommends  a  Badge  Test  for  girls  similar  in 
character  to  the  boys'.  Each  girl  at  her  school  will  do  the  first  two 
tests  (1)  "balancing" — she  shall  walk  a  beam  2  inches  (by  4  inches 
by  12  feet  long)  from  center  of  T)eam,  walking  forward,  to  end;  with- 
out turning,  walk  back  to  center :  turn  and  walk  forward  to  end :  turn 
and  walk  forward  to  starting  point;  (2)  "leg  raising" — she  shall 
hang  from  a  bar  (similar  to  that  upon  which  the  boy  chins),  she  shall 
raise  the  legs  straight  to  a  right  angle  ten  times.  On  the  day  of  the 
meet  she  shall  be  able  to  tlirow  the  dodge  ball  Ho  to  18  oz.)  (from  a 
line)  a  distance  of  25  feet.  Bronze  pins  will  be  given  to  girls  who 
complete  this  test. 

The  Committee  also  recoimiiends  tJiat  this  year  every  school  form 
a  "Dodge  Ball"  team  composed  of  ten  (10)  l)oys  all  95  pounds  or 
under.  This  game  is  played  with  one  team  in  the  center  of  a  circle  40 
feet  in  diameter,  the  other  team  outside  of  tlie  ring  strike  with  a  ball 
as  many  as  possible  inside  of  the  ring.  A  boy  struck  leaves  the  game. 
The  side  which  strikes  all  of  the  boys  most  quickly  wins.  Each  side 
stays  in  the  ring  3  minutes.  Detailed  rules  will  be  sent  later.  Spald- 
ing's No.  "0"  Soccer  Ball  is  the  best  and  cheapest  ball  for  this  game 
and  its  list  price  is  .$4.00.

There  was  even  greater  cordiality  displayed  by  nearly  all  of  the 
school  people  as  well  as  by  the  boys  and  girls.  Opportunities  were 
extended  to  us  to  explain  our  ideals  as  well  as  our  immediate  plans  at 
teachers'  institutes,  meetings  of  teachers'  associations,  and  individual 
schools  so  that  this  year  twenty  counties  and  the  city  of  Baltimore  took 
part  in  the  State  program.  The  officials  were  at  Garrett  County  to 
conduct  its  meet  but  a  severe  rainstorm  prevented  carrying  out  the 
program.  Each  of  the  counties  had  representatives  at  the  State-wide 
meet  except  Charles. 

The  silver  badge  test  for  boys  who  passed  last  year's  bronze  test 
resulted  in  two  hundred  and  fifteen  boys  being  successful.  One  thous- 
and and  thirty-four  new  boys  won  the  bronze  badge  as  compared  with 
five  hundred  and  sixty-one  last  year.  Many  desired  to  try  the  harder 
test  but  the  Committee  decided  it  should  be  on  the  same  basis  as  the 
one  in  school  must  pass  arithmetic  before  he  tries  algebra.  It  was 
truly  surprising  to  find  how  general  is  the  appreciation  on  the  part 
of  our  teachers  of  the  needs  for  girls.  Their  badge  test  resulted  in 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-two  girls  passing  the  first  test  and  winning 
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tlie  bronze  badpre.     Next  year  the  hoys  and  girls  will  have  m-w  and 
projjressively  liarder  tests  so  that  they  may  win  other  badges. 

The  League  was  especially  gratitied  to  tind  that  Dodge  Ball  be- 
eanie  immediately  popular  in  so  many  schools.  Twelve  schools  which 
had  won  their  county  and  city  championship  sent  their  teams  to  the 
State  Meet.  A  team  game  has  greater  value  in  developing  social  con- 
sciousness than  running  and  jumping  though  these  lead,  through 
relays,  to  team  play.  G.  Spiller  says,  "intellectual  education  is  no 
substitute  or  even  guarantee  for  moral  training  and  the  State  must 
control  the  latter  as  Avell  as  the  former."  so  we  covet  the  chance  to 
help  make  athletics  develop  fair  play,  honesty  and  loyalty. 

Governor  Emerson  C.  Harrington,  as  Honorary  Keferee,  was 
present  at  the  State  Meet  held  at  Homewood  Athletic  Field.  Johns 
Hopkins  T'niversity.  June  9.  leading  the  triumphal  parade  of  the  con- 
testants and  presenting  the  medals.  The  .social  features  surpassed  last 
year  for  the  winners  of  county  school  meets  began  to  arrive  in  the  city 
Thursday  morning.  Whereas  four  hundred  and  twenty-three  actually 
competed  last  year  five  hundred  and  thirty-three  were  in  uniforms  in 
1916.  In  spite  of  a  cloudy  day  dodge  ball  games  in  the  morning  and 
the  track  and  field  championships  in  the  afternoon  happily  were  not 
prevented  by  rain.  Every  boy  who  came  was  entertained  at  lunch  by 
the  League  and  again  we  had  more  homes  open  to  entertain  boys  in 
than  we  could  fill.  It  will  mean  friendships  lasting  to  manhood  if  all 
boys  feel  as  one  did.  who.  when  asked  if  he  was  having  a  good  time  in 
Baltimore  replied.  "I  tell  you,  there  are  some  mighty  fine  boys  up 
here." 

]\Iay  the  League  recommend  that  soccer  football  be  substituted  as 
the  fall  game  for  school  boys?  It  would  also  be  glad  to  help  in  any 
way  that  it  can  in  making  the  schools  the  center  of  the  social  life  of 
the  communities. 

The  League  desires  to  again  express  its  appreciation  for  the  tine 
cordiality  it  has  received  from  the  county  school  superintendents,  com- 
missioners and  teachers.  It  is  proud  to  be  welcomed  when  most  of  the 
burden  is  carried  by  them.  It  is  convinced  more  than  ever  that  the 
monies  spent  in  athletics  at  home  and  upon  sending  its  representatives 
to  Baltimore  will  result  in  boys  having  better  characters  and  a  deeper 
feeling  of  conradeship  to  every  other  boy  in  tlie  State  wliicli  means  a 
better  Maryland.

Dear  Sir  : — The  medical  department  of  the  Public  Athletic  League 
under  the  direction  of  its  Medical  Supervisor.  Alfred  "W.  Brown, 
M.  D.,  examined  the  contestants  at  the  various  meets  to  prevent  any- 
one from  competing  who  was  physically  unfit.  At  most  meets  time 
permitted  only  an  examination  for  rupture  and  for  heart  defects. 
AVlien  possible  a  more  general  examination  was  made. 

It  is  gratifying  to  rejwrt  that  out  of  athletics  has  come  a  greater 
desire  for  proper  medical  examinations.  Baltimore  County  now  has 
all  of  its  high  school  pupils  examined  and  some  of  the  elementary 
schools  are  requesting  this.  We  examined  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
four  boys  and  nine  hundred  and  forty-eight  girls  last  year.  Through 
the  efforts  of  the  Instructive  Visiting  Nurse.  ]\Iiss  Doyle  and  ]\Iisses 
Linthicum  and  Riordan.  all  the  pupils  (three  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  boys  and  two  hundred  and  eighty-five  girls)  of  Annapolis 
schools  were  examined.  This  resulted  in  our  being  invited  to  examine 
the  children  (one  hundred  and  twenty  boys  and  one  hundred  and 
sixty-two  girls)  of  Eastport  school.  Mary  A.  Hodge,  ]\I.  D.,  is  the 
girl's  examiner.    The  leaven  is  working.

The  following  excerpts  from  an  article  published  in  the  Country 
Gentleman,  August  26,  1916,  describe  interestingly  some  features  of 
the  Public  Athletic  League's  work: 

SPORTS  FOE  COUNTRY  BOYS  AND  GIRLS. 

Maxyland  Leads  Other  States  in  Teacliing  Her  Cliildren  How  to  Play. 

By  Waldo  Adlee. 
(Abridged  from  The  Country  Gentleman  of  Aug.  26.  1916.) 

This  is  the  story  of  the  Public  Athletic  League  and  a  whole  State  full  of  boys 
and  girls. 

The  League  noticed  that  the  cows  and  the  chickens  did  not  seem  to  satisfy  the 
youngsters — there  were  no  movies,  no  dancing,  hardly  ever  a  party,  no  games — it 
was  too  slow,  and  the  older  boys  and  girls  were  leaving  for  the  city  in  droves. 

Take  the  case  of  Towson,  a  town,  only  eight  miles  by  rail  from  the  largest  city 
in  the  State.  The  League  found  that  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  grammar  and  high 
schools  had  no  games  to  play — they  knew  none.  The  youngsters  wanted  games,  of 
course,  just  like  all  other  healthy  boys  and  girls  for  whom  games  are  the  lightning 
rods  that  carry  the  mischief  out  over  the  muscle  route. 

There  was  a  level  field  near  the  grammar  and  high  schools  to  begin  with — so  two 
men  began.  A  young  man — nineteen  years  of  age,  but  a  man — whom  one  of  them, 
had  trained  for  five  years,  was  sent  out  to  Towson.  He  taught  the  boys  how  to  play 
soccer  football. 
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The  boys  at  Towson  liied  soccer  football  under  a  good  play  leader  so  well  that 
jnetty  soon,  instead  of  two  teams  at  the  high  school,  there  was  a  league  of  teams, 
and  below  the  big  league  came  the  *  •  minors ' ' — the  gTammar  school  boys.  Not  long 
after  soccer  football  had  made  such  a  hit,  a  running  track  was  laid  out  round  the 
lield  for  meets ;  and  they  're  now  playing  baseball. 

One  day  last  spring  I  went  through  one -of  the  poorest  counties  in  the  State  with 
one  of  the  League  force.  He  had  been  invited  to  talk  to  the  teachers  and  children 
of  the  high  school  and  grammar  school  in  a  town  of  4000 — a  fine  town,  more  than 
2G0  years  old — which  pro^'ides  nothing  to  keep  its  boys  and  girls  out  of  mischief 
after  school. 

Test  for  Boys  and  Girls. 

The  boys  and  girls  of  the  grammar  and  high  schools  mai'ched  in,  were  seated, 
and  stopped  buzzing.  The  invited  speaker  stepped  to  the  platform,  carrying  a 
brand  new  leather  inflated  ball.  It  was  blown  up  tight  and  was  perfectly  round — 
a  beautiful  light  tan  leather,  finished  so  smooth  that  it  fairly  shone,  as  did  the 
eyes  of  the  children  observing  it. 

The  man  began  to  talk  easily,  as  if  he  were  talking  to  a  few  friends,  but  he 
said  never  a  word  about  that  ball.  He  would  s\ving  it  a  little,  holding  it  by  the 
lace,  then  he  would  grasp  it,  perhaps  by  the  mouth  where  the  lacings  were,  then 
rest  it  on  the  table  by  his  side,  but  never  a  word  said  he  about  the  ball.  Gradually 
the  children  grew  less  anxious  about  it — this  man  carried  a  ball  around  with  him, 
evidently,  as  other  men  may  caiTy  canes. 

What  he  was  saying  was  news,  too.  They  all  liked  a  good  time,  he  thought,  and 
he  had  come  to  show  them  how  to  have  one.  No  platform  speaker  had  ever  startled 
them  so.  This  man  did  not  talk  down  to  them  the  least  bit — children  learn  by 
experience  to  expect  that  from  almost  all  grown-ups,  especially  on  the  platform, 
and  hate  it. 

Next  he  was  telling  them  what  he  and  his  friends  had  learned  about  the 
children  of  the  State  by  a  doctor's  examining  all  the  boys  last  year  before  letting 
them  run  ra«es.  They  found  that  most  of  them — eighty  in  every  hundred — had  so 
many  teeth  decayed — three  or  more — as  to  lower  their  digestion  and  general  health; 
that  twenty-six  out  of  every  hundred  had  some  really  serious  trouble,  like  diseased 
tonsils,  heart  disease  or  rupture,  without  knowing  anything  about  it.  Then  he  told 
about  the  health  and  strength  tests  for  boys  and  girls. 

' '  I  have  been  told, ' '  said  he,  as  he  explained  the  girls '  test  for  strength — hang- 
ing by  the  arms  from  a  horizontal  bar  and  raising  the  legs  until  they  reached  a 
right  angle  with  the  trunk — "I  have  been  told  that  if  you  have  one  hip  higher 
than  the  other,  and  do  not  correct  it  by  exercises  like  this,  when  you  grow  up 
dresses  do  not  fit  so  well. ' ' 

There  are  two  more  tests  for  girls.  One  is  to  mount  a  two-by-four  joist,  twelve 
feet  long,  walk  to  the  middle  on  edge,  turn  and  go  back,  then  walk  the  length,  turn 
and  go  back  to  the  middle.  Try  it  sometime.  Another  test  is  to  throw  a  basket 
ball,  held  straight  over  the  head,  a  distance  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  feet.  The 
girl  who  can  do  these  three  things  is  given  a  bronze  badge  to  wear, 

A  boy  is  given  a  bronze  button  to  wear  as  soon  as  he  can  run  sixty  yards  in 
nine  seconds,  broad  jump  5  feet  9  inches,  and  chin  himself  four  times. 

But  what  about  those  children  who  are  neither  keen  nor  strong  enough — those 
who  do  not  pass  or  do  not  even  try  the  tests?  To  improve  this  situation  a  way 
has  been  found  that  people  in  other  States  might  hear  of  with  interest.  The  League 
keeps  close  tabs  on  the  niunber  of  boys  and  girls  passing  the  tests  in  every  county. 
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At  the  end  of  tlie  year  they  make  iij)  the  roll  of  honor  of  the  counties  of  the 
State — witli  that  county  at  the  head  that  has  the  greatest  number  of  hoys  and  girls 
passing,  and  the  county  at  the  bottom  with  t!ie  smallest  number  of  button  and 
badge  wearers.  CJood  care  is  taken  that  the  roll  of  honor  is  posted  where  it  will 
do  the  most  good.    Xo  one  wants  his  county  to  be  at  or  near  the  bottom. 

At  the  end  of  tlie  guest's  address  came  a  real  surj.rise — not  so  much  for  the 
children  as  for  us:  "How  many  know  what  a  hop,  step,  and  jump  is?"  he  asked. 
There  A\cre  about  oOU  children  there — just  one  knew. 

"How  many  know  what  a  broad  jump  is?"'  Xot  a  solitary  one  knew.  And  only 
three  had  ever  heard  of  a  relay  race,  lie  told  them  all  about  the  ways  of  having 
a  good  time  and  promised  that  lie  \v(mld  get  their  teachers  to  give  them  their 
heart's  content  of  them  all. 

"T  have  brought  down  with  me  this  ball,"  a  hush  fell,  "and  if  the  boys  would 
like  it  I  can  show  them  how  to  play  a  game  that  is  new  to  you — dodge  ball.'' 

The  kids  streamed  after  him  as  they  must  have  followed  the  Pied  Piper  of 
Hamelin.  There  is  a  big  field  in  the  school  yard  there  and  it  took  only  a  minute  to 
mark  a  forty-foot  circle  on  the  ground  with  a  stick  and  put  ten  boys  inside  the 
circle  and  ten  boys  on  the  circle  around  them.     Then  the  game  began. 

' '  You  boys  on  the  outside  try  to  liit  the  fellows  on  the  inside  wdth  this  ball. 
You  fellows  on  the  inside  dodge  the  ball  as  it  comes  at  you.  After  three  minutes 
I  '11  count  how  many  are  left  of  the  ins.  Then  the  ins  change  and  take  the  outside, 
and  the  outs  come  in.  The  team  which  puts  the  most  men  out  in  three  minutes  wins 
the  game. 

They  were  off.  Only  about  half  knew  how  to  throw  the  ball  and  the  other  half 
didn't  know  how  to  stop  it.  The  whole  school,  boys,  girls,  and  the  teachers,  stood 
around  them  in  a  big  crescent  to  watch.  One  fellow,  about  sixteen,  was  having  a 
glorious  party  knocking   'em  down  all  over  the  circle. 

"That's  the  first  time  I  ever  saw  Sam  trying  to  do  what  the  others  were 
doing,"'  remarked  a  tea<>her  who  stood  near  us.  By  that  time  the  watchers,  too, 
saw  the  points  of  the  game  and  were  laughing  and  cheering  and  were  anxious  for 
their  turn  to  try  it. 

All  over  the  State  the  League  has  been  starting  competitive  athletics.  There 
is  Howard  County,  in  the  whole  of  which,  so  they  say,  there  is  not  enough  level 
ground  to  have  more  than  one  athletic  field.  One  of  the  leaders  went  up  there  in  an 
automobile  and  put  the  pet  idea  he  carries  around  with  him  into  the  mind  of  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools.  That  man  jumped  at  the  chance  to  make  the 
kids  hate  school  less  than  they  naturally  do,  and  together  they  rode  over  the  county, 
gathering  groups  from  the  schools  at  a  central  point.  There  they  were  taught  to 
run  and  jump  just  exactly  as  champion  athletes  run  and  jump  in  college. 

May  12th  that  county  held  a  meet  and  boys  came  to  it  and  competed  against 
one  another  in  championships. 

Out  of  5000  and  more  boys  who  took  part  in  the  county  meets  all  over  the  State 
in  May  and  June,  423  winners  came  down  to  the  city  and  took  part  in  the  State 
meeting  held  there  in  June.  By  that  time  the  different  counties  thought  well 
enough  of  the  idea  to  pay  the  entire  expenses  of  all  their  winners'  trips  to  the 
city  and  back. 

Maryland— that  is  the  State  where  play  for  children  in  the  country  has  been 
organized  to  this  extent — has  marched  far  ahead  of  all  other  States  by  this  work. 
The  schools  have  been  the  means  and  the  Public  Athletic  League  of  Baltimore  the 
instrument  by  which  this  organization  of  a  State  has  been  accomplished  in  the 
short  space  of  a  year.

RESOLUTIONS  ADOPTED  AT  THE  NOVEMBER  MEETING,  1915. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Association: 

Your  Committee  on  Eesolutions  begs  to  submit  the  following  for  your  considera- 
tion: 

"Whereas,  This  annual  gathering  of  school  officials  from  all  sections  of  the 
State  should  reflect  in  a  broad  sense,  not  only  public  school  conditions  as  they  exist, 
but  also  the  necessity  for  meeting  and  controlling  changes  in  administration  and  in 
instruction,  therefore,  be  it 

Eesolved,  That  the  public  schools  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  large  attend- 
ance at  this  meeting  and  the  unusually  interesting  character  of  the  proceedings. 
And  be  it  further 

Eesolved,  That  our  thanks  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  State  officials,  through 
the  State  Xormal  School  Building  Commission,  for  providing  this  splendid  property 
so  well  adapted  to  the  purpose  of  a  modem  training  school,  with  its  administration 
building  containing  thirty-five  recitation  rooms,  ample  to  care  for  all  the  State's 
teacher-training  needs  not  otherwise  provided  for ;  and  be  it  further 

Resol\t:d,  That  we  confidently  look  forward  to  an  early  day  when  every  vacancy 
in  the  teaching  force  of  the  State  will  be  filled  by  a  trained  teacher. 
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Resolved,  That  this  Association,  in  view  of  recent  provisions  for  training  high 
school  teacliers  in  our  colleges — an  arrangement  which  we  believe  will  supply  the 
needs  of  our  secondary  schools — go  on  record  as  stating  its  conviction  that  our  State 
Normal  Schools  should  mass  their  energies  toward  equipping  teachers  for  the  ele- 
mentary schools,  and  more  particularly  for  the  rural  schools. 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  all  children  of  school  age  should  attend  school  some- 
where so  as  to  be  taugiit  the  common  school  branches,  and  that  the  State  is  now 
ready  for  a  rational  school  attendance  law;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  although  we  do  not  believe  in  extemporizing  in  so  vital  a  matter 
as  this,  yet  the  Legislature  should  at  least  extend  the  provisions  of  the  present  law 
to  include  the  six  counties  now  exempted. 

Whereas,  We  feel  that  our  school  instruction  has  not  had  sufficient  regard  for 
the  spiritual  side  of  the  child,  and 

Where^\s,  We  believe  that  our  appreciation  of  music  touches  our  soul  life  and 
adds  to  our  happiness,  be  it 

Eesolved,  That  we  recommend  larger  provisions  for  the  teaching  of  music  in 
our  schools — possibly  by  so  enlarging  our  school  districts  that  there  would  be  at 
least  two  teachers  in  each  building,  at  least  one  qualified  to  give  instructions  in 
public  school  music. 

Resol\'ED,  That  we  realize  that  in  most  of  the  countries,  our  schools  are  still 
suffering  for  a  lack  of  supervision  of  the  grade  work ;  and  be  it  further 

Eesol\'ed,  Tliat,  in  our  judgment,  no  county  employing  as  many  as  fifty  teachers 
should  attempt  to  administer  its  schools  ■nithout  at  least  one  supervisor. 

Resolved,  That  though  -vve  realize  the  greatest  present  need  of  our  schools  to 
be  more  money,  yet  we  feel  this  not  to  be  a  fitting  time  to  increase  the  State 
school  tax;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  "we  renew  our  activities  iu  the  direction  of  ha%"ing  the  counties 
increase  their  several  appropriations  for  school  support;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  as  the  most  fruitful  suggestions  for  school  legislation  now 
needed  will  probably  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Maryland  Educational  Survey 
Commission,  to  be  made  to  the  Legislature  of  1915,  we  urge  upon  all  school  people 
a  careful  study  of  that  report.

1917  MEETING  IN  BALTIMORE.

1.  That  the  annual  meeting  for  the  year  1917  be  held  in  the  City  of  Baltimore 
on  -Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  before  Thanksgiving. 

2.  That  the  Executive  Committee  take  all  necessary  steps  to  bring  together 
all  the  edi;cational  forces  of  the  State,  public  and  private  school  teachers  and 
officials,  normal  schools,  Baltimore  City  schools  of  all  grades,  the  Agricultural  Col- 
lege and  its  adjuncts,  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  with  its  school  of  technology, 
the  other  colleges,  and  all  other  institutions,  whether  public  or  private,  doing 
educational  work. 

3.  That  all  State  organizations  of  whatever  character  now  organized  or  here- 
after to  be  formed  be  requested  to  affiliate  with  this  Association  and  hold  their 
annual  meetings  at  the  same  time  and  place.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE   ON  EDUCATIONAL  PROGRESS. 
Maryland  State  Teachers'  Association,  Ocean  City,  Jiine  28,  1916.

Duriug  tlie  past  year  not  many  State  Legislaiures  were  in  session,  with  one  or 
two  notable  excei^tions,  our  own  State  being  one  of  them;  consequently,  not  much 
school  legislation  of  a  constructive  nature  was  enacted. 

The  New  York  Legislature  created  considerable  interest  by  passing  twy  im- 
portant bills  relating  t-o  military  and  physical  drill  in  the  schools.  Tlie  first  bill 
met  with  much  opposition.  The  New  York  City  Board,  by  a  vote  of  19  to  17, 
decided  against  the  measure  on  the  grouud  that  it  tended  to  inoculate  the  public 
school  system  with  militarism.  State  Commissioner  Finley  opposed  the  military 
training  under  a  Commission,  but  approves  that  requiring  physical  training.  The 
Military  Training  Commission  is  composed  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  the 
Commssioner  of  Health,  and  the  Major  General  commanding  the  National  Guard. 
After  September  1,  1916,  all  pupils  above  the  age  of  eight  years  in  the  public 
schools  shall  receive  physical  training  for  20  minutes  each  day,  and  all  boy  pupils 
receiving  secondary  education  in  the  public  schools  shall  re^^eive  such  military  train- 
ing as  the  Commission  may  prescribe,  for  not  less  than  three  hours  a  week  during 
the  school  year.  Provision  is  also  made  for  field  training  for  high  school  lx)ys  dur- 
ing the  vacation  period.  The  use  of  annories  and  National  Guard  equipment  is 
authorized,  and  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  is  made  to  cover  the  expense  of  the 
Commission. 

New  Jersey  appropriated  $159,000  for  expense  of  military  training  in  the  public 
schools,  and  provided  for  two  hours'  training  each  week. 

•Several  universities  have  introduced  courses  in  military  training,  while  many 
city  boards  of  education  have  adopted  military  training  as  a  part  of  their  high 
school  courses. 

The  Gary  plan  is  still  creating  much  discussion.  One  of  its  phases  which  seems 
to  meet  with  much  favor  is  the  provision  allowing  pupils  an  opportunity  to  receive 
religious  instruction  in  their  respective  churches  at  certain  fixed  hours. 

The  Religious  Education  Association,  in  its  thirteenth  annual  convention,  de- 
clares that  "such  a  division  of  the  child's  time  as  will  allow  opportunity  and 
strength  for  religious  education  should  be  reached  by  consultation  between  parents 
and  public  school  authorities  without  formal  agreement  between  the  State  and 
the  churches  as  institutions.  The  work  of  religious  instruction  and  training  should 
be  done  by  such  institutions  as  the  home,  the  church,  and  the  private  school,  and 
not  by  the  public  school  nor  in  official  connection  with  the  public  school." 

The  all-year  schools  of  Newark,  New  Jersey,  are  attracting  wide  interest. 
W.  S.  Deflfenbaugh,  specialist  in  city-school  administration  of  the  Bureau  of  Edu- 
cation, Department  of  the  Interior,  finds  that  time  is  saved,  street  loafing  is 
largely  prevented,  and  health  is  conserved  by  eliminating  the  long  summer  vaca- 
tion. The  children  themselves,  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  gi-ades,  stated  that  the 
school  room  was  much  cooler  than  the  street  and  their  rooms  at  home;  that  they 
were  glad  to  have  something  to  do  besides  run  in  the  streets,  and  that  they  hoped 
to  gain  a  grade  or  tw  o  b}-  the  time  they  were  old  enough  for  their  work  certificates. 
Parents  who  were  interviewed  favored  the  plan,  because  their  children  were  able 
to  get  more  schooling  than  otherwise. 
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The  school  authorities  of  San  Francisco  have  recommended  the  establishment 
of  20  additional  kindergartens.  Until  recently,  San  Francisco  had  but  11  publicly- 
supported  kindergartens.  However,  under  a  law  said  to  be  one  of  the  best 
kindergarten  measures  in  the  country,  California  has  been  stirring  up  interest  in 
her  cities.  In  1912  Los  Angeles  had  74  kindergartens,  today  the  number  is  133. 
Oakland,  which  had  only  3  kindergartens  before  the  law  passed,  has  30  at  the 
present  time.  Under  the  law,  whenever  parents  of  25  children  of  kindergarten  age, 
who  live  within  a  mile  of  an  elementary  school,  want  a  kindergarten,  the  way  is 
open  for  them  to  get  one  simply  by  petitioning  the  local  educational  authorities. 

This  spring,  twenty  counties  in  Maryland  held  athletic  meets  which  created 
increased  interest  in  school  athletics.  Dr.  Burdick  and  his  helpers  deserve  great 
credit  for  the  invaluable  assistance  given  to  the  county  superintendents  in  prepar- 
ing their  programs  for  these  wonderfully  helpful  school  events. 

No  State  Legislature  in  session  this  year,  perhaps,  enacted  such  far-reaching- 
school  legislation  as  did  the  Maryland  General  Assembly.  From  a  recent  article 
by  Mr.  William  C.  Coleman,  Secretary  Maryland  Educational  Survey  Commission, 
the  following  comment  is  taken : 

' '  Among  the  most  important  provisions  of  the  new  school  la^v  are  those  having 
to  do  with  the  appointment  of  school  board  members,  tlie  qualifications  and  powers 
of  both  State  and  county  superintendents,  supervision,  the  certification  of  teachers, 
compulsory  school  attendance,  and  local  financial  support  of  the  schools  and  the 
distribution  of  the  State  school  funds. 

' '  Under  the  old  law,  at  least  a  minority  of  the  school  board  members,  both 
State  and  county,  had  to  be  from  a  majority  political  party,  and  the  Governor's 
appointments  were  '  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. '  The  new 
laws  centers  responsibility  in  the  Governor,  making  it  possible  for  him  to  appoint 
school  board  members  solely  upon  the  basis  of  fitness  and  giving  opportunity  for 
the  complete  elimination  of  politics  from  school  board  membership. 

'  •  Under  the  old  law,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  school  boards  and  of  their 
paid  professional  assistants  were  not  well  defined;  under  the  new  law  both  State 
and  county  superintendents  are  given  broad  professional  powers,  thus  centering 
responsibility  for  the  successful  management  and  conduct  of  the  schools  in  the 
hands  of  the  pi'ofessional  agents  of  the  school  boards.  For  example,  the  State 
Superintendent  is  given  advisory  authority  over  the  appointment  of  county  super- 
intendents, super\asors,  and  attendance  officers;  also  over  plans  for  new  school 
buildings;  and  he  is  mainly  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  the  school  laws. 
The  county  superintendent  is  made  responsible,  for  example,  for  the  appointment 
of  all  teachers,  the  selection  of  text-books,  and  the  purchase  of  school  supplies. 
Under  the  old  law,  unqualified  persons  might  be  employed  as  county  superintend- 
ents, assistant  superintendents,  or  supervisors.  The  new  law  prescribes  minimum 
academic  and  professional  qualifications  for  both  State  and  county  superintendents, 
for  normal  school  principals,  supervisors,  high  school  principals,  and  principals  of 
elementary  schools  having  three  or  more  rooms. 

' '  Again,  supervision  was  optional  under  the  old  law,  but  the  new  law  requires 
that  each  county  having  in  excess  of  one  hundred  teachers  shall  employ  at  least  one 
qualified  supervisor. 

' '  Under  the  old  law  there  were  some  thirty  boards,  institutions,  and  persons 
empowered  to  gi'ant  teachers'  certificates,  resulting  in  confusion  and  lack  of  uni- 
formity.   The  new  law  provides  for  the  State  certification  of  all  teachers. 

' '  Under  the  old  law  compulsory  school  attendance  was  optional  with  the  county 
school  boards — several  county  school  boards  were  even  denied  the  right  to  exercise 
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tliis  oiition.  Tlic  new  law  provides  lor  State-wide  corapulsorv  school  atteDdance 
of  all  children  between  seven  and  twelve  years  of  age  the  entire  time  the  sdiools  are 
in  session;  provision  is  also  made  for  the  attendance  of  children  thirteen  years  and 
older  for  not  less  than  one  hundred  days  in  each  school  year;  and  each  county  is 
required  to  employ  at  least  one  attendance  officer. 

"Under  the  old  law,  the  Stale  school  tax,  after  deductions  for  specific  pur- 
poses, such  as  aid  to  high  schools  and  teachers'  pensions,  was  distributed  among  the 
counties  and  the  (^itj'  of  Baltimore  without  condition.  The  new  law  reriuires  that 
each  county,  to  receive  its  apportionment  of  the  State  school  tax  shall,  in  the  first 
instance,  make  a  local  levy  equivalent  to  34  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  for  the 
support  of  the  schools,  temjiorary  exceptions  being  made  in  favor  of  certain  of  the 
less  wealthy  counties.  The  counties  are  required,  in  the  second  place,  to  employ  a 
county  superintendent,  and  certain  of  them  a  supervisor,  possessing  prescribed 
qualifications,  and  also  an  attendance  officer.  These  officials  are  to  be  paid  a 
minimum  salary,  the  State  obligating  itself  to  pay  one-half  of  their  salaries  up  to 
a  certain  sum,  the  amount  needed  for  this  purpose  to  be  deducted  from  the  State 
school  tax  before  it  is  apportioned.  Moreover,  the  school  funds  are  to  be  dis- 
tributed not  as  heretofore,  upon  the  basis  of  population  between  five  and  twenty 
years  of  age  as  determined  by  the  Federal  census,  but  two-thirds  of  it  is  to  be 
apportioned  upon  the  basis  of  the  children  between  six  and  fourteen  years  of  age, 
as  determined  by  a  biennial  State  census,  and  one-third  upon  a  basis  of  school 
attendance,  thus  emphasizing,  in  the  distribution  of  these  funds,  the  importance 
of  the  elementary  school  and  placing  a  premium  upon  keeping  the  children  regularly 
at  school. 

' '  Not  the  least  important  of  the  financial  provisions  of  the  new  law  are  the 
abolition  of  appropriations  to  the  academies  and  consolidation  of  the  several  school 
funds,  all  of  which  are  hereafter  to  be  apportioned  on  a  common  basis,  thus 
simplifying  the  work  of  accounting  and  equalizing  State  aid  to  the  counties.  Then, 
too,  the  county  school  boards  are  made  more  indeijendent  financially.  Formerly 
they  could,  only  require  the  County  Commissioners  to  levy  for  the  support  of  the 
schools  15  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars ;  county  school  boards  may  now  require  of 
the  county  commissioners  up  to  a  maximum  of  40  cents. 

' '  Other  features  of  the  new  school  law  might  be  cited,  such  as  a  seven-months 
compulsory  terai  for  colored  schools,  a  State  high  school  supervisor,  a  State  ele- 
mentary school  supervisor,  and  a  State  white  supervisor  of  colored  schools — these 
being  additions  to  the  present  staff  of  the  State  Superintendent.  But  sufficient 
has  been  said  to  call  attention  to  the  far-reaching  character  of  this  new  school 
legislation.  The  law  goes  into  effect  June  1,  but  a  number  of  its  provisions  will 
only  come  gradually  into  force.  For  this  reason,  the  effects  of  this  splendid  legis- 
lation will  not  at  once  become  apparent.  Indeed,  it  will  be  some  time  before  they 
l^ecome  fully  evident ;  and  to  gather  in  the  full  fruits  of  this  legislation  wiU  require 
patience  and  earnest  effort  on  the  part  of  school  officials,  and  continuous  interest 
and  support  on  the  part  of  citizens."

RESOLUTIONS  ADOPTED  JULY  7,  1916. 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Education  Association  exjjresses  its  appreciation 
of  the  measures  taken  by  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  to  insure  the  success  of 
this  meeting.  The  large  advance  enrollment,  the  gi'eatest  in  the  history  of  the 
Association,  the  provision  of  satisfactory  rooms  for  holding  the  various  meetings 
of  departments,  the  organization  of  information  for  the  visiting  members,  the 
courteous  welcome  and  generous  hospitality  of  officials,  teachers  and  citizens  of  all 
classes,  the  reliable  and  informing  reports  of  the  public  meetings  appearing  in  the 
public  press  insure  that  the  New  York  meeting  of  1916  will  be  remembered  ae 
■worthy  of  the  metropolis  of  the  nation  and  as  setting  a  new  standard  for  future 
meetings. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this  Association  be  authorized  to  name  a  com- 
mittee of  active  members,  of  which  committee  the  President  of  the  Association, 
shall  be  a  member,  to  request  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  appoint  a  com- 
mission to  investigate  and  report  ui>on  the  condition  of  the  women  on  the  farm  and 
of  the  rural  home  of  the  United  States. 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Education  Association  endorses  the  co-operative 
movement  for  the  promotion  of  citizenship  education  inaugurated  by  the  Bureau 
of  Naturalization  of  the  Department  of  Labor. 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Education  Association  urges  upon  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  the  appropriation  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  to  be  administered 
through  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Education  for  the  purpose  of  disseminating 
information  as  to  the  methods,  standards,  and  established  practices  in  the  educa- 
tion of  immigrants,  and  in  stimulating  the  extension  of  the  necessary  educational 
facilities  looking  to  the  Americanization  of  foreign-born  or  alien  residents  of  this 
country. 

Resolved.  That  the  National  Education  Association  again  declares  its  belief  in 
equal  suffrage  for  men  and  women  and  urges  upon  its  members  the  support  of  such 
measures  as  will  hasten  the  consummation  of  this  end. 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Education  Association  calls  the  attention  of  the 
American  people  to  the  fact  that  teaching  is  a  profession  demanding  for  its  success- 
ful practice  a  technical  training  that  will  put  the  teacher  in  possession  of  pro- 
fessional standards;  that  these  professional  standards  can  be  maintained  only  by 
the  employment  of  superintendents,  supervisors,  and  teachers  who  have  unquestioned 
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professional  qualifications  for  their  work;  that  the  members  of  the  tcju-hing 
profession  can  have  and  serve  but  one  client,  the  public;  that  the  public,  therefore, 
owes  a  duty  to  itself,  and  the  members  of  the  profession  to  sec  to  it  that  only 
professional  considerations  enter  into  the  employment,  retention  and  dismissal  of 
teachers.  The  Association  believes  that  the  public  can  olevate  and  streuffthen  the 
professional  status  of  teachers  and  thereby  serve  itself  by  securing  legislation  that 
shall  embody  the  following  provisions: 

1.  The  powers  and  duties  of  superintendents  of  schools  should  receive  definition 
by  legislative  enactment.  Definite  professional  qualifications  should  be  required  of 
all  appointees  to  office.  The  term  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  should  not  be 
less  than  three  years;  the  power  of  nominating  all  teachers  and  members  of  the 
educational  staff  should  be  gi%'en  the  superintendent. 

2.  The  tenure  of  office  of  teachers  should,  after  a  probationary  period,  be 
permanent.  Removal  should  be  possible  only  for  ineffi<-ienf'v,  immorality,  or  for 
gross  neglect  of  duty.  Salaries  should  be  fixed  so  as  to  insure  to  teachers  a  stand- 
ard of  living  in  keeping  with  the  professional  demands  made  upon  them.  Retiring 
allowances  or  pensions  should  be  provided  either  by  State,  or  local  action. 

Resolved,  That  the  Xational  Education  Association  gives  expression  again  to 
the  consciousness  that  the  school  is  an  institution  developed  by  society  to  conserve 
the  well-being  of  humanity,  and  that  on  this  solid  foundation  all  subordinate  aims 
and  uses  of  the  school  should  bo  made  to  rest.  Assembled  as  it  is  in  a  time  of 
world-wide  disturbance,  doubt,  and  uneertaintj',  and  of  consequent  national  con- 
cern, the  Association  affirms  its  unswerving  adherence  to  the  unchanging  principles 
of  justice  between  persons  and  between  nations;  it  affirms  its  belief  that  the 
instruction  in  the  school  should  tend  to  furnish  the  mind  with  the  knowledge  of  the 
arts  and  sciences  on  which  the  prosperity  of  the  nations  rests  and  to  incline  the 
will  of  men  and  nations  toward  acts  of  peace ;  it  declares  its  devotion  to  America 
and  American  ideals  and  recognizes  the  priority  of  the  claims  of  our  beloved 
country  on  our  property,  our  minds,  our  hearts  and  our  lives.  It  records  its  con- 
viction that  the  true  policy  to  be  followed,  both  by  the  school  and  by  the  nation 
which  it  serves,  is  to  keep  the  American  public  school  free  from  sectarian  inter- 
ference, partisan  politics,  and  disputed  jiublie  policies,  that  it  may  remain  un- 
impaired in  its  power  to  serve  the  whole  people.  While  it  recognizes  that  the  com- 
munity, or  the  State,  may  introduce  such  elements  of  military  training  into  the 
schools  as  may  seem  wise  and  prudent,  yet  it  believes  that  such  training  should  be 
strictly  educational  in  its  aims  and  organization,  and  that  military  ends  should  not 
be  permitted  to  pervert  the  educational  purposes  and  practices  of  the  school. 

It  is  believed  that  the  "School  Rally"  days  played  no  small  part  in 
awakening  increased  interest  in  education  in  ^Maryland.  Dr.  J.  L. 
McBrien,  Specialist  in  Rural  Education,  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Education, 
ha,s  been  a  frequent  speaker  at  these  meetings.  The  following  printed 
paragraphs,  taken  from  one  of  his  addresses,  will  indicate  the  type  of 
argument  made  by  him. 
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RURAL  EDUCATION. 

An  Address  by  Dk.  J.  L.  McBrien,  Specialist  in  Rural  Education, 
U.  S.  Bureau  of  Education. 

Rural  education  bulks  big  in  public  thought  and  public  discussion  today. 
Perhaps  no  other  phase  of  education  has  attracted  so  much  attention  and  has  pro- 
voked so  much  discussion  iu  recent  years.  It  is  a  problem  of  national  as  well  as 
of  state  and  local  importance — of  urban  as  well  as  rural  interest.  Quantitatively 
it  is  58.4  per  cent  of  the  whole  problem  in  the  nation,  a  much  larger  per  cent  of 
the  problem  in  all  distinctly  agricultural  States,  and  at  least  SO  per  cent  of  the 
problem  in  the  States  known  as  the  ' '  Southern  States. ' '  It  is  of  ^"ital  interest  to 
the  city  as  well  as  to  the  country  because  the  country  is  vitally  related  to  the  well- 
being  of  the  city.  According  to  the  evidence  of  past  history  and  of  present  observa- 
tion, the  city  is  largely  dependent  upon  the  renewal  of  its  population  from  the 
country-side  for  leadership  in  all  lines  of  business,  commercial  and  professional,  for 
civic  righteousness,  for  spiritual  guidance,  for  the  preservation  and  the  perpetua- 
tion of  the  best  in  its  civilization.  Truly  has  Emerson  said,  if  the  cities  were  not 
re-inforced  from  the  fields,  they  would  have  rotted,  exploded,  and  disappeared  long 
ago.  A  reliable  authority  states  that  five-sixths  of  the  ministers  and  six-sevenths  of 
the  college  professors  of  this  country  were  born  and  reared  in  the  country,  twenty- 
six  of  the  twenty-seven  Presidents  of  the  United  States  were  country  born,  three- 
fourths  of  the  men  in  authority  in  our  city  churches  and'  about  the  same  per- 
centage of  the  influential  men  of  affairs,  merchants,  manufacturers,  bankers, 
lawyers,  Avere  lx)m  and  reared  in  the  rural  regions.  From  such  evidence,  the 
supreme  importance  of  this  problem  of  rural  education  is  apiiarent. 

To  make  clear  in  the  outset  the  viewpoint  from  which  this  subject  will  be  dis- 
cussed, let  me  submit  for  your  consideration  this  simple  definition  of  Eural  Educa- 
tion:  ''Rural  Education  is  the  education  of  country  folks  in  the  country,  for  the 
country.'"'  This  definition  includes  the  three  things  that  in  my  opinion  should  be 
the  determining  factors  in  rural  education.  First,  rural  education  is  primarily  for 
country  folks  and  therefore  should  be  adapted  to  the  needs  of  country  folks. 
Second,  the  purpose  of  rural  education,  is  primarily  to  educate  country  folks  for 
the  country  not  for  the  towns.  Third,  the  best  place  for  the  education  of  country 
folks  for  the  country  is  the  country  itself,  not  the  town.  These  seem  to  be  self- 
e\-ident  trutlis,  and  yet  iu  the  rural  education  of  the  past  and  in  most  of  that  of 
the  present,  they  have  been  almost  ignored. 

In  the  light  of  these  simple  truths  then,  let  us  consider  Rural  Education  under 
these  three  heads: 

1.  The  content  and  purpose  of  instruction. 

2.  The  type  of  school  and  equipment, 
n.  The  sort  of  teacher. 

The  content  of  the  course  of  iustructit)n  should  be  determined  by  the  purpose 
of  it.  In  rural  education  the  purpose  of  instruction  should  be  to  prepare  country 
folks  to  make  the  most  and  to  get  the  most  out  of  country  life  and  country  things 
for  themselves  and  for  others,  to  make  life  in  the  countiy  as  profitable,  as  com- 
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fortable,  as  hcalHiful,  as  beautiful,  as  joyous  as  life  auywhere  that  couniiy  folks 
may  love  it  more  and  be  more  content  to  live  it.  The  course  of  instruction,  there- 
fore, should  be  closely  related  to  country  life,  should  be  adapted  to  the  general 
and  special  needs  of  country  people,  should  give  a  know  ledge,  an  appreciation,  and 
11  mastery  of  country  things  and  couatrj'  environment. 

The  fundamental  needs  of  country  folks  are,  of  course,  the  fundamental  needs 
of  humanity,  economic,  social,  spiritual,  but  the  material,  the  opportunity,  the 
means  for  su2)plyiiig  these  are  so  different  in  the  country  from  uhat  they  are  in 
town  and  city  and  the  specific  needs  of  country  and  city  life  are  so  different  as 
to  necessitate  different  courses  of  study,  different  types  of  school,  differently 
trained  teachers. 

The  chief  sources  of  wealth  in  the  country,  and  as  for  that  matter,  in  the 
world,  are  soil,  plant,  animal.  The  chief  business  of  the  country  is  farming  that 
deals  with  these.  The  economic  needs  of  the  country  and  of  the  world  must  be 
met  by  the  wise  and  intelligent  handling  of  these.  The  efficiency  of  fanning 
depends  upon  a  knowledge  of  these  and  how  to  handle  them  most  intelligently  and 
])rofitabl3^  Yet  such  has  been-  and  is  now  the  inefficiency  of  rural  education  that 
the  farmers  Avho  live  closest  to  these  greatest  sources  of  wealth  often  know  the  least 
about  them  and  get  least  out  of  them.  The  majority  of  these  do  not  get  enough 
out  of  them  to  supply  the  bare  necessities  of  the  meagrest  life  and  have  nothing 
left  to  contribute  to  the  wealth  of  the  commnuity  or  to  supply  good  schools,  good 
churches  and  other  necessities  for  the  intellectual,  social,  and  spiritual  needs  of  the 
community. 

Should  not  country  boys  be  taught  in  country  schools  by  teachers  prepared  to 
teach  them  the  simple  principles  of  the  conservation,  the  fertilization,  the  tillage, 
and  the  drainage  of  soils  and  their  practical  application;  a  knowledge  of  plants 
and  plant  life  and  tlieir  adaptation  to  soil  and  environment — how  to  grow  them  and 
how  to  handle  them  most  profitably;  of  animals,  how  to  feed  them,  how  to  care  for 
them,  how  to  get  the  most  out  of  them?  How  much  time  does  the  country  school 
give  to  the  study  of  these?    How  much  does  the  country  teacher  know  about  them? 

Health,  food,  raiment  and  shelter — these  are  the  elemental  needs  of  life  in 
the  country  and  everywhere.  Tliey  are  more  easily  supplied  in  the  country  than 
anywhere,  and  yet  on  the  whole  more  poorly  supplied  there.  How  much  does  the 
country  teacher  know  about  either,  how  much  does  the  country  school  teach  about 
either?  Should  not  sanitation,  food  selection  and  preparation,  canning,  sewing, 
dress-making,  millinery,  home-making  and  decoration,  have  a  place  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  country  teacher  and  in  tlie  curriculum  of  the  country  school  for  country 
girls.  ' 

you  maj'  cry  ' '  Back  to  the  country !  Stay  on  the  farm !  ' '  but  I  declare  to  you 
that  until  you  teach  country  boys  in  the  country  school  how  to  make  the  money 
out  of  soil  and  ])lant  and  animal  by  better  farming  and  better  marketing,  to  com- 
mand in  the  country  the  modern  conveniences  of  life  and  to  break  up  its  isolation  and 
barrenness,  until  you  teach  the  country  girls  in  the  country  school  how  to  use  the 
iiuoney  to  make  country  life  and  country  homes  as  comfortable,  ^as  healthful,  as  beauti- 
ful, as  attractive,  as  sociable  as  life  and  homes  anywhere  else,  your  cry  will  be  all  in 
vain.  Good  houses,  good  churches,  good  schools,  good  roads,  good  vehicles,  good 
clothes,  modern  conveniences  and  all  other  things  that  reduce  the  drudgery,  break  up 
the  isolation,  add  to  the  sociability,  the  comfort,  the  beauty  and  attractiveness  of 
country  life  cost  good  money;  the  country  boys  must  be  taught  in  the  country 
schools  how  to  make  it  out  of  soil,  plant,  and  animal,  and  the  country  girls  must 
be  taught  how  to  use  it  in  the  making  of  country  homes  and  for  the  enrichment  of 
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country  life.  Xinety-five  per  cent  of  these  country  boys  and  girls  never  see  the 
inside  of  any  other  but  the  country  school. 

Rural  education  must,  minister  not  alone  to  the  economic  needs  of  country  life. 
Through  bread-and-butter  studies,  through  vocational  training  for  country  life,  it 
luust  supply  the  means  for  meeting  its  economic  needs,  but  it  must  do  more  than 
this.  It  must  also  supply  the  means  for  meeting  its  social  needs.  The  country 
school  must  be  adequately  equipped  in  building,  grounds  and  teachers  to  be  a  social 
and  recreational  as  Avell  as  an  intellectual  and  industrial  center  for  the  country 
community — for  the  adult  as  ^vell  as  for  the  children.  And  the  country  teacher 
must  be  prepared  for  social  and  recreational  leadership  and  instruction.  It  must 
never  be  forgotten  that  the  making  of  men  is  more  important  than  the  making  of 
money,  that  life  is  more  than  meat  and  body  more  than  raiment; 

Finally,  rural  education,  through  the  country  school,  must  be  made  to  minister 
to  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  country  people  and  the  country  teacher  must  be  pre- 
jiared  for  this.  1  use  this  tenn  not  in  its  restricted  religious  sense,  but  in  its 
broadest  sense,  the  aesthetic — in  a  word,  all  that  is  "likest  God  in  Man'' — spiritual 
in  its  i^rimal  significance.  How  reads  the  records?  "God  formed  man  of  the  dust 
of  the  ground  and  breathed  into  his  nostrils  the  breath  of  life,  and  man  became  a 
living  soul'' — Spirit — spirare — the  breath  of  God  in  man. 

God  has  revealed  hijuself  to  man  in  three  great  books,  the  book  of  direct  revela- 
tion, the  Bible;  the  book  of  humanity,  God  incarnate;  and  the  book  of  Xature,  the 
Universe.  "The  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God  and  the  firmament  showeth  his 
liaudiwork. "  "God  made  the  country,  man  made  the  to\\n. "  God  first  placed 
man  in  the  country — the  Garden  of  Eden  that  has  remained  ever  since  the  ideal 
home  of  man,  ever  since  man  lias  wandered  through  the  earth  bearing  in  his  heart 
a  life-long  hunger  for  it.  (^od  commanded  man  to  dress  and  keep  it.  The  country 
child  and  the  country  school  are  closest  to  this  Book  of  Xature — in  the  heart  of 
this  heaven-ordained  home  of  man.  The  country  child,  through  the  country  school, 
should  be  taught  to  dress  and  keep  the  garden,  might  be  taught  to  transform  it 
into  a.  veritable  Eden  again.  Instead,  througli  neglect  of  his  education  and  train- 
ing, he  is  allowed  to  grow  up  to  kill  the  birds,  to  destroy  the  trees,  to  trample  down 
the  flowers,  to  waste  the  soil,  to  defile  the  streams,  to  mar  the  beauty  of  forest  and 
field. 

Kow  many  country  children,  how  many  country  teachers  know  even  the  names 
and  uses  of  the  commonest  trees  and  plants  and  flowers,  can  even  recognize  the 
wild  birds  and  their  songs,  in  a  word,  know  or  feel  aught  of  the  miracle  and  the 
mystery  of  forest,  field,  and  firmament? 

Oh,  the  pity  of  it!  Oh,  the  folly  of  it!  Oh,  the  tragedy  of  it!  For  the  lack 
of  teaching,  the  majority  of  our  country  children  pass  from  the  cradle  to  the  grave 
surrounded  by  this  revelation  of  the  glory  and  the  beauty  of  God  in  his  wonderful 
Book  of  Xature,  with  eyes  that  see  not,  with  ears  that  hear  not,  with  hearts  that 
understand  not.  To  them  that  book  is  sealed,  to  them  the  world  is  a  dull  and  an 
ugly  place.  The  infinite  harmonies  of  earth  and  heaven,  the  very  music  of  the 
spheres,  if  heard  at  all  by  them,  are  but  discordant  and  commonplace  noises. 

My  heart  grows  sick  within  me  sometimes  as  I  watch  the  little  country  child  in 
the  towns  and  cities  rushing  to  the  moving  jiicture  show,  seeking  to  satisfy  his  little 
famished  soul  with  these  poor  husks  of  imitation  and  artificiality,  and  I  have 
thought,  back  there  in  the  country  whence  you  came,  every  day  from  the  rising  of 
the  sun  unto  the  going  do^nl  thereof,  there  moves  before  your  ej'es,  God's  great 
moving  picture  show— its  scenes  shifted  every  moment  by  His  own  hands  for  the 
delectation  of  His  children  and  in  the  midst  of  it  all,  you  move  every  day  with 
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unseeing  eye,  \vitli  imJtindied  imagination,  with  unmovefl  heart.  Sometimes  I  have 
watclied  these  little  ones  uandorinjr  tl)roii{jli  the  artificiality  of  town  and  city, 
faught  by  tlie  rmisir  of  tlie  brass  ])and,  with  its  toot  ot  horns  and  rattle  of  drum, 
and  I  have  thoujjht,  Oh,  liungry  little  souls  feeding  upon  this  poor  imitation  of 
the  melodies  of  (Jod,  while  back  yonder  in  the  country  whence  you  came,  everj- 
morning  at  the  rising  of  the  sun,  in  spring  and  summer  and  autumn,  and  at  the 
going  down  thereof,  the  earth  is  filled  with  the  orchestra  of  the  birds — the  myriad- 
voiced  music  of  nature,  and  you,  surrounded  by  these  entrancing  melodies  of  God, 
because  untaught,  hear  them  not,  understand  them  not,  enjoy  them  not.  How  long, 
oh,  how  long,  before  we  shall  teach  these  country  children  to  understand  and  appre- 
ciate these  mysteries  and  melodies  of  heaven  and  earth — to  enter  into  their  rich 
lieritage.     After  all- 

"   'Tis  heaven  alone  that  is  given  away, 
'Tis  only  God  may  be  had  for  the  asking; 
There  is  no  price  set  on  the  lavish  sununer, 
and  June  may  be  had  by  the  poorest  comer. 
And  what  is  so  rare  as  a  day  in  June?" 

For  such  I'uijil  education  a  uew  type  of  country  school  must  be  provided,  for 
such  instruction  a  new  type  of  country  teacher  must  be  trained — a  country  school 
with  house  enough,  land  enough,  teachers  enough  of  the  right  sort,  children  enough, 
money  enough,  equipment  of  every  sort  enough  to  furnish  cultural,  occupational, 
and  recreational  training  for  country  boys  aud  girls  at  home,  to  fit  them  for  more 
profitable,  more  comfortable,  more  efficient,  more  complete  living  in  the  country, 
to  prepare  them  to  make  the  most  aud  to  get  the  most  out  of  all  that  is  about 
them  and  to  put  the  most  into  the  life  around  them — in  a  word,  a  country  school 
that  shall  be  adequately  equipped  for  adequately  ministering  to  all  the  needs  of  the 
country  people  and  that  shall  become  the  social,  intellectual,  industrial  center  of 
the  whole  community,  the  unifying,  uplifting  force  in  its  life. 

To  do  its  work,  the  country  school  must  be  made  a  permanent  influence.  At 
present  the  prevailing  type  of  country  school  is  a  transient,  impermanent  influence 
because  of  a  transient  shifting  population,  and  of  transient,  shifting  teachers. 
Statistics  seem  to  indicate  that  about  two-thirds  of  the  teachers  in  the  country 
schools  teach  not  more  than  one  year  in  the  same  school.  Rural  education  of  the 
right  sort  for  any  country  community  must,  of  necessity,  be  an  organic  growth  of 
many  years  out  of  tlie  life  and  needs  of  that  community.  Permanency  and  con- 
tinuity thereof  are  absolutely  essential  to  its  success.  To  make  the  school  a 
permanent,  continuous  influence,  a  permanent,  or,  at  least,  a  long-tenured  teaching 
force  is  necessary.  The  rural  school  of  the  new  type,  therefore,  like  the  Danish 
schools,  must  have  its  teachers'  home,  and  its  resident  principal  employed  for  life 
or  during  good  behavior. 

The  new  type  of  country  teacher  must  have  special  training  for  her  special 
work — training  that  ■^^ill  give  her  a  knowledge  of  country  things,  country  people, 
country  needs,  a  syjnpathy  with  them  and  a  love  and  appreciation  of  them.  Above 
all,  the  country  teacher  must  have  rural-mindedness,  a  sympathetic  attitude  of  mind 
and  soul  toward  country  life  and  country  things  born  of  a  knowledge  of  them, 
scientific  and  practical- — of  a  love  and  an  appreciation  of  them.  As  some  one  has 
expressed  it,  ' '  She  must  have  the  smell  of  sweet  gum  buds  in  her  soul. ' '  How  can 
she  teach  what  she  does  not  know?  How  can  she  make  others  love  what  she  herself 
does  not  love? 
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Such  a  eouptry  teacher  is  beyond  pric&.  The  virtue  of  rural-mindedness  passes 
out  of  her  into  the  children  that  touch  the  hem  of  her  garment,  and,  though  they 
may  forget  many  things  that  she  taught,  there  shall  abide  with  them  the  "vision 
splendid ' '  of  the  country  and  the  country  life  that  shall  never  ' '  fade  into  the 
light  of  common  day, ' '  and  they  will  never  forget  how  their  hearts  burned  within 
them,  as  they  walked  along  the  M'ay  with  her  in  God's  great  Out-of -Doors. 

Of  other  agencies  for  rural  education  such  as  the  country  church,  with  its 
human-hearted,  rural-minded,  whole-time  resident  pastor,  recognizing  as  its  mission 
the  salvation  of  the  whole  man,  body,  mind  and  soul,  the  coimtry  doctor  of  the 
William  Maelure  type,  the  farmers'  clubs  and  other  organizations  of  farmers  and 
farm-women,  the  boys'  and  girls'  country  clubs,  the  farm  and  home  demonstration 
agents,  I  have  not  time  to  speak.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  fine  resultant  may  be 
a  country  community  economically  efficient,  financially  prosperous,  spiritualized  and 
socialized  by  good  schools  and  good  churches,  with  homes  clean,  comfortable,  health- 
ful, and  beautiful,  with  a  permanent  population,  cultured,  contented,  and  happy. 

In  such  a  community  men  will  love  to  live  and  will  find  life  worth  living.  To 
such  a  community,  the  tired,  restless  multitudes  shall  turn  at  last  for  rest  and  relief 
from  the  stir  and  strife  and  artificiality  of  city  life,  for  '  *  As  hart  jianteth  after 
the  water  brooks,  so  panteth  the  soul  of  man  after  such  a  life. ' '  In  such  com- 
munities must  be  preserved  at  last  the  salt  for  the  salvation  of  all  American  civiliza- 
tion. For  such  rural  education,  for  such  rural  schools,  for  such  rural  teachers,  for 
such  rural  communities,  we  must  preach  a  crusade  until  we  get  them. 

Let  them  cost  what  they  may,  they  are  cheap  at  any  price.  They  will  not 
come  in  one  generation,  for  all  the  greatest  things  in  civilization  are  of  longest 
growth.  This  generation  may  be  well  content  to  sow  in  faith  the  seeds,  assured 
that  from  them  shall  grow  some  day  a  finer  flower  and  fruit  than  ever  was  before. 


HENRY  C.  LONGNECKER 

MEMBER     STATE     BOARD     OF     EDUCATION 
DIED     MARCH     1  ,    1916. 

A  sketch  of  Mr.  Longnecker's  life  and  the 
activities  in  which  he  was  engaged  or  interested 
would  he  a  sketch  of  the  history  of  Baltimore 
County  from  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War  to 
the  present  time. 

Mr.  Longnecker  was  the  last  of  the  male  line 
of  his  immediate  branch  of  the  family.  He  was 
bom  in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.,  in  1844,  and  was 
a  son  of  the  late  John  H.  and  Annie  Barr  Long- 
necker. This  couple  made  their  home  with  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  David  8.  Longnecker,  John  H.  Long- 
necker's father  and  mother,  and  removed  with 
them  from  Lancaster  County  to  Cockeysville. 
After  remaining  at  Cockeysville  a  few  years. 
David  S.  Longnecker  bought  Windsor  Farm,  in 
Dulany's  Valley,  and  the  double  family  moved 
there,  John  H.  Longnecker  having  charge  of  the 
farm.  In  1860  this  farm  was  sold  to  Allan 
Paine,  father  of  the  late  Clinton  P.  Paine,  a 
Baltimore  banker,  and  the  Longnecker  family 
moved  to  Towson,  first  moving  to  the  section  then 
known  as  Chewsville,  and  afterward  to  the  house 
which  is  the  present  homestead.  When  John  H. 
Longnecker  moved  to  Towson  he  founded  the 
Baltimore  County  American,  in  the  management 
of  which  he  was  assisted  by  his  sons,  John  B.  and 
Henry  C.  In  January,  1865,  John  H.  Long- 
necker, who  was  then  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court, 
retired  from  the  newspaper  business.  His  sons, 
with  L.  M.  Haverstick,  then  school  teacher,  took 
over  the  American  and  added  to  it  the  Baltimore 
County  Advocate,  which  was  founded  at  Cock- 
eysville in  1850  ])y  E.  F.  Church  and  was  moved 
to  Towson  after  the  establishment  of  the  county 
seat  at  the  latter  place.  The  plant  of  the  Ameri- 
can was  sold  to  the  late  William  H.  Ruby,  who  es- 
tablished the  Maryland  Journal,  which  died  with 
him,  and  Longnecker  &  Ilavei-stick  retained  the 
good  will.  Mr.  Haverstick  remained  with  the 
paper  a  year  or  two,  his  place  in  the  firm  after- 
ward being  taken  by  the  late  Charles  A.  Conner. 
Subsequently  the  Longnecker  brothers,  John  and 
Henry,  acquired  the  full  interest  which  they  held 
until  the  death  of  John,  which  occurred  on 
March  1.  1909,  exactly  seven  years  before  Heniy 


passed  away.  On  September  1,  1909,  the  Union 
was  consolidated  with  the  Towson  News,  forming 
the  Union  News,  and  Mr.  Longneeker  retired 
from  active  business.  In  the  spring  of  1915, 
however,  he  assumed  charge  of  the  local  depart- 
ment of  the  Jeffersonian  and  conducted  it  until 
his  death. 

A  great  capacity  for  work  was  one  of  Mr. 
Longnecker's  characteristics.  He  assumed  the 
office  part  of  the  editorial  work,  and  no  matter 
what  other  engagements  he  undertook,  he  turned 
out  liis  weekly  quota  of  items  of  interest  concern- 
ing the  people  of  the  county.  For  nineteen  years 
he  was  secretary  of  the  Tiraonium  Fair.  For  six 
years,  during  the  term  of  the  late  Col.  E.  H. 
Webster  as  Collector  of  the  Port  of  Baltimore, 
and  two  years  of  the  term  of  Collector  James  B. 
Groome,  he  was  bond  clerk  in  the  Custom  House. 
During  this  time  he  kept  up  his  editorial  work 
at  night  and  no  one  ever  heard  him  complain  of 
being  overtasked. 

Tn  1879  Mr.  Longnecker  was  the  Republican 
candidate  for  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court,  run 
ning  against  the  late  William  M.  Isaac.  Mr. 
Longnecker  served  as  one  of  the  assessors  at  the 
new  general  assessment  of  1910.  his  long  famil- 
iarity with  county  property  giving  him  a  pecu- 
liar fitness  for  this  work.  In  1909  Governor 
Crothers  appointed  him  a  member  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  which  position  he  held  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  his  term  under  the  last 
appointment  expiring  on  the  first  of  May.  1916. 
He  was  an  active  member  of  the  board  of  mana- 
gers of  the  Towson  Town  Club,  which  has  ac- 
complished much  for  the  betterment  of  the  town, 
and  was  a  director  of  the  Second  National  Bank 
of  Towson.  He  was  a  man  of  exact  and  regular 
habits  and  one  could  almost  have  set  a  clock  by 
his  daily  movements.  He  gave  liberally  to  char- 
ity, but  his  procedure  in  this,  as  in  all  other  mat- 
ters, was  unostentatious. 

Mr.  Longnecker  was  a  man  of  sterling  princi- 
ples, devoted  to  his  friends,  whom  he  had  without 
stint.  No  one  who  had  the  pri\'ilege  of  knowing 
him  well  could  fail  to  love  him ;  no  one  who  kncAV 
liim  at  all  could  fail  to  honor  him.  He  will  be 
greatly  missed,  but  we  are  the  riclier  for  having 
known  him  and  profited  by  the  example  of  his 
services  to  his  community  and  the  State.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  forward  the  usual  statistical  tables 
of  the  city  schools  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1916.  A  study  of  these 
tables  reveals  the  problems  generally  incident  to  all  large  city  school 
systems.  These  problems  will  be  discussed  in  some  measure  in  my  an- 
nual report  to  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  City. 

I  desire  to  call  attention  to  a  few  items  growing  out  of  a  com- 
parison of  the  city  report  for  1915  with  the  present  report. 

It  appears  that,  although  our  schools  show  a  steady  progress  in 
the  number  of  pupils  enrolled,  there  was  not  a  corresponding  increase 
ill  the  average  attendance  of  pupils  in  elementary  schools.  It  is  rather 
difficult  to  determine  the  reason  for  this  decrease.  In  the  night 
schools  the  decrease  in  enrollment  and  attendance  is  quite  noticeable, 
but  this  is  due  mainly  to  two  factors — the  great  demand  of  the  fac- 
tories for  over-time  work  and  the  complete  cessation  of  immigration. 
The  reports  of  the  night  school  principals  show  that  their  students, 
though  fewer  in  number,  are  doing  better  work  than  before.  The  en- 
rollment in  the  summer  schools  also  shows  a  slight  decrease,  due  prob- 
ably to  the  demand  for  extra  labor. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  whenever  a  teacher  leaves  the  service 
her  place  is  filled  by.  one  whose  salary  is  smaller,  the  records  show  that 
Baltimore  spent  $1,655,563.88  for  teachers'  salaries  during  the  year. 
This  is  equivalent  to  an  average  salary  of  $844.03,  an  increase  of 
$21.92  over  the  average  salary  in  1915. 

Without  increasing  the  number  of  pupils  per  teacher,  and  in  spite 
of  the  high  cost  of  supplies,  the  department  has  been  able  to  reduce 
the  per  capita  cost  of  instruction  per  pupil  fifty-four  cents,  making 
the  cost  $29.44  in  1916.

HARFORD  COUNTY.

My  dear  Sir  : — I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  Harford  County  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  31,  1916. 

It  is  gratifying  to  me  to  report  to  you  that  the  interest  shown  along 
educational  lines  in  our  county  is  good.  The  desire  for  more  modem 
school  buildings  and  better  facilities  with  better  trained  and  better 
paid  teachers  seems  to  be  rapidly  growing. 

Meetings  have  been  held  in  several  sections  looking  forward  to 
consolidation  of  some  of  our  small  one-room  schools  in  the  near  future. 
During  the  year  a  consolidated  school  consisting  of  six  classrooms  with 
unilateral  light  and  a  large  assembly  room  in  the  basement  has  been 
completed  at  Dublin.  The  pupils  of  two  one-room  school  and  one  two- 
room  school  will  have  the  opportunity  of  the  better  facilities  thereby 
afforded. 

The  contract  has  been  given  for  a  four-room  building  at  Ferryman 
to  take  the  place  of  the  one  recently  destroyed  by  fire.  This  will  re- 
sult in  the  near  future  in  the  closing  of  one  or  two  nearby  schools,  thus 
effecting  a  desirable  consolidation.  We  are  finding  evidences  of  the 
desire  for  a  wider  use  of  the  school  plant  and  I  believe  with  the  hearty 
cooperation,  which  our  Board  shows  willingness  to  give,  some  of  our 
large  schools  will  become  more  and  more  the  community  centers. 

Our  Count}^  Commissioners  have  shown  a  very  liberal  educational 
spirit  in  increasing  our  amount  of  levy  for  maintenance  and  support 
from  $60,000  in  1915  to  .$68,500  in  1916.  This  will  enable  us  to  make 
a  further  increase  in  salaries  and  thereby  hold  some  of  our  good 
teachers  who  are  looking  elsewhere  for  positions  for  financial  reasons. 
Our  teachers  have  shown  good  professional  spirit  in  their  attendance 
of  teachers '  meetings  and  in  their  study  of  professional  books.  About 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  them  attended  summer  school  this  summer 
without  any  remuneration  or  reimbursement  of  expenses.  It  is  my 
desire  to  see  all  those  who  are  increasing  their  professional  preparation 
properly  rewarded  by  our  Board.  The  public  generally  seems  to  be  in 
sympathy  with  the  provisions  of  the  new  school  law  and  we  believe  the 
patrons  and  teachers  will  labor  together  to  carry  out  its  provisions. 
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We  hope  to  greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  our  teaching  body  under 
increased  supervision. 

A  great  many  of  our  schools  have  not  done  as  much  as  they  sliould 
along  the  line  of  home  and  school  associations.  I  believe,  however,  that 
thfe  interest  is  increasing  and  that  these  organizations,  fostered  and 
aided  by  school  authorities  and  administrators  will  become  a  vital 
factor  for  the  creation  of  public  educational  sentiment  in  our  county.

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  submit  to  you  an  additional  report  of  the 
School  Commissioners  of  Kent  County  for  the  scholastic  year  ending 
July  31,  1916. 

The  work  in  general  shows  continued  progress.  Teachers  are 
awakening  to  the  need  of  special  training  for  fitness  to  do  the  work 
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acceptably  with  the  result  that  during  the  past  two  years  sixty-six  and 
two-third  per  cent  of  the  white  teachers  of  the  county  have  taken 
special  courses  at  approved  summer  schools,  and  fifteen  per  cent  of 
the  colored  teachers  have  attended  Hampton  Institute  or  some  other 
summer  school. 

The  teaching  force  is  realizing  as  never  before  that  it  must  be  pre- 
pared to  do  the  work. 

The  educational  trend  is  generally  upward.  The  county  school 
deficit  has  been  paid  in  full  and  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners 
has  allowed  the  County  Board  of  Education  about  forty-one  per  cent 
of  the  taxable  basis  for  the  expenses  of  the  year  1916-1917. 

New  school  buildings  have  been  erected  and  are  now  in  use  at 
Chestertown,  Rock  Hall,  Betterton,  and  Kennedyville,  aggregating 
$45,000.  A  new  building  is  being  erected  at  Millington  at  a  cost  of 
about  $10,000.  We  expect  to  be  able  to  use  this  building  on  January  1, 
1917. 

During  this  year.  1916-1917,  new  buildings  will  be  erected  at  Fair- 
lee  and  Galena  for  white  students,  and  one  at  Chestertown  for  col- 
ored pupils.  *. 

AA"e  have  diligently  endeavored  to  carry  out  the  regular  State 
schedule  of  work  and  feel  that  good  results  have  been  accomplished. 

The  Board  has  appointed  a  Home  Economics  teacher  for  the  county 
and  while  results  have  not  been  entirely  satisfactory,  we  feel  that  good 
has  been  accomplished.

Dear  Sir: — I  send  you  herewith  report  of  the  Public  Schools  for 
Somerset  County  for  the  year  ending  July  31,  1916. 

The  school  enrollment  for  this  county,  you  will  observe,  is  larger 
than  that  of  last  year  by  305  and  the  average  attendance  has  improved 
by  163,  which  is  an  indication  that  our  public  schools  are  continuing 
to  do  better  work.  You  will  also  observe  a  general  improvement  in  the 
number  of  the  various  grades,  especially  in  the  eighth,  ninth  and 
eleventh. 
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The  expense  of  conducting  the  school  is  gradually  increasing,  and 
this  is  due,  in  a  large  measure,  to  the  improvement  in  teachers'  sala- 
ries and  the  higher  class  of  teachers  employed. 

Our  Tri-County  Institute  held  at  Ocean  City  last  summer  was  con- 
ducted most  successfully.  We  also  conducted  in  November,  a  Tri- 
County  Institute  for  the  colored  teachers.  This  meeting  was  held  at 
Salisbury.  Next  fall  we  expect  to  hold  a  similar  meeting  in  the  town 
of  Princess  Anne. 

I  have  attempted  to  keep  up  with  the  requirements  laid  down  by 
the  State  Board  for  the  government  of  our  public  schools,  and  our 
teachers  are  measuring  up  to  their  full  share  of  responsibility.

Gentlemen: — As  Supervisor  of  the  Public  Colored  Schools  of 
Somerset  County,  I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  third  annual  report. 

Encouraging  results  on  literary  and  industrial  lines  are  seen  in  a 
majority  of  our  schools.  Marked  improvement  is  made  in  moral  dis- 
cipline and  general  deportment  in  all  the  schools  of  the  county,  ex- 
cepting two,  viz :  Lawsonia  and  Greenwood. 

The  Tri-County  Institute  (comprising  Somerset,  "Wicomico  and 
Worcester  Counties")  held  in  Salisbury,  November  22,  23,  24,  1915, 
was  a  great  incentive  to  our  teachers.  It  is  our  prayer  that  the  Tri- 
County  Institute  will  be  continued  and  become  a  fixed  factor  in  the 
educational  system  of  these  counties. 

Gentlemen,  we  thank  you  for  the  liberal  consideration  given  our 
work,  you've  been  very  generous.  The  new  school  building  at  Marion 
is  one  of  the  best  in  the  State  for  colored  pupils,  at  the  dedicatory 
services  held  in  March,  the  President  and  County  Superintendent  in- 
spired our  teachers,  pupils,  and  patrons  with  their  noble  addresses. 
The  new  school  building  at  Puncheon  Landing  (Christ's)  is  a  model 
of  beauty  and  comfort,  the  patrons  deserve  credit  for  their  gift  of 
$50.00  on  the  building  fund.  The  new  industrial  building  at  Fair- 
mount  is  well  equipped.  The  industrial  exhibits  of  Greenwood, 
Marion,  Fairmount  and  ]\Ianokin  schools  reflected  credit  upon  teachers 
and  pupils.    Manual  Training  is  becoming  more  and  more  one  of  the 
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most  important  features  of  our  school  work.  Aside  from  teaching 
Manual  Training  at  Fairmount  school  during  the  first  quarter,  making 
the  furniture  for  the  Domestic  Science  Department,  arranging  for  the 
session  of  the  Tri-County  Institute,  I  have  made  90  visits.  We  have 
28  schools,  37  teachers,  2,001  pupils  (985  boys,  1016  girls).

The  cost  of  $17.02  per  pupil  per  year  was  found  by  dividing  the 
total  current  expenses,  $63,223,  by  the  average  term  enrollment,  3,715. 
It  will  be  noted  that  we  have  followed  the  practice  of  your  office  in 
reckoning  the  cost  per  pupil  and  have  omitted  such  expenses  of  a 
permanent  nature  as  repairs,  furniture  and  new  buildings. 

The  above  table  shows  75.9  per  cent  of  total  current  expense  dis- 
bursements applied  to  teachers'  salaries.    This  seems  to  be  a  high  pro- 
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portion  and  compares  favorably  with  the  67.2  per  cent  for  the  entire 
United  States  as  given  by  the  last  report  of  the  U.  S.  Commissioner  of 
Education.  It  is  noteworthy,  however,  that  this  report  indicates  that 
States  which  are  reputed  to  have  modern  and  progressive  school  sys- 
tems devote  a  relatively  low  percentage  of  their  maintenance  expendi- 
tures to  teachers'  salaries,  while  States  which  are  backward  in  the 
educational  opportunities  afforded  show  a  much  higher  proportion  of 
their  school  moneys  applied  to  this  purpose.  We  wonder,  in  view  of 
this,  whether  or  not  we  have  been  doing  too  much  of  merely  appoint- 
ing teachers  and  then  letting  them  shift  for  themselves  without  giving 
sufficient  supplies,  equipment  and  supervision.  This  is,  however,  not 
to  be  considered  in  any  measure  an  argument  for  decreased  teachers' 
salaries. 

The  average  attendance  in  white  schools  was  79.8  per  cent  of  the 
average  term  enrollment,  in  colored  schools  68.6  per  cent,  and  for  the 
entire  county,  76  per  cent. 

As  elsewhere,  we  have  observed  a  gradual  "tendency  toward  a  de- 
crease in  the  percentage  of  children  in  the  lower  grades  and  a  cor- 
responding increase  in  the  percentage  of  pupils  in  the  higher  grades-'. 
This  we  ascribe  to  the  heightening  of  educational  ideals  of  the  people, 
to  increased  specific  interest  in  schools,  to  the  growing  feeling  that 
education  is  a  matter  of  expert  training,  to  the  greater  efficiency  of 
teachers  and  to  the  influence  of  such  exercises  as  the  Rally  Day  and 
athletic  contests. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year  we  find  more  wants  than 
sources  of  self-congratulation.  Of  the  former,  there  is  pressing  need 
for  closer  and  more  specific  supervision;  for  better  and  more  pro- 
fessionally trained  teachers;  for  more  complete  enforcement  of  the 
compulsory  attendance  law;  for  an  economical  way  of  educating 
children  in  remote  sections  that  are  isolated  by  the  waterways  of  the 
county ;  and,  most  of  all,  for  the  ability  to  pay  such  salaries  to  teachers 
as  will  permit  us  to  demand  thorough  preparation  from  those  who  de- 
sire to  enter  the  profession,  and  will  hold  in  the  county  service  those 
who  have  learned  to  teach  by  teaching.  The  first  three  of  these  needs 
will,  without  doubt,  be  at  least  partly  met  by  provisions  of  the  new 
school  law.    For  this  we  are  grateful. 

In  conclusion,  permit  us  to  say  that  it  is  our  desire  and  intention 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  new  law  in  such  a  way  as  to  afford  the 
greatest  good  with  the  least  possible  reaction.
